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THE WHISKY. BILL KILLED 


IT MEETS WITH SUDDEN DISASTER 
“IN THE SENATE. 

STRONG aAnGUMENTS AGAINST IT DELIVERED 
BY MESSRS. WINDOM AND ALDRICH—A 
MOTION TO POSTPONE IT INDEFINITELY 
ADOPTED BY A VOTE OF 82 To 20. 

‘“Wasninaton, June 15,—The Whisky 
‘bill, which has been the cause of so much talk 
here during the session, met with a defeat in 
the Senate to-day so sudden and complete as 
to quite take away the breath of its promoters. 
The vote of 26 to 21, by which the Senate 
voted to take it up, inspired some of the 
friends of the measure with a hope that 
the substitute offered by Mr. Bayard, to take 
the place of the original or House bill, might 
be pulled through. As it was, the Republi- 
tans in the course of the debate developed a 
very solid opposition, ana when the vote was 
taken to postpone the bill, even before a vote 
had been taken on the Bayard substitute, the 
Republicans voted in an almost unbroken col- 
umn against it, and were supported by Messrs, 
David Davis and Mahone and by eight out- 
and-out Democrats. 

The first vote of the day was on Mr. Brown’s 
amendment, proposing that nothing in the act 
should limit the power of Congress to reduce 
the tax on spirits, This was rejected, six 
Senators—Messrs. Brown, Davis of Illinois, 
Harrison, McMillan, Morgan, and Pendleton 
—voting yea and 34 Senators voting nay. Mr. 
Windom then took the floor, and with a full 
Senate to listen te him, read with striking ef- 


fect a vigorous speech in opposition to 
the bill. To Mr. Windom the bilt was 
unnecessary, unwise, dangerous, and wholly 
indefensible legislation. Generally, he objected 
to the passage of the measure, either as passed 
by the House or as amended by the Finance 
Committee, because there was no necessity for 
passing the bill at this time; because it would 
aggravate and largely augment the evils it 
proposed to cure; because it proposed a part- 
xership between the Government and the own- 
ers of whisky in bond, in which the Govern- 
ment has to furnish two-thirds of the capital 
and assume all the risk and bear all the losses, 
while the owners were to enjoy all the bene- 
fits and profits of the business; because it pro- 
posed the surrender of bonds already given for 
$76,000,000, and the issue of new bonds 
which might not amount to $1,000,000 on 85,- 
000,000 gallons of spirits in bond; and because 
the bill was in the interests of whisky specula- 
tors and against the interests of the Govern- 
ment. Inthe course of his remarks, he de- 
fended with spirit the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury against an assault made by Mr. Beck. The 
Kentucky Senator, he said, bad attempted to 
crush and annihilate Mr. Folger, but had 
neglected, in the speech in which he had made 
his ferocious attacks, to put his speech together 
with regard to consistency. 

Mr. Beck followed Mr. Windom and repeat- 
ed many of the arguments already made by 
him for the bill. He was followed by Mr. 
Aldrich. The junior Senator from Rhode 
Island has not been heard from before at 
length, and his bright little speech against the 
bill was listened to with genuine interest. He 
took the ground that the law of 1868 was 
established on good grounds and opposed 
the bill as in the interest of speculators. 
[f a bill of like character for New-England was 
asked for it would be met with acry of special 
legislation that would make the Capitol ring. 
Mr, Miller offered an amendment to permit 
the free withdrawal of brandy to be used in 
the manufacture of wines. Mr. Morrill op- 
posed the whole proposition. While it was 
not so bad as the House bill, it was only ‘ta 
milder dose of the same poison,’’ 

There were cries of ‘Question,’ as it was 
getting late and the Senate Chamber was 
close and hot. A vote was taken on Mr. Beck’s 
amendment proposing to strike from the first 
section of the substitute of Mr. Bayard the 
provision to colleet 5 per cent. interest on the 
tax after spirits had been three years in band. 
This was voted down—7 in the affirmative, 
47 in the negative. Mr. Miller’s amend- 
ment was rejected by a viva voce vote. 
Mr. Bayard, in a state of nervous expectancy, 
stood up waiting for the Senate to take a vote 
on the substitute. The way was clear, and 
nothing remained to be done but to put the 
motion. Just then Mr. McMillan popped u 
in his seat with a motion that the amend- 
ments and the bill be indefinitely postponed. 
Mr. Bayard scowled and stared in astonish- 
ment. Mr. Beck looked about in surprise and 
dropped into his seat. The yeas and nays were 
ordered and the roll was called. ‘The friends 
of the bill wilted as Messrs. Brown, Coke, 
Garland, Maxey, Morgan, Pugh, Saulsbury, 
(Bayard’s a and Walker, eight Dem- 
ocrats, responded aye, and Mr. Davis of Illi- 
nois and Mr. Mahone voted in the affirmative, 
The ‘** jig was up”’ with the hong! bill. 

**On this question,” said Mr. Davis, * the 
yeas are 32 and the nays 20,so the amend- 
ments and the bill are indefinitely postponed.” 
The vote in full was as follows, [Republicans 
in roman, Democrats in italics, Independents 
and Readjusters in SMALL CAPITALS:]

Immediately after the defeat of this bill the 
Senate, on motion of Mr. Allison, took up the 
bill to extend the charters of national banks, 
which will be the unfinished business to-mor- 
row. 

The bill which was defeated to-day was a 
modification of the one originally passed in 
the House under a suspension of the rules upon 
the motion of Mr. Dunnell, who represented 
in that matter the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. The House bill, which was passed by 
more than a two-thirds vote, provided for the 
indefinite extension of the time in which 
spirits may lie in bond without the pay- 
ment of tax. The period is now three 
years. When the bill reached the Senate, 
charges were made by Mr. Windom, which 
caused the creation of a committee of investi- 
gation. In committee the bill was greatly 
modified, and now the Senate has indefinitely 
postponed it. In the House it was passed 
without one word of debate. It is said 
that its enactment as a law would 
have postponed for several years any 
reduction of the tax on whisky, while 
its defeat may leave a chance for such a 
reduction within a year or two, Mr. Sher- 
man said yesterday that the Senate Finance 
Committee were unanimously of the opinion 
that a tax of 60 cents, promptly collected, 
would yield more revenue than the present tax 
of 90cents. It is suggestedin some quarters 
that the Whisky bill was opposed in the Sen- 
ate in the interest of a high tariff, because its 
passage would have prevented any reduetion 
of the whisky tax.

UNJUST GERMAN DUTIES. 
FISH IN BOXES CLASSED AS WOOD AND COV- 
ERED HAMS AS FINE LINEN. 
/ WasHiIncton, June 15.—The State De- 
partment bas received information that the 
German Custom-house officers have suspended 
the regulation classifying Amaerican canned 
beef as ironware, but have adopted a similar 
method of exacting high duties on other 
American goods, American shredded eodfish 
was imported in thin wooden boxes. Theduty 
on wood was higher {than on fish, and so 


t fficers classed the fish as woodenware. 
Peo upertees evaded this regulation by pack- 
ing the fish in pasteboard boxes. Sugar-cured 
hams covered with linen cloth are classed as 
‘no linen. Emery powder, when it comes in 
tin canisters, is taxed as ironware. Certain 
kinds of spirits in bottles protected by 
silken covers are taxed as silk goods, be- 
eause such goods pay a higher duty than 
spirits. Tomatoes in tin cans and potted meats 
in tin cans from the United States are classi- 
fied as fine table deiicucies, so as to allow the 
imposition of the highest possible duty. 
These articles are, therefore, restricted 
to a very small _ sale, and yield 
little or no profit to imoorters. Such 


interpretations of the law have interfered 
with contracts made by the Army for Ameri- 
can canned meats and an —— to supply 
the German fortresses with canned food, to be 
stored for use in time of stege, was abandoned 
for the same reason. To repeated appeals 
made by importers the German Government 
replies that domestic manufactures must be 
protected and that our tariff is equally op- 
pressive.

VAMERON’S ACTIVE OPPONENTS. 


MR, MARSHALL DECLARES THE CALL FORA 
NEW CONVENTION TO BE ILLEGAL. 

PitrspurG, June 15.—The Hon. Thomas 
M. Marshall, of this city, who was a delegate 
to the Stalwart Republican State Convention 
held at Harrisburg on May 10, and who 
was nominated for Congressman at Large and 
subsequently declined, to-day addressed the 
following open letter to the Dispatch, which 
explains itself: 


You have requested me to communicate Ina 
publie way my purpose touching a convention, 
which I Jearn by the newspapers is to be held on 
the 2ist of this month. Having reeeived no official 
notification of the assemblage, it may be proper 
that I give the reasons which contrel my action. 
The convention of the 10th of May nomi- 
nated a candidate for Congressman at Large 
after positive and express notice that he 
would not accept office. The convention, as I 
understand, dispersed without a formal vote of 
adjournment, and without making provision for 
its own recall—dispersed without providing means 
to meet contingencies such as sometimes occur 
under the most careful management. If the con- 
vention, as has been suggested, has still vitality for 
the purpose of completing unfinished business, 
that vitality must exist in its own body, 
I should say in its executive—the Hon. 
George Lear. If this vitality exists, the 
sign of life should emanate from within and not be 
borrowed from an outside taper. It appears, how- 
ever, that a stranger to the tconvention kas as- 
sumed authority in the premises and issued his 
call. Who is Mr. Cooper? From whom does he 
derive his authority? His name does not appear 
in the roll of the convention’s membership, 
nor was he ‘one of _ its _ officers. He 
was Chairman of the State Committee 
which expired with the organization of the 
convention at the 10th of May. Mr. Cooper, having 
no authority from the convention, is acting beyond 
his sphere. Acallfrom the Chairman of a dead 
committee is more than void. The fact that a new 
State Committee has been partially provided for 
does not help the case above its source, and the 
creature cannot give life to the _ creator. 
Moreover, the new State Committee has 
not met or organized, and the semblance of 
excuse for the call of Mr. Cooper does 
not exist in that direction. It seems to me that the 
= who has assumed the grave reaponsi- 

ility of requiring 251 delegates to leave their homes 
and business at his pleasure has been swift to 
meddle in a matter not of his coneern. It is an act 
not sustained even by the'usage of party machinery 
in Pennsylvania, and singularly unfortunate in 
view of the temper of the times. I shall treat this 
call as unauthorized and take no further notice of 
its demand. 

This is not a small matter. It isa vital question 
of power. i believe that self-respecting gentlemen 
who were delegates should refuse to sustain this 
eall by their presence or co-operation on the 2ist 
of June. Those desiring to fulfill the bidding of 
the ener of this call may attend and 
enroll themselves in their service. In my judg- 
ment this kind of management has almost come to 
anend. If the dissatisfaction of the Republican 
vote, with those who meet in a hotel parlor and 
choose a Congressman at Large without consulta- 
tion with the people, is not already known it may 
be gathered about the first Tuesday of November 
next. 

It is nearly five months until the voters will be 
called upon to vote for State officers. There is 
abundant time to give the Republican voters a 
chance to chocse their own  standard-bearers. 
Would it not be well to remit the grave dangers 
that imperil the party to the voters for their de- 
cision, 1 see that thissame Mr. Cooper proposes 
to submit the two tickets now in nomination toa 
voluntary poll. From whom does this gentleman 
derive his authority in this new matter? Who 
would be bound by the result as declared by the 
machine? Are the Republican voters of the 
Commonwealth to be limited in the election of 
their Governor to James A. Beaver or John Stew- 
art? Learnestly suggest that Mr. Cooperhas let 
himself out beyond his measure, and he might with 
propriety retire from the front. The whole ques- 
tion is capable of a fair solution by a reference to 
the only source of power—the Republican voters 
of the State. If this attempt to control and direct 
the suffrage of the Republican voters is persisted 
in, there is butone remedy knowntome. That is 
to be found in the free action of each individual 
voter.

TROUPS WANTED IN EGYPT 


THE KHEDIVE ASKS THE SULTAN 
FOR REINFORCEMENTS. 

A BODY oF 18,000 TURKISH SOLDIERS EX- 
PECTED AT ALEXANDRIA—CAIRO DE- 
SERTED BY EUROPEANS—THE INTEN- 
TIONS OF ENGLAND AND FRANCE, 

ALEXANDRIA, June 15.—The Khédive has 
expressed the hope that 18,000 Turks will soon 
be on their way to Egypt. After the recep- 
tion he held yesterday he informed the Eu- 
ropeans that he had divided the town into dis- 
tricts and had made an officer responsible for 
each. He said 430 ringleaders of Sunday’s riot 
had been arrested, and would be placed on 
board a ship in the harbor, where they would 
be well guarded. 

The Turkish vessel which ‘arrived yesterday 
brought Osman Bey, aide-de-camp of the Sul- 
tan, with instructions for Dervisch Pasha. 
Admiral Seymour has seized the steamer 
Marengo to convey fugitives from Egypt. 

The Governor and military commandant ad- 
mit that they have no control over the situa- 
tion, and that the soldiers only obey their 
Colonels. 

The number of Europeans killed on Sunday 
is now estimated at 250. Many were thrown 
into the sea and are being daily washed ashore, 


Twelve bodies yesterday and five to-day were 
thus recovered. All the bodies bear marks of 
bludgeon or bayonet wounds. Several wit- 
nesses of Sunday’s riot assert that the rabble 
were preceded by a detachment of gendarmes 
who drew = in the middle of the square and 
looked on when the massacre began and after- 
ward took part in it. The Consuls-General are 
preparing another circular, addressed to their 
respective countrymen, expressing confidence 
that order will be maintained by the Egyptian 
Army, the object being to instill confidence 
pending the arrival of the Turkish troops. 

Germany and Austria are trying to induce 
the military party to ask the Khédive for par- 
don. The military demand, as a condition, 
the dismissal of two confidential advisers of 
the Khédive. 

Dervisch Pasha expresses full confidence in 
the loyalty of the Kgyptian troops. Turkish 
troops, however, are ready to start for Egypt, 
if necessary. Dervisch Pasha thinks he can 
settle the difficulty in a few days. 

Germany and Austria oppose the dispatch 
of Turkish troops to Egypt on the ground that 
it would cause fresh outbreaks. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 15.—The council of 
Ministers have not yet arrived at a decision in 
regard to the dispatch of troops to Egypt. It 
is stated that the Government hopes that the 
proposal for the conference will first be with- 
drawn; hence the delay. The®troops, if sent, 
will be taken from Syria, 

LONDON, June 15.—Private advices from 
Cairo state that all the Eurepeans have left 
there except the staff of the Eastern Cable 
Company, who have been advised to quit, in 
which event the route of the company’s main 
line to India will have to be altered. A later 
dispatch says that the Cairo office of the East- 
ern Cable Company has been closed. 

A correspondent at Constantinople says it 
was the intention of Dervisch Pasha to induce 
Arabi Pasha to resigu and quit Chiro, but the 
danger of further disorders has made neces- 
sary the retention of Arabi Pasha for some 
time longer. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon, 
Mr. Arnold, Liberal member for Salford, re- 
called the fact that Mr. Cookson, British Con- 
sul at Alexandria, had, in September, informed 
Arabi Pasha that if the Egyptian Army per- 
sisted in assuming the government of the coun- 
try, it must be prepared to meet the united 
forces of the Sultan and of Europe, as the 
country could not be permitted to lapse into a 
state of anarchy. He asked whether this lan- 
guage had been approved by the Government, 
Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, 
said the questien correctly reported the lan- 
guage. It was quite right to assume that the 
Government & approved it. In answer to 
inquiries, he stated that the Channel squadron, 
now on the way to Malta, will be also under 
the order of Admiral Seymour, who, if occa- 
sion arises, will concert with Sir Edward Malet, 
British Consul-General in Egypt, as to the ne- 
cessity of landing sailors and marines. He de- 
clined to state whether the Khédive had asked 
the Sultan for 18,000 troops, 

The Jimes says it considers the fact estab- 
lished that the riot at Alexandria on Sunday 
was premeditated. 

A dispatch from Paris says that identical in- 
structions have been sent tothe French and 
English Consuls and Admirals in regard to the 
protection to be afforded Europeans in Egypt. 

The British Channel fleet, consisting of five 
large ships, sailed east from Gibraltar at 7 
o’clock this morning. 

VIENNA, June 15.—The Neue Freie Presse 
says that England and France are willing to 
agree that Turkey shall be intrusted with in- 
tervention in Egypt as a mandatory and un- 
der the control of Europe, but not as a sover- 
eign power. Should Turkey refuse this mis- 
sion and persist in claiming a position asa 
sovereign power, England and France will be 
peng to accept the mandate of Europe, or, in 
the last resort, to act independently. It is 
thought that color is lent to this statement in 
regard to the invitation to Turkey by an an- 
swer of Signor Mancini, Italian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, in the Chamber of Deputies 
at Rome yesterday, that the disembarkation 
of English and French forces was precluded 
by certain overtures which England, with the 
knowledge of France, had that day made to 
Italy and the other powers. 

Lonpon, June 16.—A dispatch from Ply- 
mouth reports that the iron troop ship Tamar 
has sailed for Malta, taking a yA lie of 
marines to reinforce the Mediterranean squad- 
ron. It is believed she will convey troops 
from Malta to Alexandria if necessary. 

A Paris correspondent telegraphs that troops 
at Marseilles and Toulon have been ordered to 
make ready for immediate embarkation. 

A dispatch from Cairo says: ‘*The panic 
here is becoming worse hourly. Theshops are 
ali closed. Some Frenchmen, who are unable 
to Jeave, are fortifying themselves in their 
houses,”?

THE DISTURBERS OF IRELAND. 
ARRESTED FOR THE PHONIX PARK CRIME— 
THE NUMBER OF EVICTIONS INCREASING. 

Dubuin, June 15.—A man answering to 
the description of one of the murderers of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Under Secretary 
Burke, in Phenix Park, has been arrested at 
Kingscourt. His account of his movements 
is unsatisfactory. He has been sent to Dub- 
lin under a strong escort. 

As Earl Spencer, the Lord Lieutenant, was 
riding through Dublin to-day he was stopped 
by Anna Parnell, who attempted to speak to 
him. LEari Spencer told her that he was un- 
able to hear what she was saying, but that he 
would talk with her at the castle, Miss Par- 


nell writes to the evening papers that she had 
been shocked to hear that the erection of huts 
for evicted tenants in County Limerick had 
again been stopped, and that she had asked 
Earl Spencer whether this report was true. 
From his pretending that he could not hear 
her Miss Parnell believes that he was ashamed, 
and that he would gladly escape from the 
odious position in which he placed himself. 
She urges all who are connected with the 
building of the huts to persevere. If one man 
is arrested, she says, let another take his place, 
so as to leave no shadow of excuse for the con- 
tinuance of this outrage on humanity. She 
believes that if the people do not show a little 
determination children will be murdered by 
exposure. 

ONDON, June 15,—In reference to a remark 
of Mr. Trevelyan, Chiet Secretary for Lreland, 
in the Honse of Commons yesterday, that 
evictions were proceeding at a rate almost 
appalling, astatement is published that they 
now average 1,000 weekly. 

In the House of Commons this afternoen 
Mr. Trevelyan stated that of 216 “suspects” 
still in custody, 125 are suspected of personal 
association with crime. 

The Right Hon. Hugh C. Childers, Secretary 
of State for War, replying to questions, said 
that the arms of soldiers employed for es- 
cort and protection duty in Ireland would 
hereafter be loaded. 

Mr. Gladstone gave notice that he would 
move to-morrow that. precedence be given to 


the Arrears of Rent bill, whenever set down, 
over other business, with the exception of the 
Repression ‘bill, There will be morning sit- 
tings of the House on Fridays, 

The House of Commons, in committee, con- 
tinued the debate on the Repression bill this 
evening.

He said that owing 
to the opposition of the Irish members the 
time taken for the discussion of the Repres- 
sion bill had been much toe long. 
The discussion, he said, could not continue 
as at present, but he reserved for 
Mr. Gladstone’s decision what steps should be 
taken. Mr. Sexton’s motion was rejected by 
vote of 142 to 26. Mr. Parnell moved that 
the Chairman leave the chair. The motion 
was rejected by a vote of 136 to 24. Mr. Dil- 
lon moved to report progress, Sir William 
Harcourt withdrew his opposition and progress 
was reported, 

Rumors are current that the Government 
proposes to have an Autumn session of Parlia- 
ment for the purpose of dealing with the ques- 


tion of procedure.

GERMAN STATE INTERESTS. 

3ERLIN, June 15.—In the Reichstag, yes- 
terday, Prince Bismarck, replying to criti- 
cisms as to the largeness of the military bud- 
get, said that the millions of bayonets main- 
tained by Germany’s neighbors pointed to the 
centre of Europe as to a magnet. Germany 
might have coalitions against her as in former

AN EDITOR'S INDIGNATION.

WHY A PRIEST WAS HURRIED OUT OF THE 
CLEVELAND ‘‘ LEADER’’ OFFICE. * 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 15.—Edwin Cowles, 
editor of tne Leader, to-day ejected the Rev. 
Father Houk from his editorial room, and was 
afterward arrested on a charge of assault 
and battery, being released on his own 
recognizance. A Herald reporter received from 
him the following statement of the affair it being 
uuderstood that the Bishop’s card was in answer 
to editorials in the Leader on the Bishop’s course 
toward the ladies of the Land League: ‘On 
Wednesday evening, a card written by Bishop 
Gilmour was left at my office by a 
messenger from him, with a request that 
I publish it in the Leader or, if 
I did net, that I telephone the Bishop to that effect. 
I read the letter. It was of considerable length 
and very insulting to me. It went into fam- 
ily. affairs and was virtually black-mailing 
in its nature, holding over me a threat that 
if I did not publish it it would be pub- 
lished elsewhere. I took no notice of the 
mandatory request accompanying it and of 
course did not publish the letter. This afternoon 
I was callea to my office to see a messenger sent 
by Bishop Gilmour to me. I went into the 
room and found a man there. I said to 
him: ‘Are you the Bishop’s messenger?’ He said 
he was. 1 said, *Are you a priest?’ *‘ Yes,’ was 
the answer. ‘And Bishop Gilmour's private secre- 
tary?’ ‘Yes, Sir,’said be. Isaid, * Clear out of this 
oftice,’ and as he did not move very quickly I 
took him ~ the shoulder and quickened his 
departure, anding him his at at the 
same time. I was notified about 5 
o'clock that a warrant had been {ssued for 
my arrest upon a charge of assault and 
battery. J used no violence to the man. 
The letter was a direct insult to me. It charged 
me with cruelty to my youngest daughter, whose 
mind has been influenced by priestly teachings, 
and whom the priesthood had endeavored to 
persuade to enter a convent about three 
years ago, besides teaching her that my 
nfluence was nothing as compared with the duty 
she owes to the Roman Catholic Church. These 
teachings have caused infinite trouble. My daughter 
is lying sick in “4 house and has lain so for some 
20 months. She has been treated with all possible 
tenderness and affection, and the infamous In- 
sinuations that [ had been guilty of cruelty toward 
her, coupled with the request that I publish the 
Bishop’s unjust criticism of my course toward her 
in my paper, was so supremely insolent that it

AN EXPERT TESTIFIES 


REBUTTAL ‘ TESTIMONY ; IN ; ZHE 
MALLEY. CASE.’ 

DR. PHINY A. JEWETT THINKS JENNIE WAS 
DROWNED—DOES NOT COINCIDE IN THE 
ARSENIC THEORY, NOR DOES HE AGREE 
IN THE OPINION THAT VIOLENCE HAD 
BEEN USED. 

New-HaveEn, June 15.—The principal wit- 
ness in the Malley case to-day was Dr. Phiny A. 
Jewett, who was called by the defense to cover the 
entire range of the medical and scientific evidence 
putin by the State. His testimony went'to show 
that the post-mortem indications were not incon- 
sistent with the theory that Jennie Cramer 
met witn her death by drowning. Dr. 
Jewett said: ‘“‘I have practiced medicine for 
the past 42 years—mostly in New-Haven. I have 
examined many drowned persons. I cannot tell 
the exact number. Among them I might mention 
the victims of the disaster at the Norwalk bridge 
in 1854. Whuilein Paris in 1851-2 I examined the 
bodies of many persons taken from the Morgue, 
and said to have been drowned. I have examined 
not less than 25 or 30 bodies of drowned persons, 
I have read most of the standard works on the 
subiect. 

Q.—What is the proper treatment of a body taken 
from the water to determine whether the person 
has been drowned? A.—The body should be 
handled very carefully, and the examination made 
as soon as possibile after the body has been taken 
from the water. This, of course, is the case when 
there is no chance of resuscitation. The head 
should be kept in an elevated position and should 


certainly not be allowed to drop more than a foot 
below the rest of the body. The examination should 
be made as near as possible to the place where the 
body was recovered. 

Q.—If the body of a young woman 20 years of 
age was found in the water at 5:30 ia the morning, 
was taken to the beach, and after lying two or 
three hoursin the hot sun, was carted toa morgue a 
mile away, was then subjected to an external ex- 
amination, was then carted to an undertaking es- 
tablishment four or five miles away, was _ there 
washed and packed in ice, and—assuming this to 
be Saturday morning—was left until Monday 
morning, would the fact that an examination 
made at that time diselosed that there was no 
water in the lungs be an indication that the person 
had not been drowned? A.—No, Sir. The hand- 
ling the body had received would tend to the re- 
—— of any water that there might have been in 
the lungs. 

Q.—Assuming that there was a reddish fluid 
found in the pleural cavities, what would be your 
conciusion as regards drowning? A.—I should re- 
gard it as an indication that there had been water 
in the lungs. 

Q.—Suppose a hundred or more grains of sand 
were found in the gullet? A.—I should inquire 
how they gotthere. Tre gullet is a elosed tube, 
except underthe stimulus of swallowing. Then 
the passage opens to admit food, and after {it has 
passed closes again. In view of this fact it seems 
to me that the act of swallowing must have been 
necessary to the introduction of sand into the gul- 
let. It might be said that it washed there, but that 
I consider hardly possible. It might wash into the 
trachea but notinto the guilet. If the body was 
turned on the back and the mouth was wide open 
the water and sand might be stirred together and 
the pressure of the water mignt force the sand 
down the gullet, but that is very improbable. The 
medical authorities bear me out in this. 

Q.—Is there any rule as to whether the eyes of 
drowned persons are open or shut? A.—Most com- 
monly they are partially open. The mouth is 
usually closea, but there is no positive rule. 

Q.—These are the prominent symptoms of drown- 
ing? A—Yes; you can account forthe absence of 
some of them but not for all. For instance, the 
goose-skin appearance of the flesh is not always 
present in drowning. and may be present from 
other causes; it is sometimes present in the living. 
The absence of water from the stomach may be 
accounted for by the theory that the victim made 
an effort to swallow, not sufficient to carry water 
to the stomach. 

Q.—Isthere any other fact that throws light on 
the matter of this aay death under the condi- 
tions stated? A.—The post-mortem was made so 
long after death that I don't think much reliance 
can be placed on the appearances. In drowning 
eases the right cavity of the heart is generally 
filled with blood; the left cavity is only partly 
filled. The strongest evidenee of drowning in this 
case is, to my mind, the presence of the reddish 
fluid im the cavities of the chest. In a healthy 
body there would have been no pleurisy, and unless 
the person was drowned I cannot conceive how 
the fluid should have got there unless it was placed 
there artificially. 

Q.—Suppose 4 woman should throw herself head- 
long into the water and should perish from concus- 
cussion with the sand, what would be your expec- 
tations as to waterin the lungs and stomaeh? A. 
—If the concussion was of sufficient force death 
would be almost instantaneous. There might, 
however, be a more or less complete effort at 
swallowing. 

Q.—If the plunge was headformost for a distance 
of 14 feet, and the depth of the water only 6 
inches, what would you expect? A.-—I should ex- 
pect concussion sufficient to cause death. Ishould 
not expect to find water in the lungs or stomach, 
except possibly in limited cases. 

Q.—Have you had any experience of post-mor- 
tems in case of arsenical poisoning? A.—I have. I 
assisted in the autopsy in the Mary Stannard case 
and others. 

Q.—How is the victim affected? A.—In various 
ways; one of the first sensations is burning in the 
stomach. Inflammation soon ensues in the coats 
of the stomach and gradually extends, ranging In 
time with the distribution of the poison to the all- 
mentary canal and the intestines. As the Inflam- 
mation proceeds the burning pain increases, The 
throat becomes dry and the patient dies from ex- 
haustion, Sometimes a sudden impression is made 
upon the nerve centres and the patient dies from 
shock. Asa general rule, I should expect vomit- 
ing until the stomach is emptied. 

Q.—If the patient died by collapse would you 
expect to find anything inthe stomach? A.—Yes, 
Sir. If they died by shock there would be no op- 
portunity for vomiting. Such cases, however, are 
very rare. 

Q.—Ift a healthy girl of 20 took 3 1-10 grains of 
arsenic im liquid form and died from it, and the 
body was brought to you for examination, what 
would you expect to find? A.—The usual indica- 
tions of arsenical poisoning. All authorities agree 
that it makes but little difference in what form 
arsenic is taken or how it gets into the system, as 
regards the effects produced. If the poison isin 
liquid form it is more speedily absorbed. It would 
also have less immediate effect upon the coats of 
the stomach than if brought into contact with 
them in solid form. The symptoms—inflammation 
of the stomach for one—are found when arsenic 
is taken in through the skin by absorption. 

Q.—Are you familar with Washburn’s wash used 
by undertakers upon dead bodies? 

Mr. Doolittle—There is no evidence that any such 
preparation was used. 

Mr. Jones—Let us go slow. This finid, so strong- 
ly impregnated with arsenic that a cloth dipped in 
it when it becomes dry will show dry particles of 
arsenic, is used by undertakers. Weare prepared 
to show that the undertaker who handled Jennie 
Cramer’s remains, afew days before bought five 
gallons of this mixture, which contained four 
ounces of arsenic to the gallon. If Jennie Cramer's 
body was treated with this mixture it will clear up 
this whole mystery. 

The court admitting the question, tke witness 
said that he knew that Washburn's solution con- 
tained arsenic. 

Q.—If this solution was used in a place where 
dead bodies were handled, would there not be 
danger that a body to whichit was not directly 
applied might take up some of the particles from 
contact with surfaces impregnated with the arse- 
nic? A.—There would unless great care—special 
care—was used. 

Mr. Jones said {t was not claimed that the arsenic 
mixture was applied. The body might have taken 
up the poison from contact with surfaces where 
the wash had been employed. 

Dr. Jewett differed from the medical witnesses 
on the indications of the condition of the genitals; 
he thought the conditions were not conclusive evi- 
dence that violence had been used. 

Q.—Mary Stannard had considerable arsenic in 
her stomach, didn’t she? A.—Yes, Sir; eight or 
nine grains. 

Q.—There were no indications of vomiting in her 
case, were there? A.—No, Sir; it was too heavy 
to get a 

Elia Foissy, a young dress-maker, testified that 
Blanche Douglass called at the house where she 
was working on Monday, Aug. 1, and on Wednes- 
day, Thursday, Friday, and Saturday of the same 
week to see about a dress the witness was making 
for her. On Thursday, while she was trying on the 
dress, a young gentleman called for her. She went 
to the door to see him and hurried her departure, 
presumably to go aney with him. 

John J. Du Bois, a lawyer, of this city, testified 
that he went in bathing frequently at Savin Rock 
last Summer, and always noticed that when he 
floated he was carried eastward from Kelsey's 
wharf toward the place Jennie Cramer's body was 
found. Out of curiosity he threw pea-nut shells 
and sticks off the wharf and found the result the 


same.

The question of disposing of the fraudulent debt 
of $13,000,000 is of far greater magnitudo than 
any other question, and it is the duty 
of the Democratic Party to take up this 
great question and _ settle it at once in 
accordance with the best interests of the State 
and the wishes of the citizens.

NEW-YORK AND . NEW-ENGLAND PLANS— 
WORK ON A LOUISIANA ROAD. 4 


Boston, June 15.—A special meeting of the 
stockholders of the New-York and New-England 
Railroad was held here this forenoon, to see if the 
company would accept an act of the Legislature of 
Massachusetts for the sale or exchange of the 
shares of the Commonwealth of the stock of the 
company; an aet of the Legislature of Rhode 
Island, entitled ** An act concerning the New-York 
and New-England Railroad Company,” and a reso- 
lution of the Legislature of Connecticut, entitled a 
“Resolution amending the charter of the New- 
York and New-England Railroad Company;” to 
take such action as may be deemed expedient 
in relation to the issue of bonds secured by 
second mortgage on the property and fran- 
chise of the company for an amount not ex- 
ceeding $5,000,000; and in relation to the pro- 
visions of the said act of the Connecticut Legisla- 
ture, granting an extension of time for completing 


the railroad of the company, and for taking the 


land therefor. Gen. James H. Wilson, President 
of the road, occupied the chair, and there were 


about 120 gentlemen present. After a brief discus- 
sion, the acts of the States above mentioned were 
accepted by a unanimous vote. A vote was also 
passed authorizing the President and Treasurer of 
the road to issue bonds of not less than $1,000 each, 
and not exceeding $5,000,000 in the aggregate, and 
to carry out the other provisions named in the 
acts; also to offer the sbares_ purchased 
from the State to the stockholders at 
50 cents on the dollar for as long : 
time as the Directors may see fit. President Wil- 
son stated that the gross receipts of the road from 
October, 1881, to May, 1882, inclusive, (the latter 
month being estimated.) has been $1,980,140 98, as 
against $1,633,938 87 for the same period a year 
ago, being an increase of $346,202, or 21 per cent., 
and there is every reason to believe that 21 per 
cent. is the lowest estimate of the increase of the 
road’s business at the end of the year. He was 
fully confident the net earnings would amount to 
$1,000,000. He regarded the action just taken as 
wise, and added that only enough mortgage bonds 
would be at present issued to take the stock out of 
the control of the State. 

The annual meeting of the Ogdensburg and Lake 
Champlain Railroad Company will be held at Og- 
densburg on June 21. The annual report for the year 
ending March 31, 1882, has been issued, and shows 
that the gross earnings were $609,324, as against 
$578,686 last year. The expenses were $438,469, as 
compared with $383,210 last year,leaving as net earn- 
ings $170,854, against $195,475 in the previous year. 
Outof the net earnings, interest amounting to 

167,263 34 has been paid, leaving a surplus of 

3.591 56, which has been applied toa reduction of 
the excess of liabilities over assets, which is now 
$259,871. The report also says the future promises 
more remunerative rates than have been main- 
tainea during the past year.

Wasuinetox, June -15.—The subject of 
the testimony in the star route trial to-day 
was the route from Pueblo to Green Horn,. 
Col. At Pueblo, the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railway and Atchison, Topeka and Sante 
Fé Railway cross each othertat right angles. 
Green Horn lies $2 milessouth-west of Pueblo, 
The route was let to John R. Miner, a® 
$548 per annum. As let, its northern termipus 
was several miles south of Pueblo, and itg 
length was only 23 miles, although it was sai: 
in the contract to be 35 miles, It was foung 
necessary to fix the northern terminus af 
Pueblo. .. After this change, the route wad 
only 82 miles long, but for the alleged ad/ 
dition of 12 miles to the original lengtK 
of 35 the‘ sum .of $328 was added 
to the* pay* and - four hours’ more€ 
allowed for a trip, making the entire time 16 
hours. By expediting the schedule to eight 
hours the pay was raised to about $4,000, The 
compensation for this alleged expedition was 
fixed by means of Miner’s affidavit that undes 
the old schedule one man and two horseg 


were required, and that under the new 
four men and seven horses would be 
required. The Government showed to 
day, by the man who carried the mails,) 
and by the Postmaster at Greenhorn, that be- 
fore the alleged expedition was put on only 
one man and two horses were used, and that 
no more were used afterward; in short, that 
at no time had more than one man and twa 
horses been used. It was also shown that 
there had been no expedition, except on paper. 
The mail-carrier had always covered the dis< 
tance in about sevem hours, carrying four 
or five pounds of mail, on horseback 
between Pueblo and Green Horn, a settlement 
of three families in a farming and 

district. He rode one horse over the roate, 
miles, one day, and back the next. He the 
repeated this trip with his other horse, Th 
defense tried to show that this would hav 
been too much work for the two horses. Ag 
had been shown in the Kearney to Kent route, 
so in this, the Government paid several thou- 
sand doliars for expedition to _ eight 
hours, although the mails were already. 
carried in better time than that. Mr. Miner’s 
attorney admitted that Miner had made his 
affidavit without having ever seen the route.) 
The Postmaster testified that the words 
“quicker time’? were not in one of the peti-| 
tions, he thought, when he signed it. The 
Government also showed that a Post Office’ 
named Agate, which the department added to 
the route at an annual expense of $369, did no 
business whatever, and was never attached 
to the route. Notwithstanding these facts,) 
which were reported by the Postmaster, the 
contractor was paid for such service for some 
time, and when the office was discontinued ha 
was allowed one month’s extra pay, the indem- 
nity given for curtailing a route, although he 
had never performed the additional service. 
The testimony came in slowly, because of the 
objections made by the defense, Almost with- 
out exception these were promptly overruled, 


en THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL 
WASHINGTON, June 15.—Mr.’ J. F. H. Blois, 
clerk in the Pay Division of the Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General's office, was the first witness 
in the star route cases to-day, and identified certain 
warrants for serviee on route No. 84,149, which 
were paid to Miner on Vaile’s account. 

M. M. Nicholson, topographer of the Post Office 
Department, was called to prove the correctness of 
the maps of route No. 38,135, from St. Charlies toa 
Green Horn, and testified that they were prepared 
in his office from the best data obtainable. The 
witness was cross-examined by Mr. Wilson with 
reference to the map of route No. 34,147, from 
Kearney to Kent, on which evidence was closed 
yesterday. The defense declared that this map 
was incorreet, because it set forth the route as 


operated and not as advertised. The witness said: 
he had been requested by Inspector Woodward to 
furnish these maps, and the one in question had: 
been prepared in part upon information furnished: 
by the sub-contractor, Freneh, and witness was not! 
willing to state positively that it was correct. The 
defense then asked the court to direct Mr. Nichol 
son to make a correct map of the route, and, —s 
they had explained the necessity for such a map, i 

was agreed that the department should furnish i. 

Mr. Bliss then offered in evidence a letter from: 
William Ingersoll, the Postmaster at Pueblo, tothe 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General, dated Dec. 
15, 1877, wherein he informs the latter that the dis- 
tances on the route from St. Charles to Green Horn 
had been wrongly advertised. After astruggle 
the letter wasadmitted. The advertisement place¥ 
the distance between St. Charles and Green Horm 
at 85 miles, and the Postmaster, in his letter, stateg 
that it is that distance from Pueblo (a way station} 
to St. Charles, and adds that he does not see how 
the mails can reach St. Charles without in 
through Pueblo. An allowance for 12 additiona 
miles was afterward made the contractor on this 
route. Another letter from the same Postmaster, 
indorsed by Charles Adains, a Special Agent of tha 
Post Office Department, states that St. Charles ig 
only a water tank, and informs the Second Assist< 
ant Postmaster-General that all of the mail pouched 
are ,made up at Pueble. The Special Agent’s in-« 
dorsement calls attention to the incorrect adveré 
tisement of the distance, and advises a change, sd 
as to make Pueblo the terminal siation. He addd 
that by sharp practice advantage has been taken 
of the mistake, so as to add several hundred dollar@ 
to the contractor’s pay. } 

A number of petitions and letters were present< 
ed by Mr. Bliss, all asking for increased service and 
fasterschedule. In instances the requests for faster 
schedule has been written in a different ink from! 
the body of the petitions. Some of these papers 
were transmitted to the department by Senator J. 
G. Chaffee. Many of the petitions referring to this 
route are in nearly identical language, and this i# 
also true of those introduced in connection with 
the route from Kearney to Kent. The present Sec- 
retary of the Interior had forwarded some of these 
papers to the department. Mr. Merrick handed 
them to the jury as they were read, requesting, 
them to look for insertions, and they apparently. 
had no difficulty in finding them. Then follewed 
the affidavit of Miner, wherein he says the number 
of men necessary to carry the mails on the existing 
schedule is one man and one animal, and upon the} 
schedule as expedited to seven hours is 
two men and four animals. Brady’s or- 
cer for expedition and increase on tha 
route was read, also an order to include Agate ix 
the route, allowing pay for three additional miles 
pone 90) to the contractor. Upon the representa- 
tions contained in another bateh of letters Agate 
was discontinued in January, 1881, just one month 
from the date it was placed on the route, and ona 
month’s compensation ($30) was allowed the con- 
tractor.

AN OLD LAND DISPUTE SETTLED. 

New-Or.eans, June 15.—Judge Billiags to- 
day rendered an important deeision in the cases of 
Alfred Slidell and others against A. M. and J. M. 
Davidson and others, putting an end at last to the 
dispute which has existed in and out of Oongress 
for the last 75 years, In 1858 Congress confirmed 
about 1,500 private land claims In asingle act, and 
it was charged, both in the public press and before 
Congress, that the Houmas grant was fraudu- 
lently sinugglied into the act by eertain 
well known Senators who had an_ interest 
in the claim. A committee appointed by the 
Honse of Representatives to investigate the trans- 
actions, found the charges to be true, and recom- 
mended a repeal of the ast of confirmation. Con- 
gress accordingly repealed the act of confirmation 
of 1858. Judge Billings has now decided that the 
act of 1858 was not a complete grant, and that Con- 
gress had the power to recall the grant by a repeal 
of the act of eonfirmation. This decision gives to 
the State of Loulsiana 123,000 acres of swamp Jand 
which has been claimed by the Slideli hetrs and 
otbera for the last 20 years. It also puts at rest 
the rights of about 2,000 settlers who have been on 
the lands during the last 75 years and made valu- 
able improvements.

DEBATE ON THE RIVER AND HAR- 
BOR APPROPRIATION BILL. 
MEMBERS OF THE COMMERCE COMMITTEE 

EXPLAIN AND DEFEND THE MEASURE— 
MR. COX AND OTHERS OPPOSE IT—HOW 
$17,000,000 1s TO BE SPENT. 
WasuHineton, June 15.—The House this 
morning went into Committee of the Whole on the 
River and Harbor Appropriation bill. Mr. Page, 
of California, Chairman of the Committee on Com- 
merce, made a general explanation of the bill, and 
presented the reasons which had induced the com- 
mittee to recommend an appropriation so far in 
excess of the appropriations of former years. 
This was the first River and Harbor bill 
that had contained any appropriation commen- 
surate with the great work of improvement con- 
templated by the Mississippi River Commission. 
He compared the pending bill with the law of the 
current year to show that while the latter appro- 
priated $11,000,000 uvom an estimate of $25,000,000, 
the former appropriated only $17,000,000 on an esti- 


mate of $67,000,000. There was appropriated by 
the pending bill for the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri Rivers $3,864,000 in excess of the 
amount appropriated last year; for Baltimore 
Harbor, $800,000; for Providence River and Narra- 
gansett Bay, $65,000; for Charleston Harbor, $125,- 
000; for Savannah Harbor, $135,000; for Galveston 
Harbor, $50,000; for Chicago Harbor, $50,000; for 
Oakland Harbor, $140,000, and for Delaware Break- 
water, $125,000, all these amounts being in excess 
of the amounts allowed by the law of last year. 
The bill recefved the careful eonsideration of the 
committee, and he trusted that it would be passed 
without amendment by the House, 

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, a member of the com- 
mittee, denied that there was a particle of truth 
in the insinuation or impression that there was a 
jobconcealed somewhere in the pending bill, or 
that it was framed on the “ you-tickle-me-and-I- 
tickle-you” principle. He was ready to defend the 
bill and say that there was no measure before this 
Congress which was founded on a more complete, 
square, just business principle than this River 
and Harbor bill. He was not one of those who 
looked upon a full Treasury as a calamity; but 
he admitted that the committee, in fram- 
ing the bill, bad taken into account the fact 
that there was money tospend. The bill woula 
not havo been so large had the Treasury been 
empty. The measure had not been drawn in the 
interest of macademizing anybody’s stream, as the 
gentleman from New-York (Mr. Cox) and others 
were accustomed to charge, ana as a proof of the 
truth of that statement he asserted that less 
than 1 per cent. of the amount appropriated 
was for the improvement of small streams. 
There was a notion that the money appropriated 
by the River and Harbor bill was thrown away. 
Where? Probably 90 per cent. of it went into 
muscle and labor. Le knew what was the matter 
with Ireland, and he would like his Irish friends, 
Mr. Robinson and Mr. Cox, of New-York, to give 
him their attention. [Laughter.] What ailed Ire- 
land to-day was that all the money sho could in 
any way earn was sent out of the country to pay 
the landlords. If that money were expended 
among her own people in improvements, Ireland 
would not be in her present deplorable condition. 
No money could be better expended than 
in improving the great highways of a country. 
He then proceeded to give a very interesting 
description of the plan of improvement contemp- 
lated by the Mississippi River Commission, and 
contended that not only would ft result in render- 
ing the river navigablo, but it would also prevent 
the recurrence of the terriple floods which had re- 
cently laid waste a large extent of country. In 
conclusion he said: ‘** Let it hereafter be said that 
the crowning*glory of the Forty-seventh Congress 
was this: That it fully inaugurated the plan that 
finally succeeded in taming the overflowing waters 
of the great Mississippi and chained It between 
banks that compelled its rushing flood to obey the 
behests of commerce and do the bidding of man- 
kind, and in doing this it reclaimed from disease, 
destruction, and death, territory enough to make 
anem;iro and people enough to make it a State; 
and it made it possible for those people to live out 
their days surrounded by all the scenes of their 
childhood on the spot where they were born.”’ [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. Cox said that the bill would come in aggran- 
dized in amount. He knew that it would include 
enough money to make it palatable to a majority, 
if not to two-thirds, of the members, He could 
not understand why the gentleman from California 
(Mr. Page) had not endeavored to pass it under a 
suspension of the rales, without the formality of 
debate. Oh, for one word from Gen. Grant, who 
had had the courage to veto a river and harbor 
bill because it was full of those little rills in the 
mountains which, according to the gentleman 
from Michigan, bore joy and love into the country 
When this bill was understood in all its details, the 
President might stamp upon it nis veto, and if he 
did so, he would be a very formidable man 
with the people to run as his own successor. 
Mr. Cox proceeded to criticise Mr. How’s speech, 
and created a great deal of amusement by his repi- 
tition of a sentence used by that gentieman in ad- 
yocating the improvement of small rivers: ‘* To 
carry joy and love and gladnesss up to the hills 
that are made endurable and habitable by our ap- 
propriation.”” He argued against the constitu- 
tionality of making appropriations for the im- 
Hackett see ae of streams of purely local importance, 
mut declared that he favored appropriations for 
works of general interest. 

Mr. Henderson, of Illinols, commented on the 
fact that the dill appropriated over $17,000,000—the 
largest amount ever appropriated in a River and 
Harbor bill. He believed in reasonable, even lib- 
eral, appropriations for such purposes, and he 
never doubted the wisdom orthe constitutional 
power of Congress in making such appropriations 
whenever the benefit tothe public would justify 
the expenditure. It was directly in the interest of 
the people and of commerce. 

Mr. Hawk, of Illinois, also advocated the bill. 
This slosed general debate. The first two para- 
graphs were read, being $35,000 fur improving the 
harbor of Portland, Me., and $10,000 for improving 
the harbor at Richmond, Me, The committee then 
rosé, and the House adjourned.

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT A TRADE WHICH 


HAS INCREASED WONDERFULLY. 

WASHINGTON, June 15,—Among tho reports 
recently received by the State Department is ene 
from our Consul at Auckland about the rabbit 
skin trade of New-Zealand. Its relation to com- 
merce with this country is remote, but the facta 
are interesting. In the last nine years, the num- 
ber of rabbit skins exported from New-Zealand 
has increased from 386,716 to more than 8,500,- 
000, valued at: nearly $500,000. When Capt. 
Cook visited New-Zealand, the only ia- 
digenous land mammals on the _ islands 
were two varieties of the rat and one of the bat. 
Twenty years ago there was not a rabbit on the 
islands, while now the skins of 8,600,000 are ex- 
ported in one year. ‘Then a gentleman who found 
no game on the islands linerated a few pairs of 
gray rabbits and marked the occasion by a banquet 
and speeches. The rabbits multiplied so fast that 
in a few years tney threatened to drive the col- 
onists and their flocks and herds out of the coun- 
try. ‘They ate up all the vegetation, destroy- 
ing millions of dollars’ worth of preperty. 
Sheep were dying by thousands. The colonists 
hunted them with dogs, but this method was in- 
effectual. Sheep farmers had to give up their 
homes and seek other employment. At last the 
pests were attacked by poison. Grain soaked in 
phosphorus and oil of rhodium was placed in their 
way, and this did the work, although at the same 
time it killed the sheep, one farmer losing more 
than 12,000. Ferrets and weasels are also used. 
Good rabbit hunters earn from $3 to $4 a day, ard 
it is said that ten times as many as are exported, 
or 85,000,000, are now killed each year. ‘These rab- 
bits are larger than the common rabbit of this 
country. Their color is gray, and they have long 
hind legs and ears. ‘The skins are sold at from 50 

o 80 cents a dozen, and a market for them has 


een found in the United States, where they are 
used in the manufacture of fura. Now-Zenland has 


also suffered by tho introduction of sparrows, 
and other hard-billed birds, which have 
destreyed large crops of wheat, cats, and 
Owing to their presence, it is now almost imp 

ble to raise grapes, peaches, or plums on the island.

THE CASE OF RAMSCAR.

EXAMINATION BEFORE JUSTICE BIXBY— 
TESTIMONY IN THE CASE. 

The case of William H. Ramscar, manager 
of the Old Gentlemen’s Unsectarian Home and 
Asylum and Sanitarinm for Young Children, in 
Morrisania, who on the 5th inst. was held by Cor- 
oner Brady to await the action of the Grand Jury 
in the matter of the death of a child, Bessie Slo- 
cumb, at the institution, was before Justice Bixby 
yesterday, in the Jefferson Market Police Court. 
Mr. Ramscar was present with his connsel, Mr. 
Charles S. Spencer, and the People were repre- 
sented by Assistant District Attorney John Vin- 
cent. Bessie Slocumb, mother of the child, sald the 


latter was 6 years and 11 months old when 
she died. She placed her in the Home on 
the i4th of March, asd did not know of 
her daughter’s death until May 25, when she visited 
her former residence and found that Mr. Ramscar 
went there on the 20th of May with the news. She 
found Bessie’s body at the Morgue. In cross-exam- 
ination, witness said the child was happy at the 
Home, and was sent to school regularly. She liked 
the institution. Mrs. Slocumb paid $8 a month tor 
the child and her brother atthe Home. Dr. Hugh 
Henwood, of Morrisania, was called to seo Bessie 
at 11 A. M. May 19, and was told that Dr. McElroy, 
the physician of the Home, was sick and unable to 
attend. She wasin an advanced stage of pneu- 
monia, and he prescribed for her and left her in 
the charge of Mr. Henning, a medical student, who 
was sent to the Home by Dr. McElroy. Mr. Hen- 
ning, according to the testimony of Dr. McElroy, 
was sent to the Home to get facts and report, as he, 
Dr. McElroy, was sick. Mr. Henning, when placed 
on the stand, said he saw Dr. McElroy in bed and 
understood he was sick. A boy summoned him, 
and witness was told to go to the Home. Found 
the child prostrated. When asked how he dlag- 
nosed the case he replied that the child had a pe- 
culiar look about the face. By consent of both 
sides Mrs. Ramscar was called. She is 50 years 
old, of good appearance and quiet manners. She 
first knew that Bessie was sick on the morning of 
the 18th of May. She did not wishto goto school 
and was dull. At her request she was kept atthe 
Home. In the afternoon she complained of tooth- 
ache, to which she was subject. Next morning she 
was so sick that she could not get up or eat, The 
nurse who reported this said there was something 
wrong with the child’s lungs. Mrs. Ramsear told 
her to apply a mustard plaster, and when Mrs, 
Ramscar saw bessie she remarked that her face had 
a peculiar look. She revived before Dr. Henwood 
came, sat up, and appeared comfortable. When 
Dr, Henwood came she was sinking. The Home 
will be closed and the children are leaving. There 
are now 28there. Mr. Spencer asked forthe dis- 
eharge of his client and denounced bis incareera- 
tion, but Justice Bixby adjourned the examination 
until this morning. To-day servants of the Home 
will be examined. Mr. Ramscar was taken back 
to jall.

UNIFORM LAW OF AFFREIGHTMENT AD- 
VOCATED BY NEW-YORK MERCHANTS, 

A meeting was held in this City yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of considering a uniform 
law of affreightment for allcountries. The adop- 
tion of a code of laws applicable to all nations and 
providing for a common form of bill of lading was 
projected by the Association for the Reform and 
Codification of the Law of Nations, and Judge Pea- 
body, one of the Vice-Presidents of the associa- 


tion, was designated to form local commit- 
tees in America to promote the project, 
Among those present were representatives of the 
principal commercial firms of New-York. Judge 
Peabody was elected President and Mr, A. B. 
Sprague Secretary. On motion of Davia Dudley 
Field, a committee of 17 was appointed to frame a 
body of rules applying to affreightment to be sub- 
mitted to the International Conference, which is 
to be beld in Liverpool in August next. The com- 
mittee consista of the following: Charles A. Pea- 
body, President; A. P. Sprague, Secretary; Gustav 
Schwab, of Oelrichs & Co.; Samuel A. Sawyer, of 
Sawyer, Wallace & Co.; Thomas C. Chubb, of 
the New-York Marine Underwriters; David 
Bingham, Alexander FE. Orr, of David Dows 
& Co.; James W. Elwell, of Elwell & Co.; 
Silas C. Force, of J. & C. Moore & Co.; Thomas 
Henderson, of Henderson Brothers; Bernhard 
Weber, KE. R. Livermore, of Livermore & Co.; 
George C. Magoun, of Kidder, Peabody & Co.; B. 
E. Walker, of the Canadian Bank of Commerce; 
A. Foster Higgins, of the United States Lloyds; 
Charles F, Wreaks and F. W. J. Hurst. A sub-com- 
mittee of five, oonsisting or Gustay Schwab, 
David Bingham, Samuel A. Sawyer, A. Fos- 
ter Higgins, and Charles F. Wreaks. was ap- 
pointed to obtain the views of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the various Exebanges, 
shippers, bankers, underwriters, and others, and to 
report to the General Committee. Secretary 
Sprague states that uniformity in the law of 
affreightment among maritime countries is desir- 
able, not only to procure the simplification of the 
various conditions, but also to render certain the 
regulations applying to all bills of lading, 
and that a similar reform has already been effected 
in the law of general average, known as the York- 
Antwerp rules, now almost universally adopted.

* THE RAILROAD LABORERS STRIKE. & 

The strike of the railroad workmen at the 
foot of West Sixty-fifth-street and foot of West 
Thirty-third-street still eontinues without any ap- 
parent change. The railroad company engaged 
newly arrived immigrants and took them up the 


river in tugs to their work, and a force of Police 
officers stood guard to protect them from any mo- 


lestation from the strikers. The strikers said that 


they would not have struck if they were allowed 
to do a full day’s work, but they could not liye on 
the wages they were getting. They worked from 
four to eight hours a day, and could only average 
$27 per month, which was not sufficient to support 
their families. The new men, they said, were very 
clumsy, and had already broken several barrels of 
molasses and damaged other kinds ot freight.

SUICIDE BY HANGING. 


A TEACHER IN A HEBREW FREE SCHOO 
TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 

Julius Porges, a Hungarian Jew, Principal 
of Hebrew Free School No. 8, at No. 105 Kast 
Broadway, committed suicide yesterday afternoon 
by hanging himself in a class-room in the school 
building. Porges, who was a man of fine educa- 
tion, had been Prineipal of the school for four 
years and was miuch respeeted. He was pecun!- 
arlly embarrassed, and this, coupled with the fact 
that he had used money intrusted to his care for 
his own purposes and dreaded discovery, resulted 
in his self-destruction. He lived with his wife and 
two children at No. 1,642 Avenue A. Combined 


with*the office of Principal of the school, he 
kept a small tinware store at No, 87 Third-street. 
He called at the school-house at about 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon and told the janitor, a man 
named Miller, that he was going up to the third 
floor to lie down, as he was tired. He asked the 
janitor for a hammer and some nails, but Miller 
onty had a hammer at his disposal, and this he gave 
him. He then went up stairs and was not seen 
again alive. At4o’clock the pupils of the school 
began to assemble. Some of them went up to 
their class-room, a front rcom on the third floor, 
and found the door of the room fastened bya 
chair placed against it on the inside. Looking 
through the keyhole they found the body of Porges 
hanging motionless from a nail in the transom over 
the door. On the floor were found two long letters 
written in German. They were not addressed. One 
of them read as follows: 

Let Mr, Hoffman and Mr. Schriver know of my sul- 
cide. They will arrange ev hing tmmeédiately. 
Tell Mr. Schriver to speak to Mr. Gottlieb, No. 3 
Houston-street,;at once. Heshould see that my affairs 
witn the Chevra are kept secret. I wish to be buried 
secretly. PORGES. 

The second letter contained a mass of confused 
figures, claiming to be astatement of his assets 
and liabilities. Desperation and the fear of bring- 
ing disgrace upon his family forced him, he said, 
to commit suicide. He was insured for $6,000, as 
follows: Kesher Shel Barzel Society, $1,000; Legion 
of Honor, $3,000; Knights of Honor, $2,000. He de- 
sired his wife to pay $450 to the Congregation of 
Aushe Emeth, $850 to the Franz Deak Lodge, $250 
to Asher Lodge, and $150 to the Cosmopolitan 
Council. 

The Chevra Aushe Emeth mentioned in his letter 
isa Jewish congregation of which the deceased 


was Treasurer.

AN OFFENDED WIFE WITH THE PISTOL—<a 
MONEYLESS MAN WITH THE KNIFE. 

Mrs. Anna Menzler,; the wife of August 
Menzler, who keeps a lager-beer saloon at No. 762

At 
about 2 o’clock be was awakened by the sound 
ofa pistol-shot, and on going into the front room 
found his wife leaning against the mantel, bleeding 
from a wound inthe left breast! and holding his 
pistolin her hand. He calle a policeman and the 
woman was conveyed to Bellevue Hospital She¢ 
said that the reason she shot herself was that het 
husband didn't want her about the saloon. The 
woman js dangercusly injured. 

Andreas Neiger, a native of Sweden, 23 years 
old, stabbed himself in the abdomen several times 
and severed an artery at the left elbow-joint wita 
a pocket-knife, in an endeavor to end his existence, 
Three months ago he landed at Castie Garden, but 
has since that tims been unable to procure ay es 
ment and determined to return to his native land, 
He could not, however, raise the money for this 
purpose. Hence the attempt on his life, which ha 
made in his room at No. 72 Wattsstreet.

DAMAGES FOR KILLING A BOF. 

‘A verdict for $1,500 damages was rendered 
by a jury in the Superior Court, yesterday, against 
a boy named John Lerscher, who one night in Sep.

COMPRESSED AIR ENGINES

NEW POWER FOR ELEVATED AND 
STREET RAILWAYS. 
THE BEAUMONT LOCOMOTIVE—INTERESTING 
EXPERIMENTS IN THIS CITY—THE RATE 
OF SPEED TO BE ATTAINED BY HIGH 
PRESSURE COMPRESSED AIR POWER. 


What seemed to be the tender to an ordinary 
American locomotive, but which was, in fact, the 
Beaumont high pressure compressed air locomotive, 
yesterday stood on a track which runs the length 
of the pier at the foot of East Ninth-street, near 
the Morgan Iron-works. This locomotive has been 
in service in England, and was brought to this 
country on the 6thof May. The patent right for 
America is owned by Mr. James R. Keene, Mr. C, 
N. Jordan, of the Third National Bank; Mr. A. B. 
Ten Broeck, and Mr. J. 8. Moore. The latter is the 
Managing Director. An attempt is to be made to 
introduce locomotives of this kind on the elevated 
railways, and it is proposed to manufacture en- 
gines and passenger cars combined for service 
on the street railways. There is no dust, gas, 
or smoke from the compressed air locomotive, 
and it can be started and stopped with sur- 
prising quickness, judging from the way in 
which it passed over the track yesterday 
when a Trmrs reporter was 4 passenger on it. 
The locomotive is capable of arate of speed that 
would out-distance locomotives propelled by 
steam. The mechanism is very simple, and the en- 
gineer said that a child might take the engine in 
hand with absolute safety. An ordinary portable 
siteam-engine on wheels drives the air-pumps, 
which are in water and which are kept reasonably 
tool by this means. Two reservoirs of a capacity 
pf 40 cubic feet each are charged with air at a 
pressure of 1,000 pounds to the square inch. The 
sir-tank of the locomotive has a capacity of about 
50 cubic feet. In order to charge this tank it is 
connected with the ground reservoirs by means of 
& pipe, and the compressed air is obtained from 
the reservoirs at a pressure of nearly 1,000 pounds. 
When thus charged a locomotive weighing eight 
tons can pull two cars similar to at street 
cars a distance of about eight miles. The locomo- 
tive tank can be charged, the engineer said, in a 
minute's time. A smull fire is used in the locomo- 
tive to heat the air when it reaches the cylinder, 
but the quantity of coal consumed in this way is 
said to be insignificant, only 52 pounds having been 
used in a four hours’ trial. The engine would in 
ull likelihood make scarcely any noise by compari- 
son with the locomotives used en the elevated rail- 
vays. 

Col. Beaumont says that 20 per cent. of the indi- 
cated power of the compressors is available on the 
driving wheels of the air locomotive. This is proved 
by the trials made at Stratford, in January last, 
by Capt. Douglas Galton, Richard Price Williams, 
and William Kirtley, assisted by Messrs. Greathead 
wand Eykyn, with the engine now in this City and 
which had been working a car with 46 passengers 
faily for about six weeks.

mer occasion, were exactly the same, the power 
developed by the locomotive to overcome tie 
friction of the brake ata speed of 74 revolutions 
per minute being 20 per cent. of the indicated 
power of the compressing engine. 

The amount of fuel consumed by the compressing 
phgine was at the rate of 4 pounds per one-horse 
power in the first experiment and 4.5 pounds per one- 
horse power per hourin the second.

tion, together with the small amount of fuel (viz. 
78 pound to 1 pound per horse-power per hour 
respectively) required in the locomotive for heat- 
ing the expanding air would be equivatent to v0.7 
pounds of coal pereffective horse-power in the first 
day’s trial and 23.4 pounds on the second day's 
trial; taking the average of the two days’ trial, 
therefore, would give 22 pounds of coal.

erted for4 minutes.) It was shown, say the exam- 
jners, that the average result of thejtwo days’ trials 
give 22 pounds of coal per effective horse-power 
per hour, and 22.0-60—0.366 pound per dynamical 
horse-power, equivalent to .366 pounds x1.6 dy- 
namical horse-power —5,856 pounds of coal to haul 
one tona mile on alevel. Itis obvious, the ex- 
perimenters say, that with compressing machinery 
on a larger scale, and with high-pressure con- 
densing engines, the consumption of fuel ought 
to be very much less than the 4.25 pounds 
per one-horse power, shown in these trials, and as- 
suming that it can be reduced to half that amount, 
the quantity of coal required to haul one ton 4 mile 
would then, of course, be correspondingly reduced, 
and amount to no more than .2928 pound. The 
average consumption of coal for passenger trains 
on nine of the principal English railways is 30.76 
pounds per passenger train per mile, and taking the 
average gross weight of a London and North- 
western passenger train at, say, 245 tons, and the 
average consumption of coal at 30.30 pounds, 
which closely agrees with the average of 
other lines, the coal required to haul one 
ton a mile would be just .124 pound. Ina note 
padded by Col. Beaumont to this report he 
says the resistance on a tramway being about 
two and one-half times that on a railway, it fol- 
lows, from the report, that, taking the average 
gross weight of a loaded tram engine with car at 
18 tons, the coal consumed for compressing the air 
would be only nine and one-half pounds per train 
mile. This compares favorably with steam loco- 
motives, which, in order to comply with the Board 
of Trade requirements, must burn the highest class 
of Durham coke. In some localities this costs, in- 
cluding carriage, four times the price of coal. 
Large compressors will insure a further reduction 
in fuel; this saving, however, is slight as compared 
with the other economies resulting in dimin- 
ished wear and tear, facility of repairs, and 
absence of stoker and condensing water 
for locomotives.

The locomotive 
consisted of a pairof engines working on four 
cranks set in two opposite pairs, each pair of op- 
posite cranks being at right angles to the other, 
each high and low pressure cylinder being con- 
nected to each pair of opposite cranks, The diam- 
eter of the eylinders was, nigh pressure, 2 inches; 
low pressure, 7 inches; stroke, 18 inches; variable 
cut-off, from 0 to full; driving done by the cut-off. 
The air was heated before entering the cylinders 
by being passed through steam-jacketed coils, the 
steam being supplied from asmall boiler on the 
locomotive. The air cylinders were also steam 
jacketed.

FOREIGN DEAD LETTERS. 


——@——_—_ 
OBJSCTIONS TO MR. OLIVER EVANS WOODS'S 


PLAN OF DELIVERY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I venture to ask permission to say a few 
words in your columns with regard to the plan pro- 
posed by Mr. Oliver Evans Woods “‘for the safe 
delivery of letters, even when they are addressed 
to persons of whose residence nothing more 
detinite is known than the mere fact that they re- 
side somewhere in the United States of America.” 
Mr. Woods prefaces the detailed description of his 
plan by calling ‘‘attention to the revelations made 
by the dead letter interchanges between the United 
States and foreign countries, as set forth on page 
892 of the last annual report of the Postmaster- 
General,” which, as he states, “reveals that almost 
exactly seven-tenths of all the dead letters ex- 
changed with other countries during 1881 failed 
of delivery in the United States,” and 
this he refers to as a “humiliating con- 
dition ot things,” though he admits that 
it “is not attributable to lack of efficiency in the 
Postmasters of the United States,’ and does not 
present any facts showing cause for humiliation on 
the part of the United States Post Office Depart- 
ment. ‘‘Humiliation’’ I take to be a feeling re- 
sulting from the existence or discovery of a fault, 
sin, or crime on the part of the persoa who experi- 
ences that sensation. If the “extraordinary dis- 
crepancy” were attributable to “ lack of efficiency” 
in our Post Office, such a state of things would af- 
ford quite sufficient grounds for humiliation, and 
even for repentance and reform; but the fact is 
that it is due to quite other causes, entirely beyond 
the control of the postal authorities here. 

Mr. Woods shows that we returned to foreign 
countries last year as undeliverable 292.341 letters 
and printed packages, while the number returned 
to us from foreign countries was but 146,289, show- 
ing a balance against us of 146,052. These figures 
are taken from the annual report of the Postmas- 
ter-General; but by referring to another page (856) 
of the same report we can obtain a little light on 
at least one of the causes of the discrepancy, as it 
there appears that 31,184 of the undelivered foreign 
letters sent to the Dead Letter Office (11 percent, of 
all the foreign letters received there) were misdi- 
rected, and that of these no less than 1244 per cent. 
were afterward delivered, the deficiencies in their 
addresses having been supplied by experts in the 
department. Certainly, no carelessness or indif- 
ferenceis shown by these figures nor by the fact 
that all undelivered letters, before being sent to 
the Dead Letter Office, are advertised—a large por- 
tion of them in newspapers printed in the languages 
of the various countries in which they originaicd— 
a practice which is not, I believe, followed by any 
other country. 

Mr. Woods does not, however, deny that our de- 


partment uses reasonable feffort to deliver these | 


letters, but charges it with alack of “ inventive 
ability,’ because it has failed to go still further and 
transform itself inte a sort of “private inquiry 
office” by scouring the country in the hope of 
finally delivering, ata serious expense to tax-pay- 
ers,afew more of the letters which would have 
been promptiy delivered but for tie carelessness 
orignorance of the writers or of those to whom 
they are aderessed.

Patrick, Hans, and Giovanni leave their 
native shores with the dimmest and most confused 
geographical notions concerning America, and the 
ideas of the relatives whom they leave behind are 
still more nebulous. What wonder, then, if the 
first effort at corrcspondence consists of a letter 
directed to the expatriated brother orson at some 
sueh address as ‘ Wiseonsin, Dakota, America, 
New-York?” But it does not take long for the 
newly arrived one to obtain and forward to his rel- 
atives the information which wi!l enable them to so 
address their letters that they will reaeh his hands 
without delay. 

That the balance of dead postal matter exchanged 
with foreign countries shal! be against us is to be 
expected so long as the tide of emigration sets 
steadily in this direction without reflux worth 
mentioning; and it {s difficult to see that there is 
anything in this facet more “ humiliating’? than 
there is in the other facts that the arriving Euro- 
pean tourist can find here no ruined castles, cru- 
saders’ monuments, or uncompleted cathedrals 
whose foundations were laid in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. Immigrants to our shores, when writing 
home, are troubled by no doubt or uncertainty as 
to how to address their letters. The town, the 
Btreet, the house where they and their ancestors 
have lived for generations, are too familiar to their 
memories to be forgotten, or to allow of a mistake 
in the direction of their letters, which can be and 
are readily delivered; but their correspondents on 
the other side are liable to make, and constantly 
do make, the most grotesquely pitiful attempts to 
address the wanderers here; and while the Post 
Office should and does make every reasonable effort 
to deliver letters bearing such directions, it can- 
not be hoped that the number of cases in which 
those efforts are ussuccessful will be materially 
reduced so long as the number of immigrants con- 
tinues to increase at the present rate. 

A glance at the offielal fist of Post Offices in the 
United States will show one of the main causes of 
the difficulties attendaut upon the opening of cor- 
respondence between newly arrived immigrants 
and their friends in Europe. 

Leaving aside the numerous Washingtons, Jef- 
fersons, Franklins, Middletowns, &c., there will be 
found among the less familiar names of Post Offices 
26 Florences, 27 Oaklands, 27 Miltons, 21 Highlands, 
21 Midways, 21 Melroses, 16 Springdales, and 21 
Hollands, while among the counties Franklin and 
Jefferson are repeated 23 times, Jackson 21, Wash- 
ington 30, Madison 19, Clay 18, Franklin 23, Carroll 
13, and Union 16. Is it any wonder that Irish, Ger- 
man. or Norwegian peasants fail to readily ‘get 
the hang” of the postal nomenclature of the dis- 
tant country which, in the minds of most of them, 
js as vague and misty as the realm of Prester 
John? Blunders at the start are inevitable, but it 
does not take long to eorrect them. The new set- 
tler soom finds his own proper address and for- 
wards it home, and thereafter the correspondencee 
runs smoothly enough. In the meantine the unde- 
livered misdirected letters are duly returned to the 
country in which they were originally posted, and 
will certainly reach the hands of the senders if the 
contents are of value, and will probably do so in 
any event. 

The evil is inevitabie as a result of the causes I 
have named, and will continue so long as those 
causes exist, Mr. Woods’s expansive and expen- 
sive advertising scheme oo do little, if any- 
thing, to secure a correct delivery of these stray 
missives, The plan was tried and abandoned asa 
failure years ago, when all German and Swiss un- 
delivered letters were advertised in a German pa- 

erin New-York afterthey had been sent to the 

ead Letter Office, resulting in the delivery of a 
little over 1 per cent. of the whole number. No 
doubt eng gees business men and bankers would 
be willing to see the experiment tried—as they 
would be willing to see experiments tried by the 
Government in aerial navigation or perpetual mo- 
tion—but that is hardly an evidence of its proba- 
ble success. Mr. Woods bases almost his entire 
argument upon the success of 4 somewhat similar, 
device putin operation by him upon the Pacific 
coast about 20 years ago. In doing this he en- 
tirely ignores the fact that the peculiar 
condition of affairs which existed in that part of 
the country at that time, and which then and there 
gave to his scheme the success which is claimed 
for it, does not now exist to any like extent, or 
even to any considerable extent, in any portion of 
our country. During the early years of the ** gold 
fever”’ thousands of people migrated to California 
and other portions of the Pacific coast, having very 
little knowledge of the country to which they were 
going, and none whatever as to the particular 
place where they would locate, and hence could 
not furnish their friends at home a definite address. 
Many of these people lived for years an almost en- 
tirely nemadic life, and as Post Offices were few, 
and by no means perfectly conducted, and above 
all as communieation with the States was very ir- 
regular, and only to be had at long intervals, it can 
readily be seen that a large part of the letters in- 
tended for these people must necessarily fail of 
delivery by the ordinary means. Under the then 
existing circumstances ‘‘ The Pacific Mail List’ 
proved,a feasible device, and doubtles: did render 
good service by leading to the delivery of 
many letters which otherwise would have 
found their way to the Dead Letter 
Office. The condition of affairs just mentioned 
no longer exists. The population of that 
part ot the country, and of almost the entire 
country, has become fixed, Postal communica- 
tion is now rapid and regular. San Francisco, and 
even Portland, are no further (in time) from Wash- 
ingion than were St. Louis and St. Paul at the 
time when Mr. Woods put in operation his “ Pa- 
cifio Mail List.”” Post Offices are now comparative- 
ly numerous and accessible throughout all the 
Western country which is settled, and as a result 
we find that the proportion of undelivered letters 
from that part of the Union but little exceeds that 
from the oldest and most densely settled portions. 

As to the question of expense, Mr. Woods could 
hardly have made avery elaborate calculation of 
the cost of preparation and printing of the lists 
which he proposes to issue, circulate, and display, 
or he weuld have hesitated to claim inexpensive- 
ness as one of the merits of his plan. As «4 matter 
of faet, it was demonstrated by the department in 
a report made many years since to the Senate Post 
Office Committee that for every letter found to be 
deliverable under his system an expenditure of 
from $5 to $9 would be necessary, which seems 
rather a large price to pay for so small a whistle. 
Mr. Woods is entitled to great credit as the orig- 
inator of the “return request envelope” system, 
now so extensively used, and that system is based 
upon a theory the soundness of which will be con- 
ceded by every practical postal official, viz.: that 
the most expeditious, useful, and safe method of 
disposing ot undeliverable letters is to secure their 
return to their writers in the shortest possible time 
after reasonabie effort to deliver them has been 
made and found be be unsuccessful P.O. P. 
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HARD BLOWS IN THE RING 


THE WHEDEN-MALONHY FIGHT 
ENDING IN A DRAW. 
FORTY-ONE ROUNDS FOUGHT AT SMITH’S 
FERRY, PENN.—THE ADVANTAGE ALL 
ON WEEDEN’S SIDE—INTERFERENCE BY 
MALONEY’S FRIENDS CAUSING A DRAW— 

MALONEY SEVERELY PUNISHED. 

Smirn’s Ferry, Penn., June 15.—Despite the 
determined efforts of the authorities, the Maloney- 
Weeden fight took place and ended in a draw. 
The time and place of the contest had been kept so 
quiet that little attention was directed to the 
movements of the sporting men, who made their 
way in little groups of twos and threes to Me- 
Kee’s Rocks last evening. At the latter place a 
steamer was ready at 10 o’clock to take the crowd, 
which numbered about 200, to the scene of action. 
Tho beautiful starlight ride down the Ohio was un- 
marked, save that it was particularly orderly for 
sucha gathering. At about 4 o’clock the boat 
touched shore about 500 yards on the Ohio side of 
the State line. After much discussion the scene 
of the struggle was chosen ina large meadow on 
the property of J. W. Cunningham, right on the 
State line. A better spot could nothave been se- 
lected, the ground inside the ring being as 
level as a billiard table. and just sufficiently 
moistened by the recent showers to afford 
a good foothold, to say nothing of Its 
convenience in the case of a heavy back-fall by 
one of the contestants. When the squaro was 
formed, Weeden, at 5:25, stripped himself, a mo- 
ment later looking around for his somewhat tardy 
opponent, who had not yet appeared. While wait- 
ing for the latter Weeden made several bets on his 


own success. After waiting about 15 minutes Ma- 
loney appeared in full ring costume, and took a 
seat opposite Weeden. Weeden’s seconds were 
Thomas and Evans, while Maloney was handled 
by Lafferty and Bush. Thomas Brown was chosen 
referee. Maloney’s weight was 18244 pounds, 
while Weeden tipped the scales at 128 pounds. The 
latter wore white breeches, blue stockings, and a 
blue belt. Maloney’s colors were red, white, and 
blue. As the men entered the ring they shook 
hands and stood up for the fight. 

Hound First.—The men walked up to the middle 
of the ring and commenced striking at each other 
without any preliminary sparring. A few severe 
body blows were struck and Weeden went down. 
First knock down was claimed for Maloney, but 
was not allowed. 

second.—A terrible left-hander from Weeden 
started the blood over his opponent's right eye, 
giving ‘‘ first blood” to Weeden. Maloney returned 
the blow with a rap on Weeden’s eye. 

Third.—Round arm slugging all over the ring, 
winding up with a knock-down by Weeden; first 
knock-down for Weeden. 

Fourth.—Weeden stepped up to the scratch as 
lively as a cricket, but Maloney’s movements were 
decidedly slow untilhe got out of hiscorner. He 
came up puffing a great deal and his left eye was 
gotting worse, while his nose had begun to swell 
and bleed. The men countered some rapid and re- 
sounding body blows, and after a clinch Maloney 
went heavily to grass. 

Fifth.—The first incident wasadrive upon Ma- 
loney’s already damaged eye, which closed it com- 
pletely. This was followed up by arattler in the 
mouth that filled it with blood. Maloney retaliated 
with several severe blows on Weeden’s ears, which, 
however, did not seem to cause him any inconve- 
nience. Weeden fell underneatn. 

Sizth.—A rap on Maloney’s chest was paid back 
with a knucsler on his opponent's forehead, which 
drew alittle more blood. A clinch resulted ina 
fall over the ropes. 

Seventh.—The men hammered away at each other 
in short order, Maloney dealing his blows mostly 
on Weeden’s ear, and getting his share of the 
blows on the left eye and nose. Both these organs 
were in a very dilapidated condition, and the gen- 
eral expression of Maloney’s face was woe-begone 
in the extreme. This round was decidedly in favor 
of Weeden. 

Eighth.—Several rapid chest blows were ex- 
changed, and Maloney got in a telling face blow 
without return. A few heavy body Wows were 
exchanged and both men rolled over. 

Ninth.—More heavy fighting ended after three 
minutes in both falling on the ropes, Weeden be- 
ing on top. 

Jenth.—Maloney showed decided signs of weak- 
ness, but led off with one of his favorite powerful 
cracks on Weeden's ear, knocking the latter to one 
side. Weeden recovered quickly, however, and 
they rapidly exchanged blows on the chest, which 
resulted in Weeden being thrown. 

Lleventh.—Weeden came up laughing and bandy- 
ing jokes with the speetators, while Maloney’s ap- 
pearance was lamentable, his face being much dis- 
figured and his wind badly broken, Maloney kept 
his opponent off for a few seconds while he strug- 
gied for breath; then Weeden forced the fighting, 
and they struck several wild blows until he 
(Weeden) went down. 

Twelfth.—Weeden got in three sounding clips in 
succession without return—two on the ear and one 
just above the belt. The combatants then ex- 
changed visitations in the stomach, and the round 
wound up with Weeden receiving a stinger in the 
face that cutup his forehead in a very noticeable 
manner. 

Thirteenth.—Maloney aimed a wicked one at the 
other's face, but it was neatly stopped, and the 
Irishman acknowledged a ‘“‘noser’’ and two on 
the chest. An attempt to get his antagonist in 
chancery resulted in a locked fall. 

fF ourteenth.—Maloney put in his left on Weeden’s 
cheek with terrible effect. This was followed by 
some long range thumping, and Maloney knocked 
Weeden clear off his feet. 

Fifteenth and sixteenth.—These rounds were In 
Weeden’s favor, and his friends offered odds of 
two to one on him, with few takers. Maloney was 
evidently getting tired out and his face was losing 
all:semblanee of its original shape. 

Seventeenth.—The Maloney crowd claimed a foul, 
declaring that their man had been struok below 
the belt. The referee decided otherwise amid a 
great uproar. 

highteenti.—Maioney seemed loth to leave his 
corner, while Weeden was as eager to fight as at 
the beginning. When the men did get together 
Maloney put in two heavy body blows and a 
wicked drive on Weeden’s forehead. before Wee- 
den could retaliate Maloney dropped to esoape 
punishment. Anotherclaim of foul by Maloney’s 
backers caused a row and a genera! stampede. 

The remainder of the fight, though gamely con- 
tested by the bruised, bleeding, and breathless 
Maloney, was all in favorof Weeden, who ham- 
mered his man’s body and face with every con- 
ceivable kind of blows, all possessing one point of 
similarity in that they were very heavy. At the end 
of the forty-first round Maloney’s backers, or some 
of them, raised.a yell of *‘Foul!” The referee 
would not allow it, and the ring was taken posses- 
sion of by an excited mob, and two or three im- 
promptu fights were in progress inside of the 
ropes, amid which the principals and seconds 
joined hands in the centre, and Weeden saidina 
ow tone to Maloney: ‘‘Owney, are you willing to 
eall thisa draw’ I doen't want to killa mau."’ Ma- 
loney accepted the situation, and the fight was so 
decided. 

The time of the battle, which was one of the hot- 
test that has taken place in several years, was 70 
minutes. Withthe exception of a bruised right 
eye, Weeden shows no marks of the ordeal he 
passed through, and itis believed that he would 
have been good for 40 rounds more. Maloney, on 
the contrary. isin a pitiable condition. His eyes 
are both nearly closed, his nose and mouth are 
badly swollen, and his face generally has been 
beaten black and blue all over its surface. Added 
to this, his “ wheezing’”’ early in the battle showed 
that he was not in good condition, and had the fight 
continued he would probably have been knocked 
out after a few more rounds, especially if of as 
severe a character as those he had passed 
through. He was slow in leaving his corner nearly 
every time after the first dozen rounds, but it was 
from sheer weakness and not the consequence of 
any want of pluck or detrrmination on his part to 
do credit to the national colors worn around his 
waist. General regret was expressed by the spec- 
tators that the ‘mill’ ended in so unsatisfactory 
a manner, and many expressions were heard 
of a wish for another meeting by the boys, 
to be fought out to the bitter end, with- 
out any outside interference. During the 
row at the conclusion of the fight 
&® man whose name was not ascertained drewa 
revolver from his pocket, which discharged prema- 
turely and wounded him inthe thigh, though not 
dangerously. He was taken in charge by friends, 
who brought him to Pittsburg on the next train. 
While waiting at the railroad at Smith’s Ferry for 
means of conveyarce to Pittsburg, two “ rough- 
and-tumble”’ fights took place between the par- 
tisans of the pugilists, and pistols were flourished 
but no shots were fired, the only casualty noted be- 
ing in the ease of the man before referred to, who 
shot himself accidently. 

Weeden is a native of Kendal, Westmoreland, 
England, and came to this couniry about 10 years 
ago. He is 82 years old, slight of bulid, about 5 
feet 6 inches in height, and weighs about 125 
pounds. Heis a puddler by trade. After coming 
to this country he worked in Cleveland, Ohio, 
seven years. About two years ago he went to 
Pittsburg, where he has since worked, His record 
as a pugilist began with a fight with * Leeds Jaek,”’ 
near Sheffield, England, for a purse, which he won 
in 17 rounds. He next met Jack Martin, the 
“Sweep,” for a purse, which he won in seven 
rounds. He fought tast with James Pearson. 
‘““Gypsy Jim,’’ who was beaten in 10 rounds. 
Weeden’s colors in the fight were blue, inscribed 
with the words, ‘“‘ We want fair play.”” He was 
trained by Evan Davis, at his house on the Perrys- 
ville road, near Block-lane. He was in splendid 
condition for the fight and said that he never felt 
better in his life. : 

Maloney has a local record which has given him 
some notoriety. His weight is about 125 pounds, 
He was in the hands of his trainer for two months, 
and was believed to be in perfect condition. He 
was trained at the Westview House, about two 
miles from his quarters.

PROSPECT PARK COMMISSION.

THE OLD BOARD RESIGNS AND A NEW ONE 


IS APPOINTED. 


Mr. J. 8. T. Stranahan, who has been for 22 
years President of the Prospect Park Commission, 
resigned on Wednesday, as did also the other gen- 
tlemen composing the board. Mayor Low yester- 
day filled the places thus made vacant by the fol- 
lowing appointments: William 3B. Kendall in 
place of J. S. T. Stranahan, Charles Garlichs in place 
of A. B. Bayliss, J. V. Meserole in the place of Dar- 
win R. James, John Gibb in the place of A.S. 
Barnes, George H. Fisher in the place of R. C. 


Stearns, J. Rogers Maxwell in the place of ©. T. 
Christensen, D. H. Bowgntatan in the place of Wil 
liam Marshall, George W. Chauncey in the place of 
8. V. White. The old Commissioners resigned in 
order to save the Mayor from an embarrassing 
osition, the nature of which is explained by the 
ollowing communication signed by all the mem- 


bers of the old board: 
BROOKLYN, June 14, 1882. 
To the Hon, Seth Low, Mayor, &c.: 

Sir: The Brooklyn Park Commissioners have here- 
tofore derived their power and exercised their author- 
ity directly from the Legislature of the State, but the 
recent policy of the law regarding our city Govern- 
ment has tended to place all its departments directly 
in charge of, and responsible to, the Mayor of the 
city. The undersigne being desirous of obeying the 
policy of the law as advised by counsel, and (0 relleve 
the Mayor of all embarrassment, and to place this de- 
partment absolutely within his control, hereby ten- 
der our resignations as members of the Brooklyn 
Board of Park Commissioners, to take effect when- 
ever our successors shall have been appointed and 
have duly qualified, 

Had the Park Commissioners refused to resign, 
a question might have arisen as to the right of the 
Commissioners appointed by Mayor Low to exer- 
cise control of the Ocean Boulevard, and the 
Coney Island Concourse, both of which, although 
out of the city limits, were under the control of 
the old commission. Mayor Low, ina letter ac- 
cepting the resignations of the Commissioners, 
says, after thanking them for “the courtesy and 
kindness’? which prompted the resignations: “It 
is hardly to be expected that a board which has 
been independent of all control for 22 years could 
fall easily into harmonious working with a 
system so foreign to all its traditions and 
history.”” The new Board of Park Commissioners 
will hold their firs. meeting to-morrow. The 
Mayor received the resignations of the retiring 
Commissioners on Wednesday, but did not make 
them public until yesterday. Of the new Com- 
missioners Mr, Chauncy alone isa Democrat. The 
other Commissioners are Republicans, but have 
never taken an active part in politics. Mr. Fisher 
is a lawer, and Col. Meserole is a surveyor. ‘The 
remaining members of the commission are engaged 
{in mercantile business. The Commissioners serve 
without pay. 
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POOL-SHLLING AT CONEY ISLAND. 


AND CURIOUS DEFINITION OF THE 
WORD ‘‘ BONE.’”’ 

Ata recent meeting of the Kings County 
Board of Supervisors, Supervisor Toohill, who !s 
known as an extensive betting man, created some 
surprise by moving that the attention of the Dis- 
trict Attorney be called to the fact that pool-selling 
on races was being carried on at Coney Island, in 
direct violation of the law. One of the strongest 
supporters of the motion. which was tabled after 
some debate, was Supervisor Greany, of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward. At yesterday's meeting of 
the Supervisors Mr. Greany brought the matter up 
again. Inthe course of his speech the Supervisor 


said that after the last meeting of the board Super- 
visor John Y. MeKane, of Gravesend, had accused 
him of having attempted to makea'‘* bone.” Mr. 
Greany said he had been in the board 18 months, 
and that he had never during that time attempted 
to make a‘ bone,’ and he further said that he 
never intended to make a bone. It became appar- 
ent during the discussion which arose on the sub- 
ject that Mr. Greany had not, according to his 
own story, been in the bone manufacturing busi- 
ness since he became a member of the board, and 
that the announcement that he never intended to 
make a bone ws not meant to convey that he 
would abstain from any particular branch of mer- 
cantile business, but rather that he had no purpose 
of black-mailing or otherwise obtaining money from 
any person or persons by introducing resolutions for 
the subsequent suppression of which he would de- 
mand pay. Inshort,as faras could be gathered, Mr. 
Greanuy defined * bone”’ to mean **a money bribe.” 
Strange to say none of the other gentlemen who 
took part in the discussion seemed to think 
that there was anything misleading or mis- 
guiding in the use of the phrase ‘making a 

one” to indicate a black-mailing or other ille- 
gitimate money transaction in connection 
with the business of the board. SupervisorMcKane, 
who is Superintendent of Police of Graves- 
end, and who is commonly known as “King of 
Coney Island,”’ opposed the resolution, but did not 
take back the allegation made by him that Super- 
visor Greany was anxious to make a “bone” by 
pressing its passage. That branch of the subject 
he dismissed by saying it was treated of ina pri- 
vate conversation, with which the board had noth- 
ing todo. The resolution was again defeated, or 
rather laid on the table. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Backus said, however, after the board ad- 
journed, that the pool-selling at Coney Island and 
Sheepshead Bay races would be brought to the 
attention of the Grand Jury.

MRS. RINGWALD’S_ S8sUIT 


BEACH. 

On Oct. 26, 1880, Mrs. Mary Ringwald went 
into the drug store kept by Henry Diedel, at No. 
875 Third-avenue, and handed Mr. Diedel a pre- 
scription prepared by a Dr. Vanderpoel. The pre- 
soription was for a large quautity of laudanum, 
and at its foot was the following request written 
by the physician to the druggist: ‘ Please give to 
bearer 60 dropsin the store.” Druggist Diedel de- 


clined to administer such a large quantity of the 
drug. He gave Mrs. Ringwald 10 drops because 
she was in pain, and she begged him to give her 
such a dose as he would not be afraid to personally 
administer to her. Soon after these events Mrs. 
Ringwald began a suit against Diedel in the Court 
of Common Pleas. She claimed $10,000 damages, 
alleging that if Diedel had given her 60 drops of 
laudanum as requested she wou!d have been saved 
from a miscarriage and its effects. 

The suit wastried before Judge Miles Beachand 
a jury, beginning on Wednesday and ending yes- 
terday. The defense was that the 10 drops of laud- 
anum given by Diedel to Mrs. Ringwald eould not 
have affected her further than to temporarily les- 
sen her pain, and that a druggist is not bound to 
personally administer dangerous drugs upon the 
order of a physician, his duty being simply to pre- 
pare medicines under the directien of physicians. 
Judge Beach sustained this view of the duty of a 
druggist, saving that such a tradesman would incur 
liability to indictment for manslaughter for havin 
knowingly administered a drug or medicine whic 
produced death. Upon the witness stand the de- 
fendant took 10 drops of laudanum to prove their 
harmlessness just before his cross-examination 
was begun. A large numberof physicians were 
present, and most of them expressed the opinion 
that a miscarriage would have happened to Mrs. 
Ringwald even if 60 drops of laudanum had been 
administered to her. The jury gave a verdict for 
Druggist Diedel. Mr. A. G. Vanderpoel appeared 
for the plaintiff and Mr. Ashbel P. Fitch for the de- 
fendant.

INTEREST GN SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITS. 

The Superintendent of the Banking Depart- 
ment has issued a circular to the savings banks in 
this State calling attention to a recent opinion of 
the Attorney-General relating to interest on de- 
posits. The Attorney-General decides that under 


chapter 347 of the Laws of 1878, passed May 23, 
1878, savings banks cannot legally pay interest on 
the aggregate deposits, received since the date of 
said act, from any one depositor in excess of $3,000, 
except in cases of deposits arising from judicial 
sales or trust funds. The requirements of the Su- 
perintendent’s circular will have very little effect 
upon the savings banks in this City, for the reason 
that few, if any, of them have been in the habit of 
allowing the account of any individual depositor 
to exceed $3,000. Hach savings bank makes its 
own regulations regarding the limit of individual 
deposits and the amount of interest to be paid. 
The Seamen’s Bank for Savings has followed the 
practice of taking not more than $1,000 from any 
one depositor, although there are some old ac- 
counts in this bank exceeding $3,000. The Bleecker- 
Street Bank keeps its depositors down tothe $1,000 
limit. The Bowery Savings Bank ullows no depos- 
itor to have in excess of $3,000 in that institution, 
and will not receive more than $250 from any indi- 
vidual in six months’ time. The officers of several 
of the City savings banks. stated that they nad 
been conversant with the laws of 1878 since they 
were enacted, and had complied with their provi- 
sions. The issuing of the Superintendent’s cireu- 
lar, so far as the banks in New-York City are con- 
cerned, was regarded more as a matter of form 
than anything else. 
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TRANSFER OF REAL ESTATS. 

In the Register’s office yesterday there 
was recorded the transfer of the property, 28 by 
100, on the south-east corner of Fifth-avenue and 
Forty-second-street, by Franeis M. Bixby to Elliott 
F. Shepard, for $50,000. The latter in turn conveys 


the real estate to the American Safe Deposit Com- 
pany for $1 and other valuable considerations. 
William Irwin, as President, and Russell Raymond, 
as Secretary, of the company, by an instrument 
accompanying the above, gives to the Metropol- 
itan Trust Company a mortgage on the property 
referred to as security for the payment of ponds 
issued by the company aggregating $100,000, The 
bonds bear date June 15, are due in 1903, and com- 
mand 6 per cent. interest. They are issued by the 
Safe Deposit Company in conformity with a reso- 
lution adopted by its Trustees last month

THE NEW-YORK CLUB’S REGATTA 
OPENS THE SEASON. 
SPLENDID DISPLAY OF CANVAS AND COLORS 
AT THE START—A STRAGGLING RACE IN 
THE TEETH OF A DEMORALIZING WIND 
—SAILS SPLIT, RIGGING BNAPPED, AND 

MASTS BROKEN. 

The Upper Bay wore a holiday appearance 
yesterday morning when the arrangements for the 
regatta of the New-York Yacht Club were com- 
plete and the yachts were ready to start. Along 
the Bay Ridge shore there was a splendid display 
of yachts of all descriptions, while steam 
yachts, tugs, and steam-boats profusely be- 
decked with bunting gave coloring and va- 
riety to the picture. Among the steam yachts 
were J. Pierrepont Morgan's Corsair, her rig- 
ging all covered with bunting, William P. Clyde's 


Ocean Gem, George A. Osgood's Stranger, and J. 
M. Fiske’s Theresa. The tugs were the James 
Watts, Quaker City, and E. Luckenback. There 
were also the club’s excursion steamer Columbia, 
flying almost every yacht club signal known; the 
iron steam-boat Taurus, with a great crowd of 
spectators on board, and the William Fletcher, 
which was to convey over the course Messrs. G. L. 
Haight and Chester Griswold, of the Regatta Com- 
mittee, who were to act as judges of the race. The 
time fixed for the start was 11 o’clook, and prompt- 
ly at that hour the first gun was fired. A good 
tepsail breeze was then blowing from the south 
and the tide was strong ebb. The starting-point 
was off “Owl's Head,” on the Bay Ridge shore. 
The yachts that stood ready to enter the race were 
as foliows:

The starting gun was fired at 11:10 and one min- 
ute later the Hildegard, which had been down 
the stream and was then lufiing just above theline, 
went over. The Clytie was the second boat to 
cross, and only 14seconds behind her was the Al- 
batross. Thesloops Eclipse, Vixen, Gracie, Julia, 
Fanny, Christine, and Oriva, and the schooners 
Montauk and Social followed closely in the order 
named. The sioops Valkyn and Mystery went 
next. The schooners Rambler, Tidal Wave, Es- 
telle, Fleetwing, and Crusader brought up the 
rear. The Crusader was far behind the rest of the 
fleet. She went along way down the Bay before 
the starting gun was fired, and was delayed by hav- 
ing to come back again. She, however, crossed 
the line before the expiration of the 10 minutes 
grace and therefore escaped being handicapped. 
The fleet, most of the vessels being close together, 
presented a beautiful picture as it stood for Staten 
Island on the port tack. Nearly all of the sloops 
had club topsails set over their working topsails, 
but these were destined to come down soon after 
the boats had passed through the Narrows. In the 
Lower Bay the yachts found a spanking breeze, and 
although they were forced to make several tacks, 
it was all the Fletcher could do to get to buoy No. 
10 ahead of the leading yachts. It was now about 
12:80 o’clock, the yachts had been under way but 
little more than an hour, and yet they were 
already stretched out in a line over five miles long. 
And here was another pretty scene, a yachting ex- 
ample of perspective, there being almost a regular 
gradation from the towering sails of the leading 
yachts to the white specks of canvas belonging to 
those that were hull down on the horizon. 

At buoy No. 10 the Hildegard was still leading 
the fleet, but the Fannie and the Gracie, both hay- 
ing gained on her, were pressing her closely. These 
three bad sailed away from the rest of the fleet 
—even the fast schooners—in magnificent style. 
The new schooner Montauk was now the leading 
schooner and the fourth yacht of the fleet. Be- 
hind her was the Julia, seeming to be already a 
badly beaten boat, and with her only chance de- 
pending on doing extraordinary work outside of 
the Hook. The yachts rounded buoy No. 10 as 
follows:

So far the worst happening was that some yachts 
had gone to the rear. But outside the Hook there 
was a wind to try the stoutest rigs, and it was not 
very long before things began to give way. ‘The 
Oriva had scarcely shoved her nose outside the 
Hook before something gave way, and she was 
forced to put about and go home under jib alone, 
her mainsail being furled upondeck. The Fletcher 
had not passed the disabled Oriva more than a few 
minutes before she met the Christine with lowered 
oes homeward bound. The weather-beaten mar- 

ners on board the Fletcher had hardly taken their 
glasses off of the Christine when they had to turn 
them on a large black sloop at some distance, in 
the direction of Coney Island, going back under 
jib, with mainsail lowered. She could not be made 
out, but it was supposed at the time that she was 
the Vision. It was not the Vision, however, as was 
afterward proved. It may have been the Hilde- 
scard, as that boat, although leading the fleet at the 


| point of the Hook, was nowhere to be seen at the 


close of therace. Several vessels had sails split, but 
the most serious accident of the day happened to 
the Mystery, which had her mast carried away and 
also lost her bowsprit. Fortunately a tug was néar 
her at the time, and as soon as the wreckage could 
be cleared away she was taken in tow and brought 
up to Bay Ridge. In the catalogue of mishaps 
should be placed the performance of the sloop 
Atalanta, which was sent here last Fall by the Bay 
of Quinte Yacht Club to sail for the America’s Cup. 
The Atalanta, though not in the race, but evidently 
with intent to try her speed, crossed the line at the 
start ahead of the mock smaller sloops Valkyr and 
Mystery. Before the Atalanta reached buoy No, 
10 both those boats had beaten her so badly that 
sbe went about without rounding the buoy. 

The race out to the Sandy Hook Light-ship was a 
magnificent one. ‘The yachts had all the wind they 
could desire, and they went like race-horses, leay- 
ing long lines of foam behind. The Montauk walked 
away from the rest of the fleet in a way that as- 
tonished everybody. She not only passed the 
leading sloops before they reached the light-ship, 
but she also widened the gap eonsiderably between 
herself and the other schooners, with one 
exception—the Rambler. The Rambler, after 
she got in the strong wind outside 
went by the main body of the fleet and bore 
down on the leaders in magnificent style. The 
race between the Fannie and the?Gracie was the 
most exciting of the day. The Fannie beat the 
Gracie going down the Bay, and hada good lead 
(2:06) at buoy No. 10. But outside the Gracie 
closed up the gap, and they rounded the light- 
ship almost together, the Gracie’s jib being on the 
Fannie’s mainsail. Coming in they were most of 
the way side by side, at one time the one being 
ahead, at another the other. The Fannie was the 
first to round buoy No. 10 coming back, but the 
Gracie came in ahead at the finish. The Montauk 
came in ahead of the fleet with a long lead; the Tidal 
Wave was second, the Gracie third, the Fannie 
fourth, and the Kambler fifth. The Julia and the 
Hildegard, to the great surprise of everybody, did 
not come home in season to be timed, and were 
nowhere tv be seen when the last boat of the 
fleet, the little Vixen, crossed the line. 

The schooner Rambler wins in her class, and the 
otber winners in their respective classes are the 
schooners Albatross, Montauk, and Crusader, and 
the sloops Fannie and Valkyr. The time of the 
Montauk—3:52:17—is the ouickest on record over 
the course, being five or six minutes less than 
the time of the Madeline, which hitherto was 
the best.

THE OASE OF WILLIAM SIPPLE. 
AGAINST HIM CLEAR AND TO 
THE FOINT. 


The trial of William J. Sipple, the young 
telegraph operator, on an indictment charging bim 
with the attempted lareeny of $48,600 from the 
New-York, Lake Erie and Western Railroad Com- 
pany’s office, in Jersey City, on the night of Oct. 
24, 1881, was continued yesterday in the Hudson 
Ceunty Court of General Sessions. Frank Andrews, 
a clerk inthe Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 


Railroad Company’s office at Cleveiand, Ohio, and 
who worked with Sipple in the Erie office, testified 
that the latter one night about a year ago proposed 
ascheme by which they could rob the company’s 
office. Witness declined, and the matter dropped. 
Chief of Police Benjamin Murphy testified that a 
piece of paper on which was written the following 
was found in one of Sipple’s pockets: 
C.N. White: 

Please carry out the following programme: Place 
your money in the bag you have been in the habit of 
carrying it in. 


John Brown, a detective in the employ of the 
railroad company, who effected Sipple’s arrest, 
testified that he was present at Police Head-quar- 
ters when the prisoner was searched. Besides the 
note to Paymaster White, a switch key belonging 
to the company was found in his possession. Wit- 
ness asked Sipple if the mote was in his handwrit- 
ing, and he replied that it looked like his hand- 
writing. The various operators on the road be- 
tween Paterson and Jersey City were examined, 
and all testified to having on the night of Oct. 24 re- 
ceived and obeyed the orders to"*ground the wires.” 
William W. Freund, a telegraph operator in the 
company’s office at No. 40144 Broadway, testified 
that a few days previous to Oct. 24, 1881, Sipple called 
at the office and was allowed to ask by wire when 
the pay car would leave Jersey City. This closed 
the testimony for the State, and Counselor Flem- 
ing, of counsel for Sipple, asked the court to dis- 
charge the defendant. He declared that there had 
been no evidence showing that any larceny had been 
eommitted, and said that all attempts at larceny 
must be in such proximity to the property intended 
to be stolen as to constitute a trespass. The court 
said the case would have to go to the jury, and the 
defense then called the defendant as the first wit- 
ness. He denied that he was ever at the company’s 
office on Broadway, this City, and also that he was 
the person who had charge of the wires on the 
night of the attempted robbery. He admitted that 
he had frequently hired carriages at McCabe's sta- 
ble, but was positive that he was not there on the 
night in question. Heatso denied any knowledge 
of the telegrams offered in evidence, and did not 
know how he came in possession of the note to 
Paymaster White. He had not finished his testi- 
mony when the court adjourned forthe day. The 
case will probably go to che jury this afternoon.

EVIDENCE 


JUDGE WALLACE’S DECISION IN A 8UIT IN 
WHICH THEY ARE INVOLVED. 


A somewhat singular state of facts was dis- 
closed yesterday in a decision rendered by Judge 
Wallace, in the United States Circuit Court, ina 
suit by Phelps, Dodge & Co. against Augustus 
Schell, as Collector of the Port of New-York. It 
appears that in 1863 the plaintiffs made a contract 
or agreement with one Douglass whereby he un- 
dertook to recover in their behalf from the Goy- 
ernment certain sums of money exacted from 
them as duties in excess of the duties provided by 
law. In this matter he was to bear all costs and 
expenses, and not call on the firm for assistance of 
any kind, and was to have as compensation for his 


services one-half of the sum of any amount recoy- 
ered from the Government. He began this suit 
and kept it in operation for years—until about 1875 
—and then he died. Mrs. Douglass, his widow, 
as Exeocutrix, regarding the agreement as an asset 
of his estate, assumed the prosecution cf the suit, 
employing and directing another —— in the 
matter, end in 1881 the court rendered a judgment 
for $17,348 in favor of the plaintiffs. Then for the 
first time the pieentie®. Phelps, Dodge & Co., be- 
came very active and interested in the matter, and 
recently moved befere the court to strike from the 
record in the case the name of the attorney em- 
ployed by Mrs. Douglass, ana to substitute another 
as attorney of record. The question inthe case 
appears to be whether or not the agreement be- 
tween Douglass and the plaintiffs was such a one 
as his widow and Executrix might assume without 
ratification of her assumption by the plaintiffs. 
They claim now that {t was not, but say that they 
are willing to allow her fair compensation for the 
services rendered by her husband. 

Judge Wallace, in an elaborate opinion, holds 
that the course of the plaintiffs is, to say the least, 
ungracieus. The suit was pressed to a successful 
conclusion without any expense or trouble to 
them. Insaying they are willingto pay tke widow 
they do not name or make a tender of any sum as 
compensation. He thinks the Douglass claim is 
properly alien on the judgment, and that the Ex- 
ecutrix should not be put to the delay or expense 
of enforcing it in another suit. He grants the mo- 
tion, therefore, on the condition that the plaintiffs 
pay to her one-half of the amount of the judgment 
reeovered in the action, without prejudice to the 
plaintiffs’ right to sue her for the recovery of such 
portion of it as they deem to be in excess of fair 


compensation.

THE PAROLE TURF-CLUB. 

A hearing teok place before Judge Van 
Hoesen, in Common Pleas, Chambers, yesterday, 
upon an order tothe Police Commissioners and 
their subordinates to show cause why an injune- 
tion should not issue to restrain them from enter- 
ing the rooms of the Parole Turf Club, at No. 3 


Barclay-street, at will, and interfering with the 
sports of the members of the club. Mr. H. M. 
Whitehead, who appeared for the so-called yo 
argued that it was a private organization, and tha’ 
the Police had no right to enter its rooms 
without a warrant unless acrime had been com- 
mitted there. Assistant Corporation Counsel La- 
combe argued that the *‘club” was not a social or- 
ganization, but it was merely a place, admission 
into which could be obtained, forthe purpose of 
gambling upon horse-races in defiance of the law, 
by any person who could pay the small entrance 
fee of $1. He described the experiences of Police 
Captain Berghold and Policeman Dick, who be- 
came “‘members” of the “club.” Mr. Lacombe 
denied that the Police had sought to break up the

The Receivership of a life insurance com- 
pany is supposed to be one of the most en- 
during of trusts, but the story told by coun- 
sel for the creditors of the Columbian Marine 
Insurance Company shows that, as a perma- 
nent source of income, there are positions 
preferable to any which the winding up of 
the Continental or the Universal has pre- 
sented to the ambition of needy politicians. 
It is 26 years ago since the Columbian Marine 
went into the hands of two Receivers. One 
of them died at his post and both made the 
most of their opportunities.

The Republican convention, which was held 
on Wednesday last, unanimously accepted 
thecandidates of the Liberals and adopted 
a platform almost identical in substance 
with theirs.: The only variation, except in 
forms of expression, was contained in a 
declaration in favor of a protective tariff. 


' The basis of the coalition in North Caro- 
lina is much more satisfactory than that 
which served a similar purpose in Virginia 
last year and the general character of the 
combination is quite different. The method 
of county government now existing in the 
old North State is an anomaly which is de- 
cidedly ; un-republican, All County Com- 
missioners, . Justices of the Peace, and 
even school committees , are | chosen by 
the Legislature. . As county officers exercise 
nearly all the functions of local government, 
these are placed beyond the direct control of 
the people. ; They have also the entire man- 
agement of the election machinery, which 
is, therefore, virtually run by the State Gov- 
ernment without regard to local claims or 
variations of local sentiment. - This is a cen- 
tralized system which was intended to give 
the Bourbon leaders absolute control in all 
parts of the State so long as they could 
maintain their hold upon the Legislature 
and the State Government. It was also 
calculated to make it very difficult to break 
that hold. The evils of the system are not 
confined toa denial to the people of the 
right of self-government in their local 
affairs. : It virtually suppresses freedom of 
political action, and prevents that educa- 
tion in practical politics which comes from 
the management of local interests, and 
which is of great value. 

The liquor issue is one upon which the 
Republicans and Liberal Democrats are per- 
haps less likely to effect a complete co-oper- 
ation. That there is a majority of voters in 
the State opposed to the prohibitory law was 
amply proved when it was submitted to the 
people last year. There is no doubt that the 
Independents and Liberals are united on this 
question, and that so far as itis an isaue in 


the canvass their position is calculated to 
win Democratic votes. It is not so cer- 
tain that the Republicans .are all on 
one: side, and that none of them will be 
alienated by the position taken by the party. 
The position is sound enough in a general 
way, and yet there is a considerable moral 
sentiment prevalent among people of more 
than average intelligence and character, 
which regards the cause of temperance as 
identical with that of prohibition. Itis not 
confined to one party, and it is apt to be 
very pertinacious in its demands. There 
is no doubt that a goodly number of 
the North Carolina Prohibitionists are to 
be found in the ranks of the Republi- 
can Party, and some of them may not 
support the party on an anti-prohibition 
platform. What effect their convictions on 
the liquor question may have on the coali- 
tion which has been effected remains to be 
seen, It is somewhat strange that some 
policy of restriction and regulation should 
not have been advocated to meet the de- 
mands of a genuine temperance sentiment. 


Opposition to prohibition and to sumptu- 
ary laws in general is a creed that can be 
strongly defended. The other questions are 
so important and so clearly in accord with 
Republican principles, and the desirability 
of overcoming the intolerant Bourbonism 
that now rules in North Carolina is so mani- 
fest, that it can hardly be doubted 
that substantially the full strength of the 
Republican vote will go to the coalition 
ticket. The reform of county government 
andthe establishment of free and honest 
elections present a cause that should be suf- 
ficient to rally the liberal and progressive 
sentiment of the State. The support of 
public schools is also a matter upon which 
it can hardly be divided.” The demand for 
an application of a large share of the inter- 
nal revenue of the national Government to 
this purpose is one that cannot be answered 
by the people of the State, and one which is 
not likely to be very promptly met. There 
is no reason to suppose it will divide 
opinion in the State, however, or very 
speedily become a vital question anywhere, 
One reassuring thing about the situation in 
North Carolina 1s the evidence it furnishes 
of the fading of the color line in politics and 
the gradual disappearance of sectional feel- 
ing and prejudice as the basis of political 
division, 

THE SILVER REPORTS. 

The full text of the majority and minority 
reports of the House Committee on Banking 
and Currency with reference to silver and 
silver certificates has been published. The 
measure reported by the majority suspends 
the issue of silver certificates under the act 
of Feb. 28, 1878, ‘‘until an international 
agreement on a coinage ratio for the use of 
silver in full legal tender coinage shall be made 
by the leading commercial nations, or until 
the equivalency of bullion value between the 
standard silver and gold coins of the United 
States in the markets of the world shall be 
otherwise secured.’’ ‘The bill requires, how- 
ever, that ‘‘the silver certificates now out- 
standing may, from time to time, as paid 
into the Treasury, be reissued on the deposit 
of standard silver dollars,”’ 





This bill is entirely sound in principle. 
The purpose which it proposes to serve isa 
right purpose, and the means it provides 
are adequate and proper to the end. It may 
be objected that the bill is technically de- 
fective, because the condition affixed to the 
suspension of the issue of certificates are 
not sufficiently definite and no method is 
provided for an authentic statement of the 
fact that they are fulfilled. The Secretary 
of the Treasury could hardly be expected 
to take cognizance, of his own dis- 
cretion, of an international agreement 
as to the coinage ratio, or of 
the existence of ‘‘ equivalency’ of market 
value between the bullion in the coins of the 
United States. If the bill were to become a 
law in its present shape it would simply re- 
quire the indefinite suspension of the issue 
of certificates. That would not be a bad 
thing, but it is not the professed purpose of 
the bill. The committee has made the mis- 
take of putting arguments after an enacting 
clause. If they were to be included at all, 
they should have been in the form of a pre- 
amble, or the bill should have been so 
shaped as to carry out distinctly and practi- 
cally its exact intent. 

This objection applies equally to the sec- 
ond clause, which suspends, on like condi- 
tions,’ the coinage of silver dollars except 
**such number as may be required to supply 
the demand for actual circulation.’”? But 
in each case the objection is not an essential 
one, and if Congress were disposed to pur- 
sue the ends in view there would be difficul- 
ty in modifying the language of the meas- 
ure. There is, however, very little evi- 
dence of any such purpose, and it is even 
doubtful whether the House will give the 
matter sufficiently serious attention to de- 
bate it.’ It is not encouraging to see a ques- 
tion of this sort pushed aside while hours 
of valuable time are spent in log-rolling ap- 
propriations for buildings and for river and 
harbor improvements or in listening to the 
disgraceful squabbling of members with 
tongues more active than their brains. But 
that is the actual situation. Mr. DrivcLEy 
and his companions on the committee de- 
serve much credit for having brought the 
subject fairly before the House, but it looks 
as if it would get but little further. 

The minority submit two reports, One is 
signed by Messrs, Smita, of Illinois, and 
Brom, of Pennsylvania, both gentlemen of 
the hybrid species known in politics as 
Greenback-Republicans or Republican- 
Greenbackers. Mr. Buckner, of Missouri, 
submits a report by himself, and Mr, 
ExMeEntroot, of Pennsylvania—both these 
gentlemen are Democrats—concurs in his 
conclusions. The minority reports do not ma- 
terially differ one from the other, except that 
Mr. BucknER’s is the more adroit, as was to 
have been expected from so experienced a 
hand. Mr. Smiru undertakes to demolish the 
reasoning of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
whom he terms with characteristic accuracy 
**the Treasurer.’’ He believes that the peo- 
ple do not take the silver dollars for the sole 
reason that they can get the certificates, 
which may: be true, but in that case the 
suspension of the issue of certificates would 
test the real demand, and the friends of the 
standard dollar ought not to object to it. 
Mr. Ssirn also holds that the true 
way to. persuade the other great com- 
mercial powers to coin silver - is to 
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go on coining it for them, which 
is clearly an error. If an internat:onal 
agreement will appreciate silver, the other 
nations can only be convinced of the neces- 
sity of such an agreement by stopping our 
coinage and letting them feel the conse- 
quences of failure to make such an agree- 
ment. This is conceded by all intelligent 
bi-metallists, But our Congressional bi- 
metallists area sect by themselves. They 
do not seem to know or care anything about 
silver as it is used throughout the world, or 
about the conditions of the extension of its 
use, or about the international conse- 
quences of our own policy. They 
are wedded to the act of 1878, and 
they will have nothing else. It has 
proveda complete failure. It has not ad- 
vanced the price of silver as compared with 
gold. It has not provided any considerable 
currency of silver in circulation in the 
United States. It has not contributed to, 
but has tended to prevent, any international 
policy with reference to silver. And yet 
they cling to it with obstinate fondness. 
The fact is that to them the subject is not in 
any sense one of public concern, to be 
studied broadly and treated with reference to 
the permanent interest of the country. It is 
largely a question of personal prejudice or, 
worse yet, of political advantage. They 
have got hold of afew vague notions re- 
garding silver, and have coined a few set 
phrases to fit their notions, and they find 
pleasure or profit in continuing to repeat 
them. They will goon repeating them until 
the inevitable effect of the mischievous act 
of 1878 shall have been realized and the 
country understands its true character, 
Then, we venture to predict, these gentle- 
men, if they still insist on advocating their 
pecuiiar views, will be required to do so 
from a private station. 





THE RIVER AND HARBOR JOB. 


The debate on the River and Harbor Ap- 
propriation bill, in the House, yesterday, 
was a fair example of the manner in which 
measures appropriating large amounts of 
public money for special purposes are 
treated by the American Congress. Not 
long since the Senate was convulsed with 
spasms of indignation by the propo- 
sition to return to a friendly na- 
tion $785,000, with interest, to repay 
asum unjustly exacted, many years ago. 
Yesterday, in the House, a bill to appropri- 
ate more than seventeen million dollars was 
discussed by the House as a very little thing. 
And when this thieving measure (for it is 
little else) reaches the Senate, the Shermans, 
the Van Wycks, and Ingalls will vote for it 
with the eagerness and avidity of great 
statesmen, squandering millions for selfish 
purposes where thousands have been saved 
to the loss of national honor. 


Mr. Paas, of California, from the Com- 
mittee of Commerce, very appropriately 
had charge of the bill Mr. Pace isa 
man who has spent his time since he was 
a member~ of Congress in an ardent 
wrangle for the offices of his own State. If 
he has any soul above dollars and cents, 
he has never had any opportunity of ex- 
hibiting — it. Mr. Pace,‘ with a fine 
affectation of statesmanship, called atten- 
tion to the wide diffusion of the benefits 
that were to flow from the bill. Lightly 
passing over the appropriations for the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri Rivers, Mr. Paes 
showed that there were included in the 
main items of the distribution such points 
as Providence River and Narragansett Bay, 
Baltimore Harbor, Charleston (S. C.) Harbor, 
Savannah, Ga.; Oakland, Cal. ; the Delaware 
Breakwater, and all points between. The 
members listened to this artful harangue, 
and said, complacently, ‘‘ That takes us all 
in.”’ The palm for assurance, however, 
should be awarded to Mr. Horr, of Michi- 
gan, a gentleman who disputes with Mr. 8. 
8. Cox the title of humorist of the House. 
Mr. Horr, pretending to drop into serious- 
ness, desired to correct an impression that 
the bill was a ‘‘log-rolling’’ measure, It 
was fair, honest, and entirely above sus- 
picion. The bill, he said, was founded on a 
just, square, and complete business princi- 
ple. To say that it was framed on the vul- 
gar basis of ‘‘ you tickle me and I will tickle 
you’’ was a base calumny.’ Mr. Hogr had 
not listened to Mr. Pagn’s remarks. 


* The jocose Mr. Horr also called the at- 
tention of his Fenian friends, Messrs. Cox 
and Rosrnson, to the fact that 90 per cent. 
of the money expended went to the devel- 
opment of the bone and muscle of the coun- 
try. ‘‘ What ailed Ireland to-day,” said 
Mr. Horr, ‘‘ was that all the money she 
could in any way earn was sent out of the 
country to pay the landlords. If that money 
were expended among the people in im- 
provements, Ireland would not be in 
her present deplorable condition.’’ But 
Mr. Horr not only saw in the Dill 
a theory and a practice opposed to 
the landlordism of Ireland. He discerned 
in its beneficent provisions more or less poet- 
ry, for he declared that the proposed im- 
provement of the eel ponds and trout brooks 
would ‘‘ carry joy and love and gladness up 
to the hills that are made endurable and 
habitable by our appropriation.’”? The argu- 
ment that the money appropriated by the 
River and Harbor bill is distributed among 
the people is not new. ' It has been insidi- 
ously but effectually advanced before now. 
Usually, . however,’ this line of persua- 
sion has’ been adopted in the more 
intimate debate among members that 
does not appear in any official report. Mr. 
Horr is the first man, so far as we have 
observed, who has forsaken the disingenu- 
ous theory that the country really needs the 
expenditure of $18,000,000 or $20,000,000 
for the improvement of its rivers and har- 
bors, and has boldly taken the ground that 
this amount of money should be distributed 
among the people as a fund for the general 
encouragement of patriotism. It has here- 
tofore been pretended that the rivers, harbors, 
and trout streams need improvement and 
enlargement. Mr. Horr abandons this 
threadbare pretext. He candidly says that 
the money is to be distributed as a popular 
division of the surplus in the Treasury. Why 
not be honest and avow this theory in the 
bill? Why pretend to spend on internal 
improvements these millions that are to be 
divided among the constituents of the arti- 
ficers of the River and Harbor Appropria- 
tion bill? 

It cannot escape attention that the honor- 
able gentlemen who compose the Committee 
of Commerce..aad who are responsible for 
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the bill, hae taken tor their own States not 
less than one-third of all the motley appro- 
priated. This may be accidental. But it 
has been noticed before now that the patri- 
otic gentlemen on the committee, sincerely 
devoted to the development and protection 
of American commerce, have invaria- 
bly insisted that their own States, wheth- 
er inlanc or sea-board, possessed the am- 
plest facilities for commerce, and demanded 


of ourcommon country that encouragement’ 


which alone could raise prosperous and 
flourishing communities from regions de- 
pressed and discouraged by the withholding 
of the fructifying streams that flow from the 
River and Harbor Appropriation bill. It is 
high time that all disguise should be stripped 
from this annual steal. There are in 
Congress men mean enough to organize a 
raid upon the Treasury for the benefit of 
their constituencies. No matter how this 
scheme may be disguised. It is, under all 
devices, merely a job for the distribution of 
what is called ‘‘ the surplus’”’ in the Treas- 
ury. Latterly, it has taken the form of a 
bill for the alleged improvement of rivers 
and harbors, It 1s nothing more or less 
than a gratuitous distribution of the public 
funds. It would be better that the very 
few meritorious propositions of the bill 
should be defeated than that the vast ma- 
jority of barefaced and selfish swindles 
should succeed. 


THE REALLY LOWER ANIMAL. 


Thoughtful and unprejudiced men who 
are well acquainted with dogs have often 
been inclined to doubt the assertion that man 
is the highest of all animals, and that dogs— 
not to speak of other intelligent beasts—can 
properly be called the ‘‘lower animals.”” A 
learned scientific person—Mr. C. 8. Mrxor 
—has lately made a careful comparison be- 
tween man and various other animals, and 
has demonstrated that he is in many respects 
a low type of animal and cannot with any 
truth be called the ‘‘head of organic crea- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Mrxor deals with facts, and it is im- 
possible to deny his premises or to doubt 
his conclusions. He begins his demonstra- 
tion of the inferiority of man by showing 
that his senses are less acute than those of 
many other animals. He cannot see as 
clearly as the falcon, even with the help of 
glasses, and his scent is so vastly inferior to 
that of the dog that he is able to live with 
comparative comfort at Hunter’s Point. 
These instances of man’s inferiority to dogs 
and falcons are familiar to everybody, but 
Mr. Mrxor pitilessly shows that they are 
really of less consequence than other and 
less obvious faults. Most people will learn 
with pain that their teeth are all wrong. 
Man’s teeth, says Mr. Minot, “are of a 
low mammalian type,’’ and they have 
“‘cusps’’ upon their crowns—a state of 
things which is simply disgraceful. The 
horse and the elephant got rid of their cusps 
ages ago, and only the lower mammalia and 
man still cling to them. 


The human stomach is not what it should 
be. Indeed, it is one of the simplest and 
cheapest of stomachs, and we need not 
wonder that it gives us so much trouble. If 
we look at the compound stomachs of the 
camel, in some of which digestion goes on 
at high pressure and in others at low pres- 
sure, we can understand how much behind the 
age are our old-fashioned direct-acting stom- 
achs. Mr. Minot says with scorn that man’s 
stomach is ‘‘ of about the same grade as that 
of the carnivora,’’ and that it is ‘‘ simple 
compared with that of a ruminant.”” It is 
evident that with stomachs of this sort we 
have no right to consider ourselves superior 
to animals with first-class improved modern 
stomachs, capable of digesting tomato-cans, 
hay, or even mince-pie, in half the time that 
it takes us to digest raw oysters. 

Our feet are still more objectionable than 
our stomachs. ‘‘In respect of these mem- 
bers,’’? remarks Mr. Minot, sadly but firmly, 
‘man stands very low—lower than the cow 
and the pig.’” The trouble is that we cling 
to toes, and have never adopted hoofs. 
There was a time—some cycles ago—when 
horses had five or six toes, and pigs were 
satisfied with feet anaiogous to those now 
used by men; but those intelligent and pro- 
gressive quadrupeds adopted hoofs, and now 
justly regard man as their inferior. Mr. 
Minor also complains,in connection with our 
feet, that we are plantigrade—which is evi- 
dently a terrible thing, and inevitably adapt- 
ed to destroy our self-respect. Perhaps it is 
not too late for us to try to develop hoofs, 
and if we make the attempt in earnest we 
may succeed in eliminating the human toe 
and in providing our descendants with hand- 
some, serviceable hoofs, cloven or other- 
wise; but whether we can become centi- 
grade instead of plantigrade is more than 
doubtful, and until this is done we must be 
content to know that we have been made a 
little lower than the pigs, not to mention 
horses and cows. 


‘ We have brains—that is to say some men 
have—and Mr. Mrxort cheerfully acknowl- 
edges the fact, but we have no snouts, It 
is owing to this deplorable fact that our 
faces are so much inferior to those of other 
animals. Says Mr. Minot, “The human 
face, which we admire when withdrawn 
under a high intellectual forehead, is per- 
haps the most remarkable of all the indices 
that point out man’s inferiority.” ‘‘The 
projecting snout isa higher structure than 
the retreating human face.’’ And to think 
that in our blindness we have been flattering 
ourselves that the so-called ‘‘human face 
divine’? was, on the whole, more beautiful 
than the face of a pig or an alligator! 

The bootblack who informs his fellow 
that he will ‘‘bust him in the snout,’’ mean- 
ing thereby that he will hit him on the nose, 
has evidently a higher ideal of manly beauty 
than has any one else—except Mr. Mrvor, 
If we really had snouts, we should be much 
higher in the scale of creation than we now 
are. Oh, that we could with truth speak of 
the eloquent snout of some distinguished 
orator, and that our poets could describe in 
glowing verse the delight of pressing the rich 
red snout of beautiful maidenhood! Must 
we be forever condemned to wear our “re- 
treating human faces,’ and can we never 
develop in their stead the snouts that will 
proclaim our equality with pigs? Earnest 
effort may do much, and if we persistently 
root in the back yard, the mere actof root- 
ing may hasten the blessed day when we 
can point with pride to our unmistakable 
snouts, but it will be ages before man can 

t rid of his retreating face, and with a gen-

Hereafter we must class ourselves among 
the lower animals. We cannot see like the 
falcon nor hunt by scent like the dog; our 
teeth have ‘‘cusps;”’ our feet have toes; we 
are without snouts, and we are plantigrade 
instead of being centigrade or even Reaumur 
or Fahrenheit. The really higher animals 
are pigs and cows. This is a melancholy 


‘state of things, and Mr. Mrot, who has 


pointed it out, cannot expect that his merci- 
less demonstration of man’s inferiority will 
be received with much enthusiasm or will 
induce people to subscribe largely to any 
testimonial in his honor—except, perhaps, a 
free ticket to a half-lunatic asylum.

Now that Castle Garden is to be closed be- 
cause the Commissioners ot Emigration have no 
money to keep it open, the old ory of the enthusi- 
astic people who want the battered structure torn 
down and removed altogether, and the Battery 
Park preserved as a thing of beauty, will probably 
be heard again. The conditions have greatly 
changed since the wooden sheds about the old 
stone fort were destroyed by fire some years ago, 
and the demand was made that they should not be 
rebuilt. It was explained then that the business 
of the City was moving northward, and that most 
of the First Ward would soon be deserted by com- 
merce, so that, with a fine park at the Battery, 
that neighborhood would speedily become so at- 
tractive that rich people would build new homes 
on Bowling Green and State-street and thereabout, 
and the glorious days of old New-York would be 
revived on a grander scale. The business has 
moved upward vertically, however, rather than 
horizontally, and merchants have been erecting 
buildings a dozen stories high, in which they evi- 
dently mean to stay. The Battery Park is stilla 
beautiful spot, though, and it would be amuch more 
agreeable one if it were not the only available 
lounging place for greasy and unkempt aliens, The 
opponents of Castle Garden have never pretended 
that an emigrant station is not a necessary institu- 
tion; they merely object to its present situation. 
Where it may be removed to has never been seri- 
ously considered. Governor’s Island has been 
guilelessiy suggested as its proper abiding place, 
and vague remarks have been made about the 
New-Jersey shore, on the prineiple that the best 
place to have a boil is on another man. Tne mer- 
chants are not removing, but the fine buildings 
they are putting up will soon drive away the unde- 
sirable poor folks who live in tenement-houses on 
Greenwich and Washington streets, and they and 
their babies will get their fresh air in other parks 
or on the piers, and perhaps it will be found desir- 
able to remove the emigrant station for other rea- 
sons than any that have yet been expressed.

The bitof grim pleasantry in which Ger- 
many is indulging, under the iron-visaged but pos- 
sibly secretly fun-loving Bismarck, in voting hams 
covered with linen cloths as fine linen and 
levying duty on them as such, has already been 
made subject of comment in these columns, 
But we find in a report by Consul Canisius, of 
Geestemunde, a sketch of ** remarkable changes in 
the German imposts,” which is not only interesting 
and suggestive as a bit of the peculiar logic of pro- 
tection, but may be commended to the commission 
of respectable gentlemen whom Congress has em- 
ployed to assist it in the work of not revising the 
tariff. As to hams, Mr. Canisrvs advises American 
exporters to leave off the cloth covers, which are not 
necessary, and he naively adds that there will te 
“a good deal of trouble to pass through the Cus- 
tom-house” the covered hams, although he for- 
gets to point out that unless the hams are 
also denuded of rind they may be rated 
and taxed as undressed hides. Canned meats from 
the United States are now to pay 24 marks per 100 
pounds, as fine hardware; “braided” goods, such 
as trousers, jackets, and coats, hitherto rated at 
100 marks per 200 pounds, are now discouraged by 
a charge of thrice that, on a classification as 
**millinery goods; emery powder, itself free, is to 
be whacked by rating it as fine hardware, and 
sundry druggists’ articles, as well as common 
blacking, are to payas fine hardware; confection- 
ery, formerly paying 60 marks per 100 pounds, must 
pay six times that because it comes in silk-lined 
boxes, This new tarn of the screws is not levied 
upon American wares exclusively, for Hungarian 
bitter-water, formerly free, is now taxed, and, 
said a member of the Reichstag, in a sarcastic 
speech, “ these who wish to drink Hungarian bitter- 
water should post themselves on the boundary and 
wait until it flows across; ink, heretofore charged 
at 3 marks per 200 pounds, is nowcharged at ten 
times that as “ glassware in conjunction with other 
material;”’ but this speaker said he could not un- 
derstand “ how it was thought possible that ink 
could be sent into the country in  biotting- 
paper or bags.” This is neat satire, but then, 
satire is not argument, and argument has 
nothing to do with protection, which is happily re- 
moved from all amenability to reason and respon- 
sibility. If we have good crops and prosperous 
times, the blessed tariff does it; if we have the 
contrary, the tariff has naught to do withit, It is 
the tariff which protects the employer against the 
pauper labor of Europe, and also drives that pau- 
per labortocome here and compete with the 
American laborer. The tariff makes all the goed 
we have, and will,some time or other, (after 
a thousand years,) obliterate every ill. Pro- 
tection especially tries to exorcise logic, which 
is fit only for college professors and other im- 
practical persons, and so logicians are carefully 
excluded from the commission for not revising.

Within the last two weeks the United States 
Fish Commissioner has placed in the Hudson River 
some one million two hundred thousand young 
shad. That the Hudson has been stocked at all 
this year is due to the fact that the United States 
Fish Commission were well supplied with young 
fish, and knowing that inthe future shed would 
run short in the river, Prof. Barnp forwarded the 
fish at the request of several State Senators 
and members of Congress. The question 
arises, “ Why did not the State Commission- 
ers provide the young shad?” When the work 
undertaken by the Fish Commissioners is exam- 
ined, it will be found that of late much more atten- 
tion has been paid to trout than to shad culture. 
Now, trout may be considered as an exotic among 
fish. It gives endless amount of sport to the gen- 
tleman angler with the smallest possible modicum 
of food. Trout will only live in particular locali- 
ties where the water has a certain temperature. It 
is impossible to produce trout in large quantities. 
To feed them is expensive. To make a living 
by rearing trout has never yet been found 
to be a luerative business. When streams 
or ponds' are situated near a large city like New- 
York, under the most favorable circumstances, for 
adollar spent by the trout-raiser a collar is re- 
turned. For one success there are a thousand fail- 
ures. Infact, trout-culture never can be made a 
cheap source of food. For the last ten years, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the State Fish Commis- 
sioners, trout have not been a penny cheaper than 
formerly. It seems, then, that the commission have 
been spending the means of the State for what 
may be called ‘*a sporting fish,” neglecting the 
more useful shad. The Forest and Stream writes: 
“It is certainly time that the State stopped the 
brook trout business and expended the people’s 
money for the purpose of inoreasing the food sup- 
ply of the people, which is the ostensible object of 
and the one that they go 
before the Legislature with when they want 
an appropriation.” There has apparently 
been a good deal of dilettante fish-culture so 
far, with an inolination toward the fanciful 
and ornamental rather than the homely and use- 
ful. It would be wise, then, for the Commissioners 
to abandon at once trout-culture, leaving that en- 
tirely to private enterprise, and devote their 
whole attention to shad-culture. If there be any 
money left over, and they are fired with tne desire 
to advance fish-culture in a new channel, let them 
endeavor to propagate sea fish. Mr. E. G. Biacx- 
FORD, one of the lately appointed Commissioners, 
is inclined to think that in the former method of 
management his colleagues were too little inclined 
to become acquainted with the practical part of 
their work, for instead of managing the business 
themselves they have allowed it to be carried on 
at the suggestion of others.

Some account has been heretofore given in 
these columns of the food (or foods) of the Japa- 
nese, and of the extraordinary part which rice, 
millet, and other grains play in their living, meat 
being ao scarce that. although fish is remarkably 


common and varied, the food of the masses is still 
more than nine-tenths vegetable. Some account 
of modes of rice-culture may be interesting. Japan 
has no farms and farmers—or very few—the coun- 
try being chiefly mountain land, mostly rugged 
and precipitous; instead, it is laid out into gardens, 
the mountain sides being terraced up to the tops, 
so that the general aspect of Japan is, neverthe- 
less, one of high culture. The farms, if one 
should call them so, are only little half-acre patches; 
the Japanese farmer is hereditary; he is merely 
the thousandth repetition of the long ago tenant, 
and he works with the same tools and methods ay 
did his earliest ancestor, substantially. The plow 
is of the scriptural pattern, drawn by a single bul- 
lock, the animal being led by a rope attached to its 
nose-ring, horses being few in Japan; and although 
improved hand implements of the light and effec- 
tive American pattern, which fs unequaled any- 
where else in the world, may be introduced tn 
courses of time, the conformation of the country 
excludes reapers and such machines drawn by ani- 
mal power. Rice is still the chief article of vezeta- 
ble food; it was once the standard of exchange- 
able values, or the practical money; taxes were 
paid in it, and the public treasury was, therefore, 
only a big granary of rice. The rice lands are 
without fences, there being no live etook which 
range, and are separated only by water-courses, 
the water indispensable for rice-growing having 
long ago been provided by a system of canals and 
sluices, the mountain streams being tapped and 
carried through ditches to the plains, and the high- 
level lakes being similarly drawn down through 
paved conduits. Work begins in March, the plow 
making a furrow four inches deep and six 
wide, but hand labor is more generally used, the 
tool being a clumsy thing shaped like an “A.” 
Water toa depth of several inches is next turned 
on, and, after several days, the rooted seed is 
transplanted in bunches in rows a few inches apart, 
the sowing and sprouting having previously been 
done on a smaller piece of ground. After twa 
months of generous flooding the plants are allowed 
to dry, and the gathering comes in October. Being 
tirst: cut with an old-style reaping-hook, the plants 
are “packed” into the barn, where women and 
children beat the grain out by striking the straw 
against a row of wooden teeth far enough apart ta 
catch the rice-heads but not the straw. The straw 
{gs used somewhat for fodder and largely fos 
thatching and for making into bags. The rice, 
beaten with sticks and sifted, is run through a husk 
mill, which consists of two bottomless bamboo bas: 
kets filled with bamboo splints a foot long. The 
upper basket, resting on the lower, is turned by 
hand by a handle fastened on one side, and the 
splints, which are eharred on one end and stand 
vertically in the two baskets, being held in place 
by acement of mortar, operate as teeth. Time 
being reckoned the cheapest of commodities, this 
rude contrivance answers its purpose. Thecleaned 
rice is packed in 120-pound straw bags, and is 
ready for market, but it has to be pounded by 
hand in a mortar to finally clear the husks. The 
average price of rice in Japan is $2 40 to $2 34 
per picul of 13344 pounds. The entire rice crop of 
the country is about 31,604,730 koku, equivalent to 
8,638,629,466 pounds, valued at $305,744,158. This 
quantity is 117 times the rice crop of this country 
in 1870. The export from Japan is 9,102,778 pounds 
only, valued at $210,861 approximately.

GOSSIP FROM THE OLD WORLD. 


Prince Bismarck has a brother who has just 
completed and duly celebrated the fortieth year of 
his service to the German Government. He holds 
the post of Privy Councilor and District Attorney 
for Naugard County, and lives at Kiilzin a manor 
house. Numerous congratulatory addresses and 
presents were sent him. A large silver tankard 
was forwarded by his renowned brother, and from 
the Emperor William he received the order of the 
second class of the Red Eagle with star. 

At the Royal Naval Hospital in Great Yar- 
mouth has died at the age of 102 John Mooring, a 
survivor of the battle of Trafalgar. Mooring em 
tered the service when a lad of 18, and, after serv 
ing in various snips, became Captain of the main 
top of the Thunderer, in which capacity he was 
present at Nelson’s great fight. Until recently he 
had a clear recollection of the battle. For some 
years the debility consequent upon his great age 
confined him to his bed. 


Serious obstacles have risen to the further: 
ance of Mr. Laurence Oliphant’s scheme to re-es 
tablish the Jews in Palestine. Turkey opposes 
him. Russian Jews are welcome, says the Porte, 
to any part of the dominions of the Sultan except 
this very part. No Russian Jew will be allowed to 
settle in the land of his fathers. Reasons are not 
given for the decree, but it is believed that the Sultan 
has concluded it to be the part of prudence not to 
give the Jewish nationality a centre around which 
it might grow. 


During a recent bull-fight at Aries, in Souths 
ern France, a terrible accident occurred. The bulls 
were Spanish beasts and very savage. One of the 
spectators, a man aged 60, accidentally fell withia 
the barricades and was pursued by a bull, before 
which he could not run with much speed. Ina 
moment the bull tossed him high into the air and 
wher he fell to the ground gored him with his 
horns. Confusion ensued among the spectators, 
but the bull was secured. the injured marz takea ta 





the hospital, and the sport ordered by the Sub-Pre- 
feot to be stopped. This order, however, called 
out words of violent protest from every part of the 
arena. About an hour of noise and fighting en- 
gued, the. office of the cashier was stormed, and, 
finally, the Sub-Prefect was compelled to order the 
pontinuation of the performance. 


For the maintenance of her parks and gardens, 
‘exclusive of wages paid to nearly 100 keepers, Paris 
pays something under $45,000 a year. These parks 
and gardens comprise the following areas: The 
Bois de Boulogne, 8,400,000 métres; the Bois de 
Vincennes, 8,000,000 métres; the Buttes Chaumont, 
250,000 métres; the Place du Trocadéro, 230,000 
métres; the Paro Montsouris, 188,000 métres; the 
Champs Elysées, from the Place de la Concorde to 
the Rond Point, 185,000 métres; the Avenue du Bois 
He Boulogne, 120,000 métres; the Paro Monceaux, 
85,000 métres, and 22 small squares formed since 
1852, 120,000 métres. 


A German wine merchant has been brought 
to want for selling adulterated articles and his en- 
tire stock in trade condemned to aestruction. 
Some 4,000 casks were in his cellars, and in carry- 
ing out the court order the officials proceeded to 
pump the wine into the main gutter of the town, 
(Offenburg.) For some 20 hours the street owed 
with the so-called juice, to the delight of the poor 
and thirsty, who assembled in crowds to gather it 
up and carry it away. Finally the Police were 
called upon to stop this ineffectual method of pre- 
venting the use of adulterated wines. 


Interest now attaches to the Citadel of Cairo, 
for Arabi Pasha has secured possession of it and 
also of the Mokattam Hills, behind, which com- 
pletely command it. It was erected by Saladin in 
1166, and its walls, tradition says, were formed of 
blocks of stone brought from the smalier pyramids 
of Gizeh. Mehemet Ali captured this castle from 
the hands of Khoorshid Pasha by ereeting and 
arming a battery on the adjacent hills, and it was 
within its walls that occurred the memorable mas- 
Baere of tha Mamelukes. From the terrace one 
has a magnificent view of Cairo, the Delta, the 
Nile Valley, and the pyramids of Gizeh and Sak- 
kérah. Krupp guns have been set up withia the 
citadel. 


The health of the German Chancellor is still 
not good. He suffers chiefly from rheumatism, 
and a fortnight ago his malady took a turn for the 
worse, the cause being his disobedience of his 
physician's orders strictly to abstain from mental 
labor. He has been advised to seek a change of 
air, and accordingly decided to go soon to Kissen- 
gen. Commenting on this news, the Pall Mall 
Gazette says the Prince’s health, not to say his life, 
is “still far the most important factor in European 
politics.” His age is now past 67, and “his gigantic 
frame, injured by overwork and careless living, 
has become a drag rather than a support to his 
restless mind.” 


Philios Alexin, who is dead in Greece at the 
age of 94, had in his youth a part in the Greek rebel- 
lion of 1821 which he remembered with terrible 
emotions to his last day. He was a master carpen- 
ter at Lamia when Omer Brionis Pasha entered 
that town in triumph, bringing in his train several 
prisoners, among them the celebrated leader 
Athanasios Diakos, whom he condemned to be 
Bpitted on a wooden stake and roasted alive. On 
pain of death he required the young carpenter to 
construct the implements of torture and fire need- 
ed for this barbarous execution. Alexin did his 
work and became a witness of the torments 
through which, with unflinching fortitude, the he- 
roic Diakos was forced to pass. 


There has just died ina miserable garret in 
the miserable Rue Menffetard, at Paris, a woman 
aged 60, of whom nothing was known by her 
neighbors, not even her name, although she had 
occupied the same room for a number of yeara. 
She was believed by all to be miserably poor, and 
the landlord, from charity, had allowed her to oc- 
cupy the room rent free. Her death was only made 
known from suspicions aroused in the mind of the 
concierge, who had failed to see her leave the gar- 
ret forthree or four days. When the room was 
broken into, she was found upon the bed in a semi- 
nude cendition, and the doctor declared that she 
bad died of starvation. But an examination of her 
bed disclosed beneath the mattress 10,000f. In notes 
and 20,000f. in gold and silver coins. 


From Naples some new religious disturbances 
are reported. Certain students presented to the 
Pope an address, against which others protested. 
One of the priests of the town commended the ad- 
fress and used offensive words respecting free- 
thinking students. Some of the latter on a follow- 
Ing day entered the church of this priest and cried 
at him from the body of the edifice: ‘* Hurrah for 
liberty of thought!” “Down with the reaction- 
ists ! The result of this wasa riot. Members of 
the eongregation fell upon the students and finally 
drove them out of the church, no one being serious- 
ly hurt except a woman who became entanglea in 
one of the scuffies. On the same evening in two 
other churches false alarms gave rise to panics, 
The students, it was said, were coming; but in 
these cases they did not come. Street boys took 
up the feeling of the Church, and hurled stones at 
passing students. Two or three of the boys were 
arrested for this offense. 


Mario’s recent serious illness was due to a 
eold that followed a hurried bath at Palo. Palo is 
a sea-side place between Rome and Civita Vecchia. 
The singer had been there visiting Prince Odescal- 
chi at his chateau. OnaSunday morning he de- 
sired to enter Rome by the earliest train and found 
it necessary to take his bath and breakfast in great 
haste. When he reached the station he had some 
moments to waitand passed them in walking up 
and down the platform in the broiling sun. But he 
found his strength and power of respiration sud- 
denly leaving him and with diffieulty re- 
turned to the chateau. Inaday or sohe was 
enough better to go to Rome, but on Wednesday 
he grew so much worse that fears for his life were 
entertained. Doctors were called in consultation. 
They agreed that the lower point of the left lung 
only was affected. Owing to the patient’s nat- 
ural robustness ard sound constitution, hopes 
were felt for his recovery. Many English people 
were unremitting in their kindness to the singer, 
Lady Paget being prominent among them.

THE GUTERMUTH MYSTERY. 


_p——— 
NO PROGRESS MADE BY THE POLICE—IMLEY 


RELEASED FROM THE TOMBS, 


Capt. Killilea, of the Twenty-second Pre- 
cinct, in whose district the assault was made on 
the late Mr. Louis W. Gutermuth, said last night 
that his detectives were working as hard as they 
could on the case. Mr. Gutermuth, while at the 
Roosevelt Hospital, seemed to know who assault- 
ed him, but refused to tell an officer who called. 
He desired nothing done in the matter, presumably 
because he had a good deal at stake and did not 
expect to die. His reticence was what made the 
case unfathomable. Capt. Killilea made eight 
attempts to see Mrs. Hawks at the flat, 
he said, and only by threatening to 
secure an order for her arrest did 
hesuceeed in obtaining a statement from her on 
the Monday after Gutermuth’s death. The Police 
of the Twenty-second Precinct believe that mem- 
bers of the Clapp family are using all their in- 
fluence to keep the Hawks woman from telling 
what it is believed she knows about the case. At 
the Rossmore Hote! yesterday by some it was re- 
garded as significant that Miss Nellie Clapp re- 
mained at the flat, apparently with no objections 
from her relatives, after the disclosures about Mrs. 
Hawks’s career. Inspector Byrnes had referred to 


Mrs. Hawks as “‘the key to the situation,” 
and it was said that Miss Nellie Clapp would 
be found as much a key as her companion. A few 
days after the assault the two had a quarrel, and 
Miss Clapp returned to the Rossmore and brought 
her trunk with her. Inamost inexplicable man- 
ner the “quarrel” was made up, and Nellie went 
back to the flat, trunk and all, in less than a week. 
Those persons who believed that Mrs. Hawks 
knew who dealt the blows attached considerable 
importance to the movements of Nellie, and 
made bold to say that she returned to the 
flat to seal Mrs. Hawks’s lips. Since that 
time Miss Clapp had scarcely been out of the pres- 
ence of Mrs. Hawks. For her own sake, it was ar- 
gued, she would have renounced Mrs. Hawks when 
the revelations came, and that she did not was sig- 
nificant. The strange conduct of Miss Clapp was 
the subject of a great deal of comment at the Ross- 
more yesterday, and surprise was expressed that 
the Police authorities did not compel her to tell 
what kept her at the flat. 

The Police yesterday found aman who saw two 
men, presumably the assailants, running away 
from the scene of the assault. He was a watch- 
man employed to guard the building on the south- 
west corner of Seventh-avenue and Fifty-seventh- 
street. He was asieep when Gutermuth was as- 
saulted, and was awakened by the men 
running past. ‘They disappeared in the di- 
rection of Eighth-avenue. One of them, 
the watchman observed, was  eonsiderably 
taller than the other, and wore around top hat. 
He did not notioe whether the short man wore a 
hat or cap, and he was not sure that he eould rec- 
ognize eitherof themif he sawthem. The man 
who went under the name of Russell borrowed his 
club to summona policeman. After rapping with 
it he disappeared and was seen no more by the 
watchman. 

John K. Imley, one of the prisoners, was re- 
leased from the Tombs yesterday om the following 
order: 

To the Warden of the City Prison and Bridewell of the 
City of New-York: 

Discharge the body of John K. Imley, held for hav- 
ing eaused the death of Louis W. Gutermuth, from 
your custody. PHILIP MERKLE, Coroner, 

JUNE 15, 1882, 

Imley was taken to Police Head-quarters, and it 
was asserted last night that he was still there, and 
that he had been shifted because there was reason 
to suspect that he wished to talk freely, and it was 
hinted that if he admitted that he had a principal 
and acted under his influence and orders he would 
be dealt with as leniently as possible. It is ex- 
pected that he will make a confession. If he does 
not do so he will have badly duped old friends who 
used their influence to this end. It is said that 
among the new evidenee obtained Is the fact that, 
after Mrs. Hawke und Mr. Gutermuth left Nellie 
Clapp and ‘* Mr. Russell,” at Forty-seventh-street 
and Seventh-avenue, on the morning of the 24th 
May, they—Mrs. Hawks and her escort—went to a 
resort in West Fifty-second-street. Every effort 
is making to place ‘*Mr. Russell” in a position 
where he will be compelled to disclose his identity 
and tell what took plaee after Mrs. Hawks went to 
her home and informed Nellie Clhpp of the assault 
on Mr. Gutermuth. It is asserted that ‘Mr. Kus- 
sell’s” identity is no secret; that he disappeared 
when he knew there was danger that he would 
be dragged into the case, and that he will not re- 
spect an ordinary summons to come forward and 
tell what he knows, It is reported that Coroner 
Merkle is intent on having “Mr. Russell’ before 
him, that he does not know his real name, but that 
he will stretch his authority to the utmost to com- 
pel his discovery and arraignment, no matter 
whom he may be. 

The Central Office deteetives deny that a veiled 
woman who was taken betore Inspector Byrnes 
yesterday by Detective Sergeant Frink, was a wit- 
ness or a prisonerin the Gutermurth case. The 
woman was not Mrs. Sherwood. She was taller, 
and although as stout, better formed. Her veil 
was so thick that no idea of her features could be 
obtained. 

Coroner Merkle said yesterday that despite the 
ridicule of some and the jealousy of others, he 
would conduct the case in hisown way. He had 
no reason to abandon what is called the theory of 
mistaken identity, and was convinced as much as 
an ordinarily prudent man should be that the as- 
sailant or assailants of Mr. Gutermuth would be 
found. He believed that he possessed important 
evidence procured since the beginning of the in- 
quest. 

When questioned last evening as to what he was 
doing in the matter, Inspector Byrnes replied that 
the case had been run by the Coroner and the 
newspapers, and if he was doing anything in the 
matter he would not tell the newspapers of it. He 
declined to answer the question as to whether he 
believed in the theory of Coroner Merkle. With 
reference to the man Russell, the Inspector said 
that he did not know who or where he was; that 
he bad been trying to find him for two days, to 
serve a subpcena on him, but had not succeeded in 
discovering his whereabouts. He appeared sur- 
prised when informed that Imley had been released 
from the Tombs on a discharge signed by Coroner 
Merkle, and assured the reporter that he was not 
locked up at Police Head-quarters, nor did he 
know where he had been taken. 


POTOMAC VETERANS AT DETROIT.

ENTERTAINMENT OF THE OLD SOLDIERS— 
CLOSING WITH A BANQUET AND 8PEECHES. 
Detroit, Mich., June 15.—The day could 
not have been more favorable for the parade in 
honor of the veterans of the Potomac. The pro- 
cession was promptly formed aud took its way 
over the designated route. The streets were 
everywhere lined with people, and the appearance 
of the more-prominent soldiers was the signal for 
an outburst of applause. Grant, Sheridan, Hayes, 
and Sickles were each warmly greeted. The pro- 
cession, which was a mile and a half long, was 
headed by a number of veterans, escorted by a 
detachment of United States Infantry from Fort 
Wayne and of marines from the United States 
steamer Michigan, Then followed the distia- 
guished guests in earriages, succeeded by two 
battalions of State troops, comprising sixteen com- 
panies. After these came tne Chicago Boara of 


Trade Guard and the Toledo Light Artillery. In 
one large wagon the survivors of rebel prisons 
were carried and attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion. The whole display was very fine. This after- 
noon the veterans were treated toa ride on the 
Detroit River, two large passenger ferry-boats be- 
ing lashed together for the purpose. 

This evening the exercises closed witha ban- 
quet at Music Hall. The appointments for the oc- 
casion were very fine, especially the toast pro- 
gramme and menu cards, the latter being in the 
form of an elegant miniature canteen. Ex-President 
Hayes responded tothe toast, “OurCountry.” He 
opened by calling attention to the fact that in 
constant conflicts between om hy justice, and hu- 
man welfare, on the one hand, and the selfish 
ambition, oppression, and despotism on the other, 
it often comes to pass, in human history, that lib- 
erty, justice, enjoyment, independence, and man- 
hood are the results of war. The members of a 
society like this, based on the friendship and as- 
soeiations of army life, to whom the four years 
spent in fighting for union and freedom is the most 
interesting period of their lives, will consider with 
peeuliar pleasure and satisfaction the question, 
**What does the United States, what does our coun- 
try, owe to the issues of the war?” President Hayes 
then sketched the vast territorial area of the coun- 
try andits wonderful and varied resources, and 
said it was now plain that there was no refuge 
from disunion in the paths of peace and no escape 
from slavery but war, and no way to maintain the 
general Government strong enough to uphold its 
authority, enforce the laws, and preserve the 
Union but an appeal to the God of battles. And 
Lincoln, the cextral figure of the war, at the head 
of the loyal forces of the Union, not with the pen 
alone, but with pen and sword, trusting always in 
God, got us out of the wilderness and saved for us 
and mankind that immeasurable blessing, our coun- 
try. Ex-Gov. Austin Blair, war Governor of Michi- 
gan, responded to the toast, * Tne Volunteers."” He 
said that Abraham Lincoln was one of the volun- 
teers who died for the country. The Governor 
preceeded with a_ vivid sketch of the 
commencement of the rebellion, describing 
the flocking of volunteers, their firm, un- 
flinching purpose throughout, and their return 
to the field and workshop when the war ended. 
Gov. Jerome responded to the toast, ** The State of 
Miehigan.” Mayor Thompson spoke for the city 
of Detroit. Gen. Daniel E. Sickles responded for 
the Army and Navy in a strain similar to that of 
Gen. Bragg’s oration last eveniag. Gen. Luther S. 
Trowbridge responded to the toast, ‘* The Army of 
the Potomac.” Gen. Bragg and John Boyle 
O'Reilly replied to toasts complimentary to them. 
Capt. y N. Burrill responded for ** The Press,” and 
Col. John Atkingon for ** The Ladies.”

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SETTLING THE SPRAGUE ESTATE. 


—_——_—~»———— 
A PROPOSITION WHICH, IT IS BELIEVED, 
WILL END THE LONG LITIGATION. 

PROVIDENCE, R, I., June 15.—The Sprague 
family, fearing that their affairs would never be 
settled by the Trustee, have for the past month, 
especially since the repeated failure to sell the 
property at auction, been formulating a plan 
whereby the estate could be settled at an early 
date and the residue, after making a settlement, 
come to them. A well-known Rhode Island manu- 
facturer and bleacher has stepped forward and 
advised the family how to make the settlement, 
and, by his advice, papers have been drawn up 
which will be submitted to the creditors to-morrow 
morning. The*papers are in the form of proposi- 
tions for the settlement of the estate, agreements 
of the gentlemen who are to take charge of the 
property, anda recommendation to the Trustee 
that he consent to the same. 

The proposition recites the details of the assign- 
ment to Mr. Chaffee, and the cloud thrown over 
the title by the recent decision in the DeWolf suit 
in Connecticut. It then says that the Spragues 
have agreed to transfer all their claims against the 
estate in the furtherance of the settlement. Mr. 
Chaffee, having been deprived of his credit by the 


Quidneck Company, cannot operate the mills of 
the estate, which some one ought to do at once to 
prevent waste and depreciation. The proposition 
then says: ‘Forthe purpose of carrying out this 
proposition of settlement, itis proposed that said 
Chaffee, Trustee, if so instructed by a majority 
of the creditors, to be signed hereto or to be man- 
ifested in a meeting to be called for that purpose, 
shallconvey allright, title, and interest in said 
peseesy te said Quidneck Gotag may and especial- 
y such interest as he may have in the stock of the 
Quidneck Company tothe undersigned, and that 
the said Spragues shall make like conveyances 
as they have agreed to do in case this proposition 
shall be carried out and accepted by said creditors, 
and that thereupon all said property shall be held 
by said Quidneck Company under the control of 
the undersigned, as its stockholders, to be adminis- 
tered as follows: That the Quidneck Company 
shall pay to each and every of the just and legal 
creditors of said trust estate a sum equal to 30 per 
cent. on a dollar of said trust notes, or represented 
thereby, in manner as follows, that is te say: 

‘**'Hirst—Twenty per centum thereof in cash, 60 
days from the delivery of said deed to all such 
creditors as shall bring in their notes and accept 
such payment and the notes hereinafter provided. 

** Second—The remainder to be secured by regis- 
tered or coupon notes of the Quidneck Company, 
bearing 5 per cent. interest until the whole is paia, 
the said registered or coupon notes to be paid in 
four equal semi-annual installments, the first pay- 
ment to be made April 1, 1883, the second Oct, 1, 
1883, the third April 1, 1884, the fourth and last pay- 
ment Oct. 1, 1854. 

* Third—That the undersigned, as Directors of 
said Quidneck Company, and the Quidneck Com- 
pany shall sell off all such parts of such property 
as may be judged prudent and economical, and 
devote the proceeds of the sametothe payment 
of said 30 per cent, and interest as fast as may be, 
with the right to anticipate any deferred pay- 
ments, so that said 30 per cent. shall be paid as 
soon as the same can be realized from said prop- 
erty, not, however, sooner than the deferred pay- 
ments become due, except atthe option of said 
Quidneck Company, and in consideration of 
the conveyances of all the rights and 
interests of said Spragues in said estate and prop- 
erty, the undersigned, after paving said amounts 
and being indemnified ana saved harmless from all 
costs, expenses, and Ifabilities incurred by them, 
the Quidneck Company, with all its rights remain- 
ing, if any, if the same shall not be needed, to be 
sold to pay said 30 per centum, shall be turned over 
to said Spragues. It is believed by the under- 
signed that this sum ifs all the estate can 
pay, by careful management of the same, 
to the creditors, And they are fortified 
in that opinion by the fact that no 
bid at auction could be obtained for a larger sum 
by the Trustee, although several attempts have 
been made so to do, and although Mr. Benedict 
Lapham, in conjunction with the Spragues, once 
made an offer of 38 per cent.. yet the deterioration 
and expense since accumniated and the doubt 
thrown upon the title by the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Connecticut above mentioned 
have lessened very considerably the market value of 
said estate, and the undersigned believe that if 
this proposition is carried out it will be forthe fur- 
ther advantage of the creditors in this—that now 
this large amount of indebtment, which at 80 per 
cent. amounts to nearly $3,000,000, as well as the 
property which is held as security for, it lies as dead 
property, unproductive and not to be used or made 
avaliable by any individual or institution, whereas 
the notes of the Qudneck Company, secured as 
they will be by all its own property and all the 
property of the estate, due on time with interest, 
will be property available for immediate use In and 
by moneyed institutions and individuals, and will 
have a marketable value at par to those who wish to 
realize upon their claims, and the undersigned 
agree, if this proposition is accepted by the cred- 
itors, to use their best endeavors to administer 
said estate and said property so as to pay said 30 
per cent., which they feel encouraged it will do, as 
they will have the hearty co-operation of all par- 
ties having claims against the estate, in hopes that 
some residuum or remainder thereof of such pay- 
ments may come to them; and the undersigned 
hereby pledge themselves to administer the estate 
as they would do their own, for the best interests 
of all concerned.” 

A meeting ot the creditors will be called for 
Tuesday next, at which it is proposed to choose 
five gentlemen who are to receive the property 
and bring about the settlement. Two manufac- 
turers, one of them being the bleacher spoken of, 
have agreed to be on the committee of five if the 
creditors desire it. A numberof the heavier cred- 
itors have already taken hold of the matter, and it 
now looks as though the costly litigation would 
be brought to a close.

TROUBLE IN THE FENIAN CAMP. 

MONTREAL, June 15,—Counsel for Patrick J. 
Whelan, manager of the Post Publishing Company, 
lodgea to-day an amended plea in the libel suit 
brought against him by F. B. McNamee. The de- 
fendant supplies the names of a number of men 
whom he alleges McNamee received into a branch 
of the Fenian Brotherhood, established here by 
him under authority which he personally obtained 
from John O'Mahoney, head centre. in New-York, 


and to whom he, McNamee, administered the oath 
of the society. Mr. Whelan states further in the 
amended plea that McNamee acted as President of 
the organization here for several years, and that 
the latter subsequently introduced Fenlanism into 
the St. Patrick’s Society in this city, and 
through its influence had the late Hon. 
Darcey McGee expelled from the Society. 
The names of a large number of Irishmen 
whom McNamee is alleged to have engaged to 
enter the American Army from 1861 to 1864 while 
he was acting. deponent says, as Bounty Agent in 
Quebee. The charges of betraving his Fenian 
dupes to the Government and receiving large sums 
therefor from the Secret Service fund are reiter- 
ated at much length. The name of Michael 
O’Reilley is given as the person to whom MeNamee 
is alleged to have offered $5,000 if he would put 
day-light through Charles I. Brydges, who was 
tnen acting as General Manager of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, aad who had done McNamee, as 
he alleges, some wrong. This plea has createda 
profound sensation, as it elaborately details all 
particulars in support of the serious charges delib- 
erately made against Mr. MoNamee by the fost, 
the Irish Catholic organ here.

TRAVRL ON THE EAST SIDE ELEVATED.

THE DEATH LIST OF A DAY.

WILLIAM DENNISON. 

Ex-Gov, William Dennison died at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning at his home in Columbus, Ohio. 
He was a native of that State, having been born 
in Cincinnati, Nov. 28, 1815. His father was a na- 
tive of New-Jersey, and his mother of New-Eng- 
land ancestry. They were among the early settlers 
of Obio, making their home in the fertile Miami 
Vailey. Ex-Goy. Dennison was graduated in 1835 
atthe Miami University, and immediately after- 
ward began the study of law in Cincinnati in the 
office of Nathaniel G. Pendleton, father of George 
H. Pendleton. He was admitted to the Bar in 1840, 
and soon afterward married the daughter of Wil- 
liara Neil, of Columbus. He practiced his profes- 
sion in Columbus until 1848, in which year he was 
elected to the State Senate by the Whigs of Frank- 


lin and Delaware Counties. He was the can- 
didate of his party for the Speakership 
of the Senate, but was defeated after 
a two weeks’ centest by a eombina- 
tion of the Democrats and Free-soil men. He 
was prominent in securing the repeal of the statute 
denying to blacks or mulattos the privilege of a 
residence in the State of Ohio. In 1850, at the close 
of his term of office, he declined a re-election and 
resumed the practice of his profession. In 1852, as 
cne of the Electors of his State, he cast his vote in 
the Electoral College for Gen. Scott for President, 
In February, 1856, Mr. Dennison represented his 
State in the Pittsburg Convention which gave birth 
tothe Republiean Party, serving asa member of 
the Committee on Kesolutions which prepared the 
declaration of principles. He was Chairman of the 
Ohio delegation at the Philadelphia Convention, 
which, in Jure of the same year, nominated John 
C, Fremont for the Presidency. At this time he 
held the Presidency of the Exehange Bank of Co- 
lumbus, and of the Columbus and Xenia Railroad 
Company, and has ever since been active in the 
prosecution and management of railroad enter- 
prises which centred in Columbus. 

In 1859 Mr. Dennison was nominated by acclama- 
tion by the Ohio Republicans as their candidate for 
Governor, and was eleeted over Judge Rufus P. 
Ranney. His inaugural Message declared that Ohio 
was opposed to the extension of slavery, and was 
opposed to the bitter end to any attempt in that 
direction. His term of office was a particularly 
trying one, and he was bitterly censured by the 
press and people of his State for many of his acts, 
notably for the order prohibiting railroad or ex- 
press companies to carry through the State any 
articles that were contraband of war, and forbid- 
ding the teiegraph companies to transmit any mes- 
sages giving information as to the movements of 
troops, unless they were such as would have to pass 
between commandants and officers. As the latter 
order prohibited the transmission of the Associated 
Press dispatches, it created much commotion, and 
naturally brought down volumes of abuse from the 
press on the Governor's head. To his credit it must 
be stated, however, that he led in securing West 
Virginia to theranks of the Union States, and 
led in seeking to inforee upon the general 
Government the necessity of speedy and decisive 
action in Kentucky. It was he who, when Ken- 
tucky refused to furnish her quota of troops to de- 
fend the Union, telegraphed to Washington. ‘If 
Kentueky refuses to furnish her quota Ohio will do 
it.” Under his administration 23 regiments of 
three months men and 82 regiments of three years 
men were raised, nearly one-half the organizations 
sent out by the State during the war. When he re- 
tired from the Governorship he left the State with 
20,751 soldiers to her credit above and beyond all 
calls made by the President upon her. This in 
spite of the fact that his officlal acts were severely 
censured, and he attained such unpopularity by his 
alleged mismanagement that his party refused to 
renominate him for Governor, selecting as his suc- 
cessor a war Democrat from the Reserve, David 
Tod. Two years after the close of his admin- 
istration his course during the troublous times 
of his ineumbency of the chief magistracy 
was looked upon with much more favor, and his 
mistakes were acknowledged to be those resulting 
from an over-anxiety to do his whole duty, honest- 
ly, thoroughly, and well. In 1862 Gov. Dennison 
presided at the anti-Vallandingham convention in 
Obio, He was also a delegate to and President of 
the Baltimore Convention which renominated 
Abraham Lincoln. In October, 1864, he succeeded 
Montgomery Blair as Postmaster-General in Presi- 
dent Lincoln's Cabinet, and retained the portfolio 
under President Johnson, until the accidental 
President began to abuse the Union party, when 
he resigned and retired to private life, being suc- 
eceded in office by A. W. Randall, of Wiseonsin. In 
1472 Gov. Dennison was a candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency, but Henry Wilson was selected by the 
nominating eonvention, In 1880 he wasa candi- 
date for United States Senator from his State, but 
was heaten by Gen. Garfield. In 1874 he was ap- 
pointed one of the Commissioners for the Govern- 
ment of the District of Columbia by President 
Grant. As a member of the Chicago Convention of 
1880 he nominated Gen. Chester A. Arthur for the 
Vice-Presidency. The State officers of Ohio are 
arranging for a public funeral.

COL, MOSES SUMMERS. 

Col, Moses Summers, of No, 21 Delancey- 
street, New-York, the Port Warden, who fell into 
the hold of the bark Prince Albert, at the foot of 
Amity-street, Brooklyn, on Saturday, June 8, died 
at the Long Island College Hospital last evening. 
His spine was both dislocated and fractured by the 
fal. Col. Summers was born in Wexford County, 


Ireland, on the Ist of January, 1819, and was 
brought to this country by his parents when only 
1 year old. ‘They settled in Oswego, and 
here young Summers learned the trade of 
printer. In 1841 he went to Syracuse, 
and was employed as journeyman printer 
on the Syracuse Standard. That year, when 
Jerry, the escaped negro slave from Missouri, was 
arrested and brought inte eourt in Syracuse, Col. 
Summers was one of the party that rescued the 
fugitive. He was indicted for the offense, but his 
trial never came off. He worked as a printer on 
the Standard until 1848, when he purchased a half 
interest in that paper and assumed editorial man- 
agement. He was a great friead of Gen. H. A. 
Barnum, and when that gentleman took the One 
Hundred and Forty-ninth Regiment into the field 
he appointed Col. Summers Quartermaster. Col. 
Summers at once left his position, abandoned his 
property and marched out to defend the Union. 
This was in 1862. He served with the regiment in 
the Army of the Potomac until after the battles of 
Gettysburg, when the eommand was transferred to 
the Department of the Cumberland In the West. In 
the early part of 1864, upon the recommendation of 
the Hon. Thomas T. Davis, then member of Con- 
gress from Onondaga District, President Lin- 
coln appointed Summers Captain and Assistant 
Quartermaster in the Army, and he was assigned 
to duty inthe brigade commanded by Gen. Bar- 
num in the Twentieth Army Corps. He served in 
this position until the close of the war, being 
present at the battles of Wauhatchie, Lookout 
Mountain, and Chattanooga, and making the cam- 
paigns with Sherman of Atlanta, Savannah, and 
the Carolinas, and his large property accounts with 
the Government were found to be ab- 
solutely correct, and were promptly _ set- 
tled. For his efficient services in the field he 
was brevetted Lieutenant-Colonel of Volunteers. 
After the war he was appointed Quartermas- 
ter on the staft of the Major-General commanding 
the Sixth Division of the National Guard of this 
State, and held this position until his death. 
He resumed editorial charge of the Syracuse 
Standard in 1865. Two years ago he was ap- 
pointed Port Warden in this City, and one yearago 
he resigned the editorial management of his paper. 
He was an enthusiastic Republican, and was re- 
garded asa man of keen judgment and great fore- 
sight in political affairs, and his advieo was often 
sought by the leaders of the party.

GEORGE Y. SAWYER. 

George Y. Sawyer died at his residence in 
Boston yesterday noon. He was a lawyer of creat 
ability. He was a classmate in Bowdoin College of 
William Pitt Fessenden, of Maine; Henry W. Long- 
fellow. Nathaniel Hawthorne, Franklin Pierce, 
Jonathan Cilley, who was killed in Kentucky ina 
duel; the late Chief-Justice Boyd, of Mississippi; S. 
S. Prentiss, the Western journalist, and John P. 
Hale. In 1839, 1840, and 1841 he represented Nashua 
in the New-Hampshire Legislature, and in one of 
the exciting political campaigns of that decade he 
was the Whig candidate for Congress, falling a few 
votes short of election. He was Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas from 1851 to 1854 and of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court from 1855 to 1859. He de- 
clined an offer by President Pierce ef the Governor- 
ship of one of the Territories, and devoted himself 
to within a few years to an extensive law practice, 
being in 1865 one of the Commissioners that revised 
and codified the statute laws of the State.

OPENING THE NYACK BOAT-HOUSE.

THE ROWING ASSOCIATION’S RECEPTION TO 


ITS FRIENDS. 

Nyack, N. Y., June 15.—The Nyack Row- 
ing Association opened its new boat-house at this 
place to-night, and, although the early part of the 
evening was stormy, a throng of ladies and gentle- 
men were present, enough to fill the house 
to its utmost capacity. The new building 
of the association is situated on the Hud- 
son River, at a point very near the 
dock at which the ferry-boat from Tarrytown 
lands its passengers, in the central part of Nyack. 
To-night an electric light on the top of the boat- 
house, and fire-works, announced the opening 


ceremonies. As early as 8 o’clock people began to 
assemble, and by 10 o’clock the spacious rooms 
were well filled with ladies and gentlemen from 
Nyack and New-York. The balconies at the time 
presented a lively appearance. The thunder- 
storm of the early part of the evening 
had passed away, and the sky was clear. 
No club-house in the State offers such a fine 
view as this, and the invited guests enjoyed the 
seene spread before them toits utmost. Among 
those present were Gen. James H. Blauvelt, Presi- 
dent of the Association, and Mr. J. H. Blauvelt, of 
the Union Mutual Insurance Company, of New- 
York; George M. Hard, President of the Chat- 
ham Bank, of New-York; H. P. Doremus, 
Cashier of the Chatham Bank; 8. H. Steeley, 
J. H. Cooley, wife, and daughter; C. R. Miller and 
wife, W. A. Shephard, A. H. Jackman and _ wife, 
Alexander Pollock and wife, J. W. Boyle and wife, 
D. P, Hayes, Col. William H. Thompson, of Brook- 
lyn, and Col, E, F, Raynor. Eben’s Twenty-third 
Regiment Band, of New-York, furnished the music 
and a pa concert was given from 8 to 10 
o’clock, 

After the concert Mr. Alexander Pollock, Chair- 
man of the Building Committee, presented the 
new club-house to the President of the association. 
After referring to the arrangements made for the 
building of the new house, Mr. Pollock said: “On 
the building which is now for the first time thrown 
open for inspection, I will leave you, Sir, 
and the members of the Nyaek Rowing Associa- 
tion and their many lady and gentlemen friends, 
to pass, the work of the Building Committee being 
— ended. I havegreat pleasure and great 

onor in formally tendering to you this boat-house 
and asking that the Building Committee be dis- 
charged.’ Gen. Blauvelt, in accepting the house, 
saii: “This boat-house being our joy and de- 
hght, it is the purpose of every mem- 
ber so to conduct its affairs that it 
will merit the approbation of the entire 
community. The use of intoxicating yee in or 
about the house and gambling of every description 
is prohibited by our by-laws, and no boats in the 
house, whether belonging to the club or private 
perce. are to be allowed to go out on Sunday.” 

-resident Blauvelt concluded by bidding all the 
guests of the association welcome in behalf of the 
association. At the conclusion of the President's 
address Mr. D. P. Hayes presented to the associa- 
tion a flag in behalf of the ladies of Nyack. After 
this presentation, which was greeted with applause 
by the throng in the boat-house, tne band again 
struck up, and the guests of the association in- 
dulged in dancing until after midnight. A _ colla- 
tion was served in the lower hall of the boat-house. 


THE STRIKING WORKMEN. 


DISORDERLY STRIKERS IN CLEVELAND—NON- 
UNION MEN WORKING AT PITTSBURG. 

CLEVELAND, June 15.—No concerted out- 
break occurred to-day among the strikers of the 
Cleveland Rolling Mill, but petty assaults are 
alarmingly on the inerease. Early this morning a 
non-union iron worker named Blythe was pounced 
upon by a half dozen strikers in a side street while 
going to work, and so terribly beaten that his life 
is despaired of. Each night now the houses of 
men working in the milils are stoned and 
a reign of terror seems to have been begun in this 
roundabout way. It is plain that there is a lament- 
able lack of skilled workmen at present inthe 
mills, but officers of the company state that when 
the fact is demonstrated that the workmen can go 
and come from the mills unmolested there will be 
no trouble in securing enough skilled workmen. 


The military has been divided into three reliets 
and remains at the City Armory day and night. 

PITTSBURG, June 15,—Two weeks ago the 
proprietors of the white ware potteries at East 
Liverpool, Ohio, comprising nine large firms, post- 
ed notices in their works that at the expiration of 
two weeks a)l employes belonging to the Knights 
of Labor would be discharged. This had appar- 
ently an opposite effect, and since then 1,000 of the 
men have joined the order, To-morrow all 
Knights of Labor employes will be paid off 
and discharged. The firms declare they will 
run their potteries with non-unionists. A large 
number of men and women will be thrown out of 
employment by this order. Many female pottery 
employes here joined the organization, Another 
iron mill—Friend’s—will endeavor to start upin 
this city with non-union men early next week. 
This mill has been closed for two months 
for repairs. It has 15 puddling furnaees. 
Crowds of strikers near the Superior 
mill, which is running with non-unionists, this 
evening hooted at the men returning from work. 
For atime it looked stormy, but, fortunately, no 
trouble occurred. - The Mansfield Coal Company 
to-day imported a number of Swedes and Austrians 
and put them at workin the pits. Two hundred 
strikers are in the neighborhood of their mines, 
and a collision may occur. 

Mr. P. Lauffman to-day sald regarding the Apollo 
Mill: ‘I am running both mills single turn, with 100 
non-union men at work, and am perfectly satisfied 
with the work done, and I would like to add that I 
have served quit notices to the Amalgamated 
men in my houses. Further, I have perfect 
faith in my _ ability to continue operations 
at my mills, as [have*begun. Iam not inimical to 
the Amalgamated Union, but consider it a needed 
and excellent institution when it does not try to 
abuse its power. The members are behaving per- 
fectly well at my mills, and are offering no 
interference."” Mr. Lauffman seems to enjoy 
peculiarly the good-will of the officers and 
members of the Amalgamated Association, 
and atthe office of the organization “his success 
did not seem to afford dissatisfaction or elicit 
comment. Inquiry at Kloman's mill, Superior Sta- 
tion, elicited the statement that an additional fur- 
nace started up to-day and thatthe force of non- 
union men was now 75; also, that the work turned 
out was satisfactory.

TWO RETENTIVERECEIVERS 


—— 
GEORGE A. OSGOOD AND CYRUS 
CURTISS’S ACUOUNTS. 
‘JNDIGNANT CREDITORS; OF THE COLUMBIAN 
MARINE INSURANCE COMPANY IN CAUCUS 
—$650,000 COLLECTED, ONLY $150,000 

ACCOUNTED FOR. 


A meeting of the creditors of the defunct 
Columbian Marine Insurance Company was held at 
the Maritime Exehange yesterday afternoon, and 
the proceedings developed some interesting facts 
as to the means by which the assets of the Colum- 
bian Company have been absorbed by the Receiv- 
ers, George A. Osgood and Cyrus Curtiss, the latter 
of whom died about two and a half years ago. The 
call for.the meeting was issued on the 8th inst., 
signed by the Sun Mutual Insurance Company, J. 
H. Walker, Vice-President; Mailler & Quereau, No. 
61 Stone-atreet: Snow & Burgess, No. 66 South- 
street, and F. Alexandre & Son, No. 33 Broadway, 
The object of the meeting, as stated in the call, 
Was to decide what action should be taken on the 
offer of the Receivers of the Columbian Insurance 
Company, to compromise the claims of creditors 
Rgainst them, by the payment of $75,000 in cash. 
Among those present were Hervey Mitchell, Mr. 
Burgess, of Snow & Burgess; Martin Mars, Henry 
A. Barling, Foster Higgins, of the United States 
Lloyds, Mr. Ranger, of Fatman & Co.: D. H, Bald- 


win, William H. Parsons, and KE. J. Donnell. John 
H. Boynton was elected Chairman of the meeting, 
and Thomas M. Wheeler Secretary. About 50 
gentlemen who hold claims on the Receivership 
funds were present, and Mr. Osgood was represent- 
ed by J. J. Bowman. This gentleman made a 
statement in behalf of the Receivers, saying that 
Mr. Osgood desired a statement of facts to the 
creditors. Mr, Osgood, he said, had never taken a 
dollar which he did not believe that he had a right 
to. Mr. Bowman then called on Mr. B. A. Me- 
Donald, an accountant expert, to give a statement 
of the figures. 

Mr. B. A. McDonald made an address which 
proved to be an argument in favorof accepting the 
compromise. It was listened to with manifest 
signs of impatience by the gentlemen present. He 
said that last Summer he was engaged by Mr. John 
McDonald, one of the eounsel for the creditors, to 
examine the books of the Receivers of the Colum- 
bian Insurance Company, with a view to giving 
testimony before Referee Peabody. who is to pass 
upon the accounts of the Receivership. He found 
that in 1868 ex-Judge Bosworth, as Referee, had 
allowed commissions on a system of accounting 
which has since been declared by the courts to be 
illegal. The Receivers had charged commissions 
on accounts where no money had passed through 
their hands, and Referee Bosworth had allowed 
their claims. Long after this Mr. John McDonald, 
on behalf of the creditors, secured the appoint- 
mentof ex-Judge Peabody to revise the accounts 
of the Receivers, and up to this time no report has 
been made to the court, The speaker learned dur- 
Ing his intercourse with the counsel of the credi- 
tors that a reasonable compromise would be ac- 
ceptable, and he called on friends of Mr. Osgood 
and suggested that an offer of compromise be 
made. As the result of this suggestion an offer 
of $75,000 was now made, of which Mr. Osgood 
was willing to pay $50,000 and the repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Curtiss $25,000. The abso- 
tute commissions received by the Receivers, the 
speaker said, less the amount which it was admit- 
ted they were entitled to draw, some $30,000, 
amounted to $81,166 67. The question had been 
raised as to whether the creditors were entitled to 
receive interest on this amount, but bearing in 
mind the fact that the court had authorized the 
Receivers to draw the full amount which they did 
draw, business men, like those composing the 
meeting, the speaker thought, would see that this 
question of the right to interest was a very doubt- 
ful one, and tts settlement in court would involve 
a long litigation. Mr. Osgood was willing to put 
ap end to all this proposed litigation by comprom- 
ising the claim.s of the creditors forthe sum of $75,- 
000, and Mr. Powman was ready to pay that amount 
at a moment's notice. 

Mr. John YicDonald, of counsel for the creditors, 
them steppe/i tothe platform and made an address, 
in which the whole story of the Columbian Re- 
ceivership was told. The history, briefly related, 
is as follows: 

The Columbian Marine Insurance Company 
failed in 1866. One or two ad interim Receivers 
were appointed, and in July, 1866, ——— A. Os- 
good and Cyrus Curtiss—the latter of whom died 
in 1879—were made joint Receivers of the institu- 
tion. The total amount of claims outstanding 
egainst the company at this time excee ‘ed $4,000,- 
000, but these were reduced by set-off claims held 
by the company, so that the net indebtedness was 
but $2,750,000. The two Receivers eame into pos- 
session of $650,000 in money, with which to pay 
the debts of the company, their own tees, and the 
expenses of the Receivership. Of this amount 
$115,000 was paid to settle back taxes due to the 
City under a judgment of the Court of Ap- 
peals, $135,000 was devoted to the payment 
of a dividend of 5 per cent. to the creditors, and 
this was the only money which the claimants 
against the company have ever received; and the 
balance, $400,000, was absorbed by the Receivers. 
The collection and payment of every one dollar to 
the creditors was thus made to eost the estate three 
dollars. The Receivers drew from the fund of the 
Receiversbip $175,000 for fees to themselves, but 
they subsequently returned $63,333 93, leaving the 
actual amount which they received for their ser- 
Vices $111,666 07. The means by which they were 
enabled to draw such exorbitant fees was supplied 
by the late Judge Barnard, of unsavory memory, 
who granted them an order authorizing them to 
charge 246 per cent. on all receipts, payments, dis- 
bursements, and settlements in the conduct of the 
estate. The word “settlement,’’ Mr. McDonald 
Savs, nowhere occurs in the statutes or Code in 
relation to Receiverships, and settlements are no 
ground upon which commissions to a Receiver 
can be lawfully granted. As an instance of a 
“settlement” on which illegal commissions were 
paid to Receivers Osgood and Curtiss, Mr. McDon- 
aid produced an entry from the books, in which 
the Receivers are debited to Bosworth & Hamlin, 
for note delivered, $425, and credited by Bosworth 
& Hamlin, claims, $338 95. ‘This transaction was 
really the receipt of a balance due ona canceled 
policy of $86 U5, and this latter sum was all upon 
which the Keceivers were, according to the views 
of the creditors and their counsel, entitled toa 
commission. Under Judge Barnard’s order re- 
garding ‘‘settlements,’’ however, the Receivers 
drew their tees on $763 95, the aggregate amount 
of the note given by Bosworth & Hamlin and the 
claim held py them against thecompany. In many 
of the cases the Receivers obtained absolutely 
oothing from the settlement. An instance of this 
kind taken from the books makes the 
Receivers debtor to Samuel Stevens & 
Co. for seven notes, the aggregate amount 
of which was $28,464 50, and _ creditor 
by Samuel Stevens & Co., on “‘ account of sundry 
claims for which they had obtained judgment in 
Boston,”’ $28,464 50. Nothing whatever was either 
received or paid in this transaction, but the Re- 
ceivers, it is charged, claimed, and were allowed 
by Referee Bosworth, their 244 per cent. on the ag- 
gregate sum of the debit and credit side of the ac- 
count, $56,929, the commission in this case amount- 
Ing to $1,423 22, and the estate receiving not a 
penny in return. Under this peculiar system of 
entering “settlements” as receipts and disburse- 
ments, the total receipts of the Receivership, as 
fictitiously framed on the Receivers’ books, from 
April 11, 1866,to March 21, 1874, are made to a 
pearas $2,792,147 45, while the actual receipts in 
money during that period were but $547,434 07, 
making the fictitious volume of receipts $2,244,- 
723 38. Thecreditors claim that an examination 
of the books shows that the expense of conducting 
the business of the Receivership in respect to the 
business thus fictitiously brought in, and from 
which nothing was obtained, was more than four 
times greater than that arising from the true re- 
ceipts of the Receivership. 

When it was found that the aceountsof Messrs. 
Osgood and Curtiss were filled with items like those 
above specified, MéSsrs. Fabbri & Chauncey, Bar- 
low & Davis, Brett, Son & Co., and anumber of 
other ship-owners of this City and vicinity, who 
were creditors of the bankrupt company, began to 
take steps to compel a proper settlement of the ac- 
counts of the Reeeivership. Their interests were 
placed in the care of John McDonald und Joseph H. 
Choate, of the firm of Evarts, Southmayd & Choate, 
and a request was at once made to the 
Receivers for the production of their books for 
examination. This was met by a prompt refusal 
to allow the books to be inspected, and a man- 
damus was then issued by Judge Donohue com- 
pelling them to submit their accounts to examina- 
tion. Mr. McDonald says that they then refused to 
explain any of their entries, and forced the coun- 
sel of the creditors to enter into an exhaustive ex- 
amination and investigation, which occupied up- 
ward of ity? andahalf. This investifation re- 
sulted in the discoveries upon whieh the creditors 
are now acting. It was found that the Receivers 
had drawn from the fund for their own fees origi- 
nally $175,000, but that they had for some reason 
returned $63,333 93, leaving the sum of $111,666 07, 
which is still hela by them as commissions for 
receiving and paying out $650,000. They had paid 
to Dudiey Field, since deceased, for eounsel fees, 
$96,546 62; to David Dudley Field, $7,500, and to 
other lawyers and for legal expenses, $60,587 46. A 
comparison of the annual receipts, including inter- 
est earned on deposits, with the actual expenses, 
not including Reeeivers’ commissions, for the 12 
years from 1866 to 1878, shows that the manage- 
ment was an expensive one to the o-?ditors, and 
‘the creditors claim that it was criminally extrava- 
gant. The following table gives the figures for 
making this comparison:

It will be seen by the above that in the last three 
years the expenses were $25,264 02, while the re- 
Ceipts which it cost all this money to collect were 
but $2,021 13. Since 1878 the expenses have been 
light. The creditors demand that Mr. Osgood and 
the estate of Mr. Curtiss shall repay them the 
amoint which they claim has been unlawfully ap- 
preomnted by them. The amount drawn by the 

seivers as commissions, and retained by them, 
varied at times from $175,000 to $111,666 07. The 
simple interest on these various sums, computed 
at 6 per cent., to July 1 next will amoant to $144,- 
584 68, The interest on the amount returned by 
them, $68,283 93, will amount to $32,711 24. This 
gum deducted from $144,584 68 leaves $111,873 44, 
which the creditors claim that the Keceivers 
aheuld aceount for to them..in addition to the 


‘principal of $111,666 07. ° As an offset to these two 
amounts, which aggregate $223,539 51, the creditors 
admit that the Receivers are entitled to a reason- 
able commission,.say 5 per cent.. on the money 
which actually pansee through their hands, or 
about $600,000, which fees would amount to about 
$30,000. Upon this computation the oreditors 
claim that the Receivers should account to them 
for $193,589 51 on commission account alone, In 

addition tothis, itiselaimed that the Receivers 
expended the fu the Recely mapeoperiy 
to the amount of $81,21260, and this sum is claimed 

to be due with Interest, amounting to $48,727 56, 
making the total claims against the Receivers 
$823,479 67. The items making up the charges of 
improper use of funds are stated as follows:

With regard to the amount paid E. M. Curtiss, 
the creditors object to it as improper and excessive, 
and claim that it should be stricken from the credit 
side of the Receivers’ account. William H. Lind- 
say, the book-keeper, was receiving a salary of 
$5,000 a year, and to this the Receivers added a 
commission of one-fourth of 1 per cent. 
on accounts entered in their oks as 
receipts and disbursements, The commission 
so paid amounted from Oot. 16, 1869, to 
Jan. 6, 1878, to $5,744 02, and, in addition 
to this, Lindsay received $42,040 94 as salary from 
April 21, 1866, to Feb. 21, 1873, making his total 
recompense for his services of fess than seven years 
$47,784 96, The creditors claim that this sum was 
excessive jf at least $20,000, and hold the Reeeiv- 
ers responsible for that amount, declaring that the 
commissions paid were without authority of law. 
In the case of J. A. Timpson, the Cashier, who was 
a defaulter for 8,662 60, it is held that the Receivers 
are clearly responsible, as they neglected to take 
bonds from him. 

The objections to the accounts have been vigor- 
ously pushed before ex-Judge Charles A. Peabedy, 
who was appointed Referee to pass finally on the 
accounts of the Receivers, Nov. 24, 1876, on the ap- 
plication of the creditors, and a ape mass of tes- 
timony has been taken within the past 18 months, 
in the course of which the facts stated above have 
been developed. The counsel for the Receivers 
are Robinson and Scribner. All attempts to have 
the aecounts passed have been vigorously resisted, 
and recently an offer was made by the Receivers 
to the counsel for the creditors to compromise the 
matter by returning $75,000 tothe Receivership 
fund. Mr. McDonald suggested that $100,000 net, 
with $5,000 for the fees of Receiver Peabody, might 
be accepted, but since then the Supreme Court has 
held in the ease of Pierson that Receivers can only 
draw commissions on money which actually passes 
through thelr hands, and after that decision Mr. 
McDonald withdrew his proposition, and demanded 
$193,539 51 as the only basis upon which he would 
suggest a compromise to hisclients. In conclud- 
ing his statement, Mr. McDonald said that he had 
received 100 letters from creditors of the company, 
and only five of the writers were in favor of ac- 
cepting the compromise of $75,000 offored by the 
Receivers. 

When Mr. McDonald took his seat, Mr. Louis J. 
Belloni moved that the offer of the Receivers be 
not accepted. This motion was passed unanl- 
mously, Mr. Rush C. Hawkins then said that it was 
a well-settled principle of law that, however Inno- 
eently a man may take money belonging to an- 
other, he is bound, when returning it, to pay inter- 
est for its use. Mr. Hawkins believed that the 
Receivers had squandered the money of the Co- 
lumbian Insurance Company on legal fees and 
other expenses, but that might have been an error 
of judgment, and he was in favorof waiving all 
claims against them, except that of the eommis- 
sions which they received in violation ot law, and 
the interest on them, This money, he thought, if 
Mr. Osgood and the representatives of Mr. Curtiss 
were honorable men, they would return. Gustavus 
A. Brett, of Brett, Son & Co., offered a resolution 
expressing the fullest confidence in John McDon- 
ald, the counsel of the ereditors, and authorizing 
him to settle the question between the Receivers 
and the claimants, either by litigation or compro- 
mise, asin his judgment seemed best, The meet- 
ing then adjourned,

FIRST EXCURSION OF THE SEASON TO B8TAR- 
IN’S SUMMER RESORT, 

Glen Island looked its prettiest yesterday, 
the weather was eharming, and the brightness of 
the day drew many hundreds of ladies and gentle- 
men to the breezy groves of Mr. Starin’s beautiful 
Summer resort. The island was thrown open for 
the season, and its attractiveness abundantly re- 
paid a visit. Nestled ina picturesque nook of New- 
Rochelle Harbor, it was gilded with sunshine and 
cooled by refreshing and clover-seented breezes 
when the visitors came up from the City. Their 
number was increased by the picknicking parties 
who came over on the primitive ferry from the 
green mainland of New-Rochelle. It was evident 
that Mr. Starin had not been idle since last season, 
and the result of his labors in beautifying his syl- 
yan retreat were shown in numerous agreeable 
ways.

is not yet completed, but when it is, which Mr. 
Starin says will be soon, it will be an ideal spot for 
the Germans, where they ean have beer, music, 
kraut, pretzels, and sausages to their heart's con- 
tent. 

The voyage up and down the Sound, which, in 
hot weather, is ome of the chief attraetions of the 
journey to Gleam Island, was yesterday thoroughly 
enjoyable, and passengers were afforded a pic- 
turesque panorama and a ehanceto breathe the 
invigorating and cooling breeze that blew across 
the Sound. It was to be noted yesterday, as it has 
been in the past, that the visitors to the island 
were all of the better classes. None of the rough 
or undesirable throng who congregate at other 
places were present to mar the enjoyment of the 
excursion, and, furthermore, Mr. Starin has taken 
ample precaution to insure the continued absence 
of the tough and unsoaped citizen.

H. H. WARNER'S NEW YACHT SIESTA. 

The new steam yacht Siesta appeared in the 
Bay yesterday, and took a party of gentlemea 
aboard to witness the regatta of the New-York 
Yacht Club. She was built bv the Herreshoff Manu- 


‘facturing Company, of Bristol, R. I., bas a burden 


of 85 tons, is 98 feet long, 17 feet wide, draws 6 feet 
of water, and is9feet deep. Herengines are of 
the compound condensing pattern, and her boiler 
is one of the non-explosive coll boilers of the 
Herreshoff Company. Her extreme width is ex- 
plained by the fact that she is constructed on a 


theory developed and perfected after several years 
of experimenting, and gets thereby both stability, 
power, and no loss whatever of speed. Her rud- 
der, serew, and skeg are of bronze, and the screw 
is so adapted that the unpleasant sensation 
of vibration is almost entirely unknown. Her 
dining-room is abaft the pilot-house, and is above 
the deck 20 inches. It is 10 by 12, and finished in 
mahogany. The main saloon is 11 by 18 feet, and is 
finished 4 cherry and birdseye maple and beauti- 
fully furnished with willow and rattan ware. The 
Siesta makes 15 mites an hour without crowding, 
and consumes at that rate 350 pounds of coal. She 
is owned by Mr. H. H. Warner, of Rochester, N. Y., 
cost $50,000, and is pronounced by Chief Engineer 
Isherwood, United States Navy, who witnessed her 
‘trial trip for the benefit of the Government, to bo 
‘uw remarkably fine boat for mpeed, ease, and general 
finish. She is schooner rigged, nas three large 
state-rooms, water-tight bulkheads, and is in all re- 
spects a capital boat. Her head-quarters will be 
Warner’s Island, St. Lawrence River, whither she 
‘proceeds to-day by way of the ocean.

The mystery surrounding the Keely motor 
has now a rival in that fencing in the Higgs elec- 
tric light, the Higgs machine for the transmission 
of electrical power, and the Higgs electric storage 
battery. The triple Higgs mystery is enveloped 
more darkly than that of Keely, for the secret of 
the latter is only hidden by a basement door. 
Higgs’s mysteries, however, encompassed by 
Higgs’s skull and back hair, are separated 
from the would-be American investigators by 
the width of the Atlantic Ocean. Higgs’s 
mysteries were evolved from Dr, Paget Higes, 
an English mathematician and electrician who 
came to America im 188% I¢ is alleged 
that he is related to the famous English 
Paget family, and he came to this country as an 
LL. D., a graduate of Oxford University, a Doctor 
of Science, the Telfard prizeman of the Institute 
of Ciyil Engineers, of which body he was a mem- 
ber, and the author of several works, notably, ‘Al- 
gebra Self-taught,”” and works on differential 
calculus, the electrie light, the transmission of 
power by electricity, electro-plating, and 
electro-magnets, the translator of Fontaine's 
work on the electric light, and compiler of a 
series of mathematical tables for use in electrical 
work, which are accepted both in this country and 
Europe asastandard. He had also the reputation 
of being one of the best experts on matters touch- 
ing cables and cable telegraphy. He came here 
under the auspices of 8. F. Van Choate, of Boston, 
Mass., to do some work for the American Cable 
Company, of that city, which required the highest 


mathematical and electrical knowledge. He was 
very highly recommended by Siemans, the famous 
English electrician, and the work he was engaged 
to do was performed in a satisfactory manner. 
Evincing a thorough knowledge of the subject in 
hand, and being an exceedingly plausible and 
brilliant talker, he had but little trouble in winning 
his way into the good graces of the gentlemen 
with whom he was more or less frequently thrown 
in contact. In the intervals between his work for 
the cable people he unfolded slowly and cleverly 
the details of a wonderful contrivance he had 
invented for the transmission of power by 
electricity, which was stated to be in successful 
operation in Wales. To Mr. Van Choate, with 
whom he was especially intimate, he stated that he 
had received a number of orders for his dynamo 
machines and other electrical inventions. This 
seeming flood of prosperity that was pouring in 
upon him rather dazed the Bostonians. A fortune 
seemed to be within his grasp, and yet he did not 
seem anxious to reach out and take it. Mr. Van 
Choate was fascinated with the brilliant future that 
seemed to be open to any one who could induce 
Higgs to remain on this side ef the Atlantic 
and develop his plans here, He forgot 
in his enthusiasm what he well knew— 
that Higgs’s coming to this country was under sus- 
pleious circumstances. Mr. Van Choate had sent 
to England a ticket for Mr. Higgs’s passage to this 
country, but Mr. Higgs, after receiving the ticket, 
found it necessary, for some reason, to give up 
that ticket and pay his own passage, leaving Liver- 

ool two days before the vessel on which he was 

ooked to sail left that port. His unexpeeted 
arrival in Boston was commented upen at the time, 
but comparatively little attention was given to it 
until rumors reaehed the Hub that he left England 
thus suddenly because of some troubles he had had 
there. Whether these were monetary or of a 
more serious nature was not ascertained, and the 
breath of suspicion was forgotten in the presence 
of his undoubted talents and his plausible repre- 
sentations. A rp was organized in Boston 
through the efforts of Mr. Van Choate and Russell 
A. Ballou. The capital, on paper, was $5,000,000; the 
object, to develop Mr. Higgs’s plan foran economic 
electric light, for the electrical transmission of 
power,.and the construetion of storage batteries, 
Mr Higgs began the development of his theories 
and ideas, made applications for patents, and fre- 
quently reported progress in the most glowing 
terms. He issaid to have reeeived $10,000 for his 
alleged services in thatcity. A date was finally 
fixed for the exhibition of one of his inventions, 
and the promise was made that if his machine tor 
the transmission of power was successful he should 
receive $50,000 in cash and $1,300,000 in stock of the 
proposed company for his patents and services. 
He made over al! his applications for patents, and, 
after the manner of Keely, boasted of the proba- 
bilities and possibilities of his inventions. The day 
before the date fixed forthe exhibition Dr. Paget 
Higgs left Boston, leaving behind him a message 
that he had left the city because of his 
father’s sudden death. Then he came _ to 
New-York City, and those Bostonians who invested 
in his promises have not seen him since, though at 
{ntervals he wrote to his friends there informing 
them of the progress be was making. They trust- 
ed him, and so far as can be ascertained sunk more 
money in the Doctor’s abysmal pocket, 

When Dr. Pagett Higgs came to New-York City 
he estabilshed himself on the parlor floor of a house 
on Twenty-third-street, facing Madison-square, and 
threw out his lines for a new lotof fish, so to speak, 
He was adopted here at once, for his reeommenda- 
tions, his plausible manner, and entire familiarity 
with‘ electrical theories made him many acquaint- 
ances and admirers. Among these was James C. 
Reed, at one time the private secretary of Presi- 
dent Arthur. To him he made over an interest in 
his storage battery, assigning his applications for 
patents, which, by the way, never had been grant- 
ed, and which he had previously disposed of to his 
Boston friends. In this way Mr. Higgs man- 
aged to raise $2,500. A company known as the 
Higgs Electric Light and Power Company was or- 
ganized, but as a quarrel ensued hetween Mr. 
Higgs and the other projectors of the company, 
which was to have a capital of $500,000, Mr. Higgs 
refused to go ahead and perfect his inventions; the 
company found no further reason for their exist- 
ence on paper, and went out of business witbout 
having done any business. Buta number of the 
gentlemen who were friends of Higgs thought, as 
had Boston people before them, that there was 
money in the man, if he was only properly bandled, 
and decided to adopt him and the city of Chicago 
as their field of action. 

The inadaptability of Dr. Higgs to manage the 
business of the proposed company was known, and 
one of the gentlemen interested in the Doctor and 
his plans induced a friend, Frederick W. Harne, 
then Superintendent of a slate quarry at Bangor, 
Penn., to accept the business management of the 
proposed new compasy. Mr. Harne, who was at 
one time eonnected with the Sixth-Avenue Rail- 
road Company in this City, and whol!s remembered 
with more or less pleasure by horse car con- 
ductors as the man who introduced the bell- 
punch On street car lines, became enthusias- 
tic over the Doctor and his schemes, He 
went to Chicago to prepare the way for 
the organization and work of the new company. 
After some trouble he succeeded in securing a 
plant for the proposed electric light in the Tremont 
House, in that city. ard madeacontract to Iight 
the hotel with the Higgs light. Dr. Higgs was estab- 
lished in a laboratory at No. 63 Kent-street, Green- 
point, Long Island, and began work on the devel- 
opment of his electric light. Maurice McCarty was 
emploved as draughtsman, and John Hayes, at 
Kent and Worth streets, was to do the mechanical 
work. All this was about the Ist of January last. 
About that time, or just before it, he had 
sold and shipped two electric lights to Mon- 
treal, Canada, neither of which would work, 
a fact not known until comparatively recently, 
however. About the middle of January he exhib- 
ited at Greenpoint, to Mr. Harne and others, a light 
which he claimed as his own, but which, it has 
been since proved, was a Wood's lamp run by a 
Wood's dynamo-machine. Two of the same make 
of machines and lamps were soid by him to John 
Cochrane, of Medford, Mass., for whieh money was 
advanced by Cochrane. As the swindle was 
readily detected, Mr. Cochrane lost faith in Dr. 
Higgs, but did not proceed against him, as he ob- 
tained a good light. At this same laboratory the 
Waldumolt Electric Brake Company’s representa- 
tives from Cincinnati, Ohio, had men at work for 
about six months in an attempt to perfect Higgs’s 
storage battery, a work which resulted in a com- 
plete failure. 

But to return to the Chicago enterprise. Mr. 
Harne went to that city, established his plant, 
bought his engines, and on the 15th of February, 
having paid to Dr. Higgs $700 for dynamo-ma- 
chines, lamps, &c., after a delay of a week a 
couple of dynamo maehines arrived in Chicago, 
but as Mr. Harne was a novice in the electric 
lighting business he dia not discover the fact that 
they were of the Wood make. No lamps arrived, 
and after much telegraphing and writing and seareh- 
ing in and about the city, Dr. Higgs telegraphed to 
Mr. Harne: ‘Lamps traced to freight collision 
and destroyea. A case of others will leave to- 
night."’ This was on March7. During the month 
of Mareh the dynamos sent to Chicago were 
tested, and not a spark eould be secured 
at the commutator. Nor would the lamps 
sent give any light. Then Dr. Higgs sent 
his assistant, a man named Pierce, to Chicago, 
after Mr. Harne had paid hima personal visit and 
the maehine was declared short-eircuited, a fact 
which, it was ascertained at the office of the Elec- 
trical Supply Company at No, 109 Liberty-street 
by a ‘Times reporter posterter: was known to Dr. 

iggs when the machine was shipped. The com- 
plete failure of the scheme induced Mr. Harne to 
make an investigation into Higgs’s antecedents, 
and he accidentally heard of Mr. Van Choate, in 
Boston, as having a knowledge of Higgs and his 
antecedents, In response to a letter of inquiry, Mr. 
Van Choate wrote from Boston, under date of 
April 2, as follows: 

“ [imported him into this country a little over two 
— ago, and for which [am very sorry. * * * 

‘ar as my dealings with him go I have found him to 
be the greatest liar, scamp, and fraud of all the men 
lever heard of dur! bs 4 my 30 years’ business with peo- 

le. ,He has no capability for inventing anything but 

es.” 

Still, after this denunciation, Mr. Harne and his 
friends thought Dr. Hirgs an abused man, until 
his failure after failure, prevarieation after pre- 
varication, convinced Mr. Harne that he was a 
fraud. Hearing that Dr. Higgs was in Philadel- 
phia he went to that ew f early last month, and dis- 
covered that Higgs and Ballou had succeeded in 
organizing a company there known as the Econo- 
mic Electric Lighting Company, with ex-Gov. 
Hartraoft as President and ex-State Treasurer 
Henry D. Moore as Treasurer. Their office and 
works were at Seventh and Chestnut streets, in 
the rear of the Philadelphia Press Com- 
pany. To_ this sare pal e@ bargained to 
dGianose of rights had already sold 


Boston parties ‘for the control of his electric 
light for the Amerioan continent. The company 
had agreed to pay Higgs $15,000 in eash, May 15, 

rovided his light was then successfully exhibited. 

r. Harne concluded that Dr. Higgs was about to 
perpetrate some swindle on the Philadelpbians, 
and, after obtaining the money, leave the country. 

He aecordingly visited Gov. Hartranft and Mr. 
Moore and made known to them the facts in his 

ssession, Gov, Hartranft at once resigned the 

ym! of the company, and at his advice Mr. 
Moore held back the stock, none of which had 
been issued to any but the Directors of the com- 
pany, and refused to make further payments to 
Higgs. The Doctor saw Mr. Harne in Philadel- 
phia, was annoyed by parties from this City who 
were pressing him for the payment of bills, and 
disappeared suddenly without waiting to obtain 
the $15,000 promised. This disappearance occurred 
after Mr. Moore had told Dr. Higgs of the exposé 
that had been made, and before the papers for 
criminal suits against him could be properly pre- 
ared. Higgs shipped his wife to England on an 
nman steamer as soon as the disclosures of his true 
character seemed imminent, and he followed 
her on the Alaska, which left this port on 
May 31. The various investors were badly left, 
and the mystery of his inventions departed with 
him. He left behind him, however, in Philadel- 
phia, two dynamo machines, and one in this City, 
at the store of W. C. Browning & Co., No. 502 
Broadway. The latter has never been tested, but 
itis claimed that the two former will work suc- 
cessfully. He shipped atleast one Ward dynamo 
machine from this country to his correspondents, 
Macgregoror & Co., at Liverpool, England. Before 
shipping the machine the name was cut from the 
casting, and a plate bearing Dr. Higgs’s name was 
substituted, as had been done when he sold the 
Ward machines as his own in this country. 

The case of Dr, Higgs is a very pesuliar one, 
there seeming to be a wholly unnecessary prostitu- 
tion of undoubted talents. Why this was done 
does not wholly appear, forhe does not seem to 
have obtained money from his dupes for his per- 
sonal benefit. and such money as he did obtain 
was expended in the prosecution of electrical ex- 
periments. During the latter part of his residence 
in this City Dr. Higgs lived ina garret chamber on 
Twenty-seventh-street, between Broadway and 
Sixth-avenue, and the means of existence of him- 
self and wife seemed to be that commonly known 
as “from hand to mouth.” It has recently 
been ascertained that fer some _ unprofes- 
sional practices Dr. Higgs was expelled 
from the Institute of Civil Engineers in 
England. During his stay here it has been ascer- 
tained that the only storage battery that he invent- 
ed was the previously invented Sellon & Volck- 
mann storage battery, the only dynamo machine 
that has worked the Ward machine, and the only 
electric lamp, one that will not burn in series and 
is not a remarkable success asa single light. So 
faras can be ascertained the money he has been 
able to obtain from Americans will not aggregate 
more than $20,000, unless the losses of the Phila- 
delphians are larger than the $5,000 at which they 
are estimated. That amount also represents the 
sum he obtained in this City.

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A NEW EXHIBITION.

OPENING OF THE PERMANENT EXHIBITION 
OF THE IN VENTORS’ INSTITUTE, 

The permanent exhibition of the Inventors’ 
Institute was thrown open to the public last even- 
ing, and will remain open daily hereafter from 8 
A. M. to 9:30 P.M. The exhibition-rooms are in 
the Cooper Union Building, and comprise. four 
halls on the first floor, five large rooms on the 


second floor, and a room for heavy ma- 
chinery in the basement. The halls on the 
first floor extend through the building from 
Third-avenue to Fourth-avenue and were formerly 
occupied as stores. A throng of visitors last even- 
ing occupied what space was not taken up by ex- 
hibits. The four main halls made up a miniature 
fair. Hundreds of inventions were displayed, all 
in working order, while glass-blowers, a candy 
booth, and a cider press helped to make the visit- 
ors imagine they were at an American Institute 
fair. The managers of the Inventors’ Institute have 
done a great deal of work in fitting up the halls 
sinee they took possession of the premises, in May, 
Wide openings have been cut through the various 
walls, and interior stairways have been built so 
that each room and floor can be readily visited, 
while shafting for the use of steam machinery has 
been put in place. The rooms on the second floor 
are filled with innumerable working models of new 
and novel inventions. The offices of the institute 
are situated on this floor, and there is also a read- 
ing-room for the use of inventors and their friends, 
fully supplied with current trade and technical 
publications. The institute is an incorporated er- 
ganization, and is managed by a Board of Trustees, 
of which Charles A. La Mont is President and 
David A. Burr is Secretary. Mr. Burr also has 
charge of the Patent Department of the Institute. 
Among the visitors to the exhibition last night 
was the venerable Peter Cooper, who walked 
through each of the rooms. Although not finan- 
clally interested in the Inventors’ Institute, he has 
taken an active part in the work of preparing the 
exhibition, He said toa Times reporter that he 
was interested in the project because he thougit 
it would afford a place which young men and boys 
would find as pleasant as a bar-room, while, if 
they visited it, they would be instructed and en- 
couraged to develop their own inventive abilities.
